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WELD BREAKS 
‘90 PROMISE 


Governor Bill Weld’s veto of the “phar- 
macy choice” bill, which he announced on 
Monday, appears to reverse a campaign 
promise he made in 1990, the Phoenix has 
learned. 

The bill, sponsored by State Representa- 
tive Marc Draisen (D-Roslindale), a can- 
didate for lieutenant governor, would have 
required that insurers allow consumers to 
purchase prescription drugs at any phar- 
macy. In recent years health insurers have 
forced consumers to use only large chain- 
store pharmacies, putting neighborhood 
drug stores out of business. 

Terming his veto a “painful” one, Weld 
claimed, “Everybody, including me, wants 
to see neighborhood drug stores survive.” 
But not enough, apparently, to stand up to 
the big insurance companies and corpora- 
tions that donate so generously to his cam- 
paign fund. 

According to the October 1990 newslet- 
ter of the Massachusetts State Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, Weld, then a candidate 
for governor, told that group that the 
pharmacist has been looked upon “almost 
like God to the public.” Weld said he op- 
posed efforts to allow mail-order prescrip- 
tions, and claimed to be “deeply con- 
cerned over any possible scenario where 
small community pharmacies would be 
driven out of business.” 

Dennis Lyons, director of governmental 
affairs for the Pharmaceutical Association, 
was quoted in that same newsletter, after 
meeting with Weld and his running mate, 
Paul Cellucci. “The candidates seem to re- 
ally understand our problems,” he said. 

And according to a June 1989 editorial 
in the Marlboro Enterprise, Lieutenant 
Governor Cellucci, then a state senator, 
was a “strong supporter” of the pharmacy- 
choice bill. Obviously, that prescription 
has expired. 

“That veto is an economic deterrent to 
the city of Boston,” charges Mayor Tom- 
my Menino. “Two hundred Massachusetts 
pharmacies could be put out of business. I 
think that veto was anti-small business. 
Four years ago, the governor promised to 
support the pharmacists.” 

Menino also criticized the Greater Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce for supporting 
the governor’s veto, saying, “It’s amazing 
how they have come out for hurting small 


business.”

ELLIS-KEATING 
BATTLE HEATS UP 


Yet another volley has been fired in the 
escalating war of words between Boston 
Globe op-ed columnist John Ellis and 
State Senator Bill Keating. (See “Letters,” 
page 6.) 

The controversy heated up in May when 
Keating — who is leading the challenge to 
Senate President William Bulger — re- 
sponded to Ellis’s second column attack- 
ing that effort with a letter to the editor 
suggesting Ellis had a conflict of interest. 

Keating accused Ellis, who is a consul- 
tant at Larry Rasky and Company, of be- 
ing “a paid associate with a consulting 
firm which needs both the overt and covert 
support of Senate President William M. 

Bulger to further their business interests.” 

| Asked recently to respond to that charge 
| (“Don’t Quote Me,” News, July 8), an an- 
| noyed Ellis said of Keating and his associ- 
ates: “By not talking to me directly, they 
| sort of piss me off and encourage me to 
| write more about how pathetic they are.” 

| That quickly proved to be not a threat 
| but a promise. For on July 9, Ellis fired out 
| yet another anti-Keating piece fawning 
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over Bulger, blasting his antagonists, and 
declaring the insurgency “all but col- 
lapsed.” The dramatic headline — THE 
END OF THE BULGER ISSUE — was accom- 
panied by a cartoon of the Senate presi- 
dent crooning into a microphone above 
the caption “a song of victory.” 

That prompted another angry letter to 
the editor, this one from Senator Michael 
Morrissey, a Keating ally, wondering if 
“this third attack on Keating’s campaign 
has less to do with getting it right and 
more to do with getting even.” And Keat- 
ing leveled an unusually crisp broadside at 
his tormentor during a Phoenix interview. 

“He’s written three articles now, and I 
wouldn’t know him if I tripped over him,” 
says Keating, asserting that Ellis has made 
no effort to contact the anti-Bulger forces. 
“He’s obviously a person who can do two 
things at one time: genuflect and take 
dictation.”

UP AGAINST 
PAT'S WALL 


The American Center for Law and Jus- 
tice, religious-right leader Pat Robertson’s 
response to the American Civil Liberties 
Union, has come under attack for running 
what some constitutional experts and po- 


litical observers call an “offensive and un- 


truthful” full-page ad in USA Today. 

The ad, which appeared on July 5, com- 
pared the separation of church and state to 
the Berlin Wall, stating that “a wall . . . has 
been mistakenly erected in our own coun- 
try....Itis the... so-called “Wall of Sep- 
aration Between Church and State.’ ” The 
ad goes on to say that “we strongly oppose 
the growing effort to separate religion from 
public life [emphasis Pat’s]}. It is an omi- 
nous step toward ‘religious cleansing.’ ” 

Those statements, however, misrepre- 
sent the intentions of the Constitution’s 
framers, not to mention the explicit lan- 
guage of the document itself, says Barbara 
Simon, legal counsel to the Institute for 
First Amendment Studies: “Anybody 
who’s aware of constitutional history un- 
derstands that the expression ‘the wall of 
separation between church and state’ is 
very entrenched in our constitutional his- 
tory. It comes from Thomas Jefferson, and 
was utilized by the Supreme Court as far 
back as 1878, when the majority in a case 
called Reynolds v. the United States wrote 
that that term ‘may be accepted almost as 
an authoritative declaration of the scope 
and effect of the First Amendment.’ ” 

Simon is concerned that the ACL]’s 
falsehoods may mislead an ill-informed 
public. “If you tell an untruth over and 
over again, people start to believe it,” she 
says. “There’s a revisionist movement in 
this country that would like to rewrite his- 
tory to accommodate their world

view, which has as a goal a Christian- 
fundamentalist theotracy.” 

Others criticize the tone of the ad. Says 
Arthur Kropp, president of People for the 
American Way, a self-described “constitu- 
tional watchdog” organization: “It is 
morally reprehensible to imply that legal 
disputes over church-state separation are 
subjecting American Christians to the 
same kind of persecution faced by the vic- 
tims of barbarous ‘ethnic cleansing’ in the 


Balkans.”

RETURN OF THE 
STRIPED BASS 


The way fishermen along the Massachu- 
setts coast tell it, you pretty much just 
have to anchor your boat in the right spot 
and striped bass will in no time begin hurl- 
ing themselves onto the deck. 

Though this year’s bounty of stripers 
may not be as Biblical as some might sug- 
gest, it is nevertheless a startling contrast 
to the 1980s, when a combination of over- 
fishing and pollution off the Atlantic Coast 
nearly wiped them out. 

“This is clearly a success story for fish- 
eries management,” says Bruce Berman, 
of the Boston-based Save the Harbor/Save 
the Bay, who’s an avid angler. “And the 
reason why we are where we are in this 
success story is because the environmental 
community, recreational and commercial 
fishermen, and regulators all got together 
and made it happen. It took years to bring 
them back, but they’re back.” 

Alarmed at the rapid decline, the At- 
lantic States Marine Fisheries Commission 
in 1981 implemented a voluntary recovery 
plan that US Representative Gerry Studds 
succeeded in making federal law in 1985. 
It’s called the Atlantic Coast Striped Bass 
Act, and it sets size limits, caps on quanti- 
ty, and commercial quotas for striped 
bass. It also requires that the fish be 
caught by hook and line; net fishing is 
prohibited. 

Striper season in Massachusetts began 
on July 1. And with a 215,000-pound limit 
this year — which amounts to between 
8000 and 10,000 fish that are over the 36- 
inch-length minimum for keeping — state 
officials don’t expect the season to last 
long. 

“We don’t think the season will go 
more than three weeks,” says Phil 
Coates, director of the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries. Coates be- 
lieves the striped-bass recovery plan can 
be used as a model for reviving other 
species that are feeling the effects of hu- 
mans. “A lot of people are saying we can | 
learn some lessons from this,” he adds. 

Next January, Coates says, striped 
bass — known for their beauty and for 
their fighting spirit when hooked — will 
be declared “fully recovered,” and regu- 
latory agencies will ease limits on allow- 
able catches.

STUMPING 
FOR GUMP 


Alas, I found Peter Keough’s simplistic 
interpretation of Forrest Gump (“Not Be- 
ing There,” Arts, July 8) typically unen- 
lightened. This is not to say that his analy- 
sis would not appeal to the purely intellec- 
tual, only that its perfunctory premise 
lacks depth and vision. 

The “special effects [and] narrative” 
that Keough calls uninspired are not the 
focus of the film, but rather a side issue, 
providing both tragic and political ele- 
ments of the period if for no other reason 
than to ask us to remember. (And we do, 
as evidenced during my viewing by the au- 
dible gasp and moan following the appear- 
ance of John Lennon.)

Americans don’t understand 
the passion of the World Cup 


by Jeffrey Gantz 


anover Street is a parade

A fellow in one of the 
convertibles calls out to me, “Doesn’t it 
feel just great to be Italian!” 

I’m not Italian, not even a little bit, but 
his mistake is understandable: I’m wear- 
ing the national team shirt and have 
wrapped myself in an Italian flag. And like 
the older fans here, I’ve suffered with my 
adopted team. The humiliating World 
Cup loss to Chile in 1962. The North Ko- 
rea debacle in ’66. Foils to Brazil in the 
’70 final; the agonizing penalty-kick de- 
feat by Maradona’s Argentina in 1990. So 
I do feel great. I’d feel even better if Italy 
had played well this afternoon instead of 
merely winning, but in the World Cup you 
take what you can get. 

Hanover Street will take a victory any- 
time — the way everyone is carrying on, 
you’d think Italy had won the Cup itself, 
plus the Tour de France and the Formula 
One title. (In Rome they were still cele- 
brating as of Sunday morning.) It’s primi- 


tive, it’s tribal, it’s a little disturbing. 
Twenty-four hours earlier, though, you 
wouldn’t recognize the place. No parades, 
no flags, no buzz. Some casual conversa- 
tion about the team’s prospects. Dion and 
the Belmonts drifting out from a shop 
speaker. And, in the window of the Caffé 
dello Sport, a half-dozen offers to sell tick- 
ets to the next day’s game. Here Italy is 
playing in Foxborough, in the quarterfinals 
of the World Cup — the most important 
local sporting event in North End history. 
And people are looking to unload their 
tickets. 

It’s not that the North End’s Italian- 
Americans don’t care about their team — 
it’s more that they’re afraid to care. They 
know all too well what little separates their 
thrill of victory from the agony of defeat 
felt by the Spanish players who lay strewn 
on the Foxborough pitch in the wake of 
Baggio’s run. They’re long on hope but 
short on faith. 

The Irish, an altogether more easy-go- 
ing lot, celebrate before the game and dur- 
ing the game; if they lose, they shake their 
heads and order another pint. They wear 
their heart on their sleeve and their nation- 
al team jersey on their back. In New York 
the day before their opening match, at the 
Meadowlands against Italy, I saw hun- 
dreds of green Irish shirts and not a single 
blue Italian one. At 1 a.m. that night I was 
in bed in my Seventh Avenue hotel room, 
watching the O.J. Simpson chase. And 
over the considerable noise of the TV and 
the air conditioner, I could hear, unmis- 
takably, the international soccer chant, 
that almost tuneless “Olé, olé, olé, olé.” I 
went to the door: nothing in the hall. I

borough sef off 
Boston’s North End to the streets of Rome. 
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went to the window: it was coming from 
the street, 22 floors down. I got dressed 
and went out in search of the party — 
which was a full two blocks away, a couple 
hundred Irishmen on the sidewalk outside 
the Irish Pub, blowing their horns and 
| beating their bodhrans and having a great 
time until a police car pulled up and told 
them to keep it down. (If this had been a 
movie, the cops would have jumped out 
and joined in.) 

In Boston, as in New York, there wasn’t 
a blue jersey in sight the night before the 
match. At the Caffé Roma, I asked the 
question that was all over the pages of 
Italy’s national sports dailies, Gazzetta 
dello Sport and Corriere dello Sport: which 
goalkeeper should Italy play, Marchegiani 
or Pagliuca? I got a guarded nod in Pagli- 
uca’s favor, as if it would be revealing 
State secrets to say more. At the Sports 
Magic shop, where I obtained my Italian 
flag, the same question elicited an enthu- 
siastic endorsement of the veal 
parmiggiana at Pagliuca’s (a restaurant 
just around the corner on Parmenter 
Street). Is my Italian that bad? Or are 
some things just too intimate to discuss 
with strangers? 


The truth is that Italy, like Brazil, per- 
haps like Argentina, cares too much. 
Which isn’t always a bad thing. We Amer- 
icans are too sports-rich to have any 
equivalent for this kind of passion. Yes, 
we threw a ticker-tape parade for the 
Rangers when they finally won the Stanley 
Cup. But if they’d lost, New Yorkers 


would have shifted their attention to the 


Knicks, or the Yan- 
kees, or that 12-1 
shot in the fifth 
at Aqueduct. If 
you’re willing to 
spend the money, 
you can buy almost 
any trophy Ameri- 
can sports have 
to offer. (Tonya 
simply didn’t spend 
enough.) The World 
Cup, on the other hand, is about blood. 
The country you’re born in, or are a citi- 
zen of, is the country you play for. It’s not 
like the Olympics, where athletes can 
move to another country: your World Cup 
team is yours for life. 

That’s why Americans who can’t figure 
what’s so magical about soccer are missing

the point. It’s a good game: unlike base- 
ball, there’s lots of movement; unlike bas- 
ketball and football, it’s open to athletes of 
all shapes and sizes. But it’s only a vehicle. 
All over the rest of the world, it’s the arena 
in which your town or city expresses itself, 
proves what it and you are worth. At the 
World Cup level, your team is a statement 
of who you are, from the style in which it

You get 
that chance on the world stage once every 
four years, which is why a failure like 
Colombia’s is so devastating. This year, 
America fielded a competitive team, and 
millions watched it play Brazil tough.

where, in other sports. Until we put our- 
selves on the line the way Brazil and Italy 
do, we won’t understand what the World 
Cup is about. 

Which doesn’t mean we can’t do a good 
job of staging it. Indeed, we’ve put on the 
greatest World Cup ever: the most specta- 
tors ever, lots of goals, hardly any fights. 
(You can’t put the tragic death of Colom- 
bian defender Andres Escobar down to 
soccer fanaticism, since he was surely 
killed by gamblers who lost heavily on 
Colombia-USA.) We’ve seen sights that no 
other Cup has witnessed — like Dutch 
fans partying with Belgian supporters. 
We’ve seen spectacles that never happen in 
American sports — fans going wild over 
their team an hour before the game even 
Starts. 

We’re not likely to have soccer as a ma- 
jor attraction here anytime soon. The short 
American attention span requires stop- 
and-go sports like baseball and football 
and basketball; for us, soccer is too much 
like real life. But economics will bring the 
World Cup back to America, probably in 
2010. Perhaps by then we won’t just throw 
a great party — we’ll have learned how to 
celebrate with the rest of the world.

Jim Kelly risks a backlash; 


plus, Howie’s harassing ways

hen first-term City 
Councilor Gareth 
Saunders filed a res- 
olution last month to 
name an intersection 
on Roxbury’s Dudley Street after the late 
Theresa Pasaretti, council president Jim- 
my Kelly objected. 

Kelly — who got his start in politics or- 
ganizing the South Boston Information 
Center’s anti-busing campaign, and who 
has not generally enjoyed good relations 
with Saunders or other black members of 
the council — claimed that city squares 
may be named after military veterans only. 

So when the council’s most enthusiastic 
vet-booster, Dapper O’Neil, asked to be 
recognized, Kelly quickly called on him, 
no doubt figuring that the conservative, af- 
firmative-action-bashing O’Neil would rel- 
ish the chance to stick it to Saunders. 

Dapper, though, rose to support Saun- 
ders, charging that Kelly was wrong about 
the alleged squares-for-vets policy. “But 
even if he is right,” O’Neil boomed, “who- 
ever wrote that policy did not mean to pre- 
clude a saint, which is what that woman 
is.” 

Dapper then boasted that more than a 
half-century ago, he had asked Pasaretti to 
the senior prom. “She was already goin’ to 
the prom with Billy Jones,” the Dap 
lamented. “But she did dance with me. I’ll 
tell you, she never denied help to anyone 
who needed it. She’s a saint!” 

Kelly slouched behind his podium, and 
the motion quickly passed — unanimous- 





who don’t kow-tow to his party line has 
sowed the seedlings of a backlash. 

In the Saunders case, O’Neil was of- 
fended that his old council ally, Kelly, 
would use a constituent-service matter to 
punish Saunders for asserting his indepen- 
dence on a council that Kelly has, so far, 
dominated. After all, naming squares and 
parks after constituents is the kind of ritu- 
al that Dapper and other councilors have 
lived by for decades. 

O’Neil’s defense of Saunders reflects a 
decline in Kelly’s iron-fisted control of the 
council. “I think Dapper is frustrated with 
how a lot of things have been going,” 
Saunders observes. 

Kelly insists he was simply voicing the 
concerns of the veterans-services depart- 
ment, which opposes naming squares after 
anyone but veterans who died in combat. 

“I take some personal offense for you to 
relay a story from an anonymous city 
councilor that I chose, on that particular 
issue, to somehow embarrass or get Coun- 
cilor Saunders,” Kelly says. “Talk to any 
councilor about whether I abuse my au- 
thority as presiding officer.” 

Indeed, two weeks ago O’Neil found 
out about a secret session in Kelly’s office 
to plot budget strategy with select coun- 
cilors. He says that Kelly was meeting with 
Maura Hennigan, Dan Conley, Maureen 
Feeney, Diane Modica, and Peggy Davis- 
Mullen (a/k/a the Kelly Six) in the council 
president’s office. Dapper barged into Kel- 
ly’s office; he claims the Six looked up at 
him sheepishly, hoping he wouldn’t no- 
tice the budget paperwork strewn about 
the office. 

“They said, ‘Dapper, come on in.’ I

ly. O’Neil then turned to Councilor John 
Nucci, seated next to him in the council 
chamber, and cracked, “Who is this 
Theresa Pasaretti, anyway? I’ve never 
heard of her in my life.” 

“I nearly fell off my chair,” says Nucci. 
“When I started laughing, everybody real- 
ized what had just happened.” 

Explains Saunders: “It took Dapper to 
come to the rescue and say she’s okay.” 
Pasaretti, an Italian-American who ran a 
dry-cleaning business in Roxbury, “would 
hire young people from the community,” 
Saunders says. “She volunteered at area 
hospitals.” 

The story is typical of Kelly’s first six 
months as president, during which the 
staunch conservative has played the coun- 
cil, which has six rookies, like a violin. As 
a result, the Kelly regime has represented a 
sharp turn to the right — and toward apa- 
thy — in a council that used to generate 
policy initiatives for the city. 

But what some call his small-minded ef- 
forts to ostracize and punish councilors 











said, ‘Fuck you,’ and walked out,” O’Neil 
recalls. “They wanted me to break the 
law.” (The state’s open-meeting law for- 
bids seven or more members of the 13- 
member council to meet behind closed 
doors.) 

Kelly says that only three councilors — 
Hennigan, Conley, and Feeney — were in 
his office that day, to discuss the residency 
requirements for police officers and fire- 
fighters. “Councilor O’Neil was not invited 
to the meeting,” Kelly acknowledges, 
adding he’d met with O’Neil on the same 
subject prior to that meeting. 

“That’s not so,” responds O’Neil. 
“There were five there [in addition to Kel- 
ly]. I can see. I’m not blind. They’ll say 
anything. They’re just a bunch of wheeler- 
dealers with this administration.” 

One councilor who voted for Kelly last 
winter but who’s grown into an indepen- 
dent voice is rookie Richard Iannella, who 
was assigned an office space next door to 
Kelly’s nemesis, Nucci. Iannella and Nucci

have forged a close political alliance that 
has already had an effect on council 
deliberations. 

The two councilors pulled a shrewd par- 
liamentary maneuver last month to force 
Modica — who represents East Boston, 
the North End, and Charlestown — to 
vote on condom distribution in the 
schools. Modica was apparently torn be- 
tween her ambitions and her heavily 
Catholic constituency. 

“She begged us not to hold a vote on it 
until after the Bunker Hill Day parade in 
Charlestown,” says Nucci, an East Boston 
rival of both Modica and her political men- 
tor, State Senator Bob Travaglini (D-East 
Boston). Perhaps she feared that the 
neighborhood’s Irish-Catholic constituen- 
cy would pelt her with condoms. 

The council obliged by delaying the 
vote. But when the matter finally came up, 
on June 22, Modica was away on vacation. 
Five councilors supported O’Neil’s legisla- 
tion to rescind the school committee’s ap- 
proval of condom distribution. Seven oth- 
ers favored condom distribution. 

But Iannella, a supporter of condoms, 
suddenly voted with Dapper to force a six- 
to-six tie. When Modica returned to town, 
the council took up the matter again, on 
June 29. Iannella voted a second time 
against condoms, he told his colleagues, to 
force Modica to become the seventh vote 
in favor. Now, Dapper’s going to all the 
parishes from Charlestown to Eastie, 
telling the faithful that Modica was the de- 
ciding vote “to force condoms on your 13- 
year-old kids.” 

For Nucci, it was a two-fer: he protect- 
ed condom distribution in the schools and 
made Modica squirm and take a position. 
lannella is now the chair of Nucci’s cam- 
paign for Suffolk County clerk of courts (a 
move likely to please Steve Murphy, last 
year’s fifth-place finisher for the four at- 
large seats, who will automatically become 
a member if Nucci wins and resigns from 
the council). 

And Iannella, son of long-time council 
president Chris Iannella, has established 
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himself as perhaps the council’s shrewdest 
parliamentarian, which could position him 
well if his colleagues finally get fed up with 
the petty antics of the Kelly Six. 


Herbicidal maniacs 

Three words for Mayor Tommy Meni- 
no, who persists in pushing his adminis- 
tration’s plan to spray herbicide — against 
the outspoken wishes of hundreds of resi- 
dents — over the Fenway’s Muddy River: 

Tompkins Square Park. 

That’s the park in Manhattan’s Lower 
East Side where, in the summer of 1988, a 
riot broke out when police busted up a 
“tent city” for the homeless that was sup- 
ported by most of the neighborhood’s resi- 
dents. The neighborhood around Tomp- 
kins Square, off St. Mark’s Place, is not 
unlike the Fenway in that it’s home to 
many young, countercultural, gay and les- 
bian residents whose pol- 
itics are progressive. 

Then-Mayor Ed Koch 
tarnished his reputation 
during his fina! two years 
in office by using city po- 
lice to evict the homeless. 
Sure, the neighborhood’s 
support of the card- 
board-box city was at 
odds with the views of 
residents citywide, who 
turned up their noses at 
the idea of allowing a 
haven for the homeless. 
But when police in riot 
gear descended upon the 
park to rout out the 
homeless, a melee en- 
sued. A police. investiga- 
tion positively identified 
only 17 suspects among the scores of po- 
lice officers who were believed to have 
abused civilians during the riot.,Neighbor- 
hood residents cried cover-up, which led 
to more riots. 

Mayor David Dinkins, elected in 1989, 
inherited the problem when, on May 1, 
1990, helmeted police entered the park to 
banish resettled homeless residents, and 
another riot ensued. Twenty civilians were 
arrested, and eight police officers were in- 
jured. In May 1991, seven police officers 
were hit with empty bottles and debris. 


There were 12 arrests. 

Menino may not understand why resi- 
dents of the Fenway prefer to keep the 
reeds that line the banks of the Muddy 
River (or, if they must be removed, to do 
so mechanically — without herbicides) 
any more than Koch or Dinkins under- 
stood why the Tompkins Square neigh- 
borhood would want homeless people 
camped out there. 

But in the case of Dinkins, his misun- 
derstanding led to a level of disorder that 
set a negative tone early in his administra- 
tion. Later events in Washington Heights 
and other neighborhoods underscored the 
sense of chaos surrounding the Dinkins 
administration. These were events that 
Dinkins never recovered from, and he was 
unseated by Rudy Giuliani last year. 

None of the Fenway activists is advocat- 
ing riots over the spraying issue, but the

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ingredients for a nasty scene are there 
nonetheless. The Parks and Recreation 
Department, disregarding the clear oppo- 
sition of the neighborhood, will press for- 
ward this summer with the test-spraying of 
a half-acre. 

Hundreds of area residents have 
jammed public hearings and meetings to 
oppose the project, the most recent exam- 
ple being the June 29 six-hour marathon 
session of the conservation commission. 
Gardeners at the Fenway Victory Gardens 
are fit to be tied: many of them grow food 





for their families there. Many residents 
sense an anti-gay impetus behind dousing 
the reeds with herbicide, in part because 
City Councilor Tom Keane, an herbicide 
proponent, crusades against use of the tall 
reeds as sites of “sexual activity.” And 
overall, neighborhood residents speak pas- 
sionately of this as an issue of democracy. 

Before the parks department can spray, 
according to conditions set by the conser- 
vation commission, a fence must be erect- 
ed and, if vandalized, must be repaired. It 
may require many Boston Police officers 
to protect the fence from civilly disobedi- 
ent opponents. If the tension causes an 
unpeaceful protest, or an overreaction by 
police, the public image of Menino’s nice- 
guy administration could falter. Or worse, 
the controversy could deteriorate into a 
Tompkins Square level of disorder. 

Boston Police Commissioner Paul Evans 
may have a more enlightened view, as he’s 
been around long enough to remember the 
last time the parks department sprayed 
herbicide in the Fenway. 

“Every time we spray the reeds, they 
grow back,” he recently told the Phoenix, 
with Menino by his side. “No,” the mayor 
interrupted. “That’s why we have to spray 
them, so they don’t grow back.” 

If Menino can’t see the writing on the 
wall here, perhaps he ought to ask New 
York’s former mayor David Dinkins. Polit- 
ical reputations don’t grow back as easily 
as phragmite reeds. 


Businger’s Casablanca 

State Representative John Businger (D- 
Brookline), one of the state’s most intoler- 
ant anti-smokers, can now cruise Brook- 
line’s liquor lounges at night without pas- 
sively inhaling smoke. As of July 1, the 
town no longer allows smokers to light up 
in bars or restaurants. 

Two Fridays before the smoking ban 
took effect, Businger walked into the 
Brookline bar known as 1280 Beacon 
Street sometime after 11 p.m. 

His entrance sparked a chain of events 
reminiscent of the scene in Casablanca in 
which customers drown out the singing of 
occupying German troops by launching 
into a rousing chorus of “La Marseillaise.” 

A couple dozen folks, mostly Brookline

residents, were assembled in the bar enjoy- 


ing the piano-vocal duo of Patti and 
Richard. When Businger strolled in, ac- 
cording to one who was there, even some 
of the non-smokers lit cigarettes and blew 
smoke toward Businger, who is facing a 
tough challenge from liberal-Democrat- 
turned-independent Jules Levine. The pi- 
ano duo began singing, “Jules Levine, 
Jules Levine. Let’s have a round of ap- 
plause for Jules Levine!” 

Businger denies hearing anyone sing a 
tribute to his political opponent, but ac- 
knowledges, “Some people objected to 
what happened in Brookline. It probably 
went beyond the bounds of political dis- 
course. It was somebody at the bar 
singing. I’m not even sure if somebody 
was playing the piano. I was with a friend 
of mine, looking for someone who wasn’t 
there. I didn’t even have a drink there.” 

“He came in with an attitude,” says an- 
other who was there. “He walked around 
wanting to start trouble. I’m a non-smok- 
er, but I sure as hell wouldn’t put anyone 
out of business for it. I asked him why on 
earth, if he had won this battle, what 
would drive him to come in and rub it in 
their faces.” 

Businger’s companion; who spoke on 
the condition that she not be identified, 
says, “As soon as we walked in the door, 
they started in on him. They were taunting 
him and jeering at him, snubbing him, 
blowing smoke in his face, and stuff like 
that. It wasn’t the piano player. It started 
at the other end of the bar. Somebody just 
started chanting, ‘Jules Levine,’ and every- 
body started chanting it all the way down 
the bar. I didn’t hear the piano player. I 
was at the other end of the bar, so I don’t 
know.” 

“The whole bar was pretty 
wild,” says bartender Patrick 
Pound. “ ‘Let’s give a warm 
hand for Jules Levine’ was defi- 
nitely said over the PA system.” 

Insists the source who was 
there: “The piano player was 
singing about Jules Levine. 
Maybe John didn’t hear it be- 
cause everybody else was 
yelling at him.” 


Gross-out radio 

In most cases, sexual harass- 
ment of an employee happens 
behind closed doors, with no 
witnesses. That’s not the case 
with WHDH Radio talk-show 
host Howie Carr’s lewd and de- 
grading treatment of his former 
news reporter Christen Gra- 
ham, who, fed up with the 
cracks about her underwear 
and personal life, quit Carr’s 
show two weeks ago. Most of 
Carr’s harassing happened on 
the air, with thousands of ear- 
witnesses. 

Graham took the WHDH job 
last year to interview State House sources 
for a daily report, with the understanding 
that there would be an entertainment factor 
in her part of the broadcast. Carr would re- 
fer to her as a “cub reporter” and grade 
each day’s report. What Graham, who sells 
stories to radio stations across the state 
through her Greater Boston News Service 
(a career that predates her job with 
WHDH), got instead was a regular dose of 
sexual innuendo from Carr and his callers. 

Shortly before Christmas, Carr, on the 
air, accused her of getting the job by sleep- 
ing with WHDH station manager John 
Maguire: “Are you taggin’ Maguire, Chris- 
ten? C’mon, tell us!” 

This kind of talk was salted with fre- 
quent references to the neighborhood 
where Graham lives, allegations about her 
drinking habits, and portrayals of her as a 
prostitute. Carr once joked about Graham 
picking up a hitchhiker; he played a tape 
of a prostitute’s voice saying, “Hey boy, 
come here.” 

On the show’s daily “Chump Line” — 
for which callers phone in comments to a 
tape recorder and producer Kevin Straley 
screens calls to be aired — Carr broadcast 
sexually harassing comments from listen- 
ers, such as “The only place Christen Gra- 
ham belongs is on a pool table in New 
Bedford,” a reference to the Big Dan’s 
rape case of the early 1980s. Last week, 
when Carr aired “Chump Line” comments 
from a caller claiming to have seen Gra- 
ham’s underwear, Graham decided she’d 
had enough and resigned. 

The following day, when Graham’s 5 
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p.m. report didn’t happen, many callers 
berated Carr for his treatment of her. 
“You really blew it, Howie,” commented 
one. Carr claimed she didn’t understand 
that the show was “entertainment” and ac- 
cused her, ironically, of “immaturity.” 


Carr cast himself as Graham’s mentor, | 


as someone who was showing her the | 


ropes of political reporting, and called her 
ungrateful, disloyal, and incompetent. It’s 
interesting, therefore, to consider how 
many of Howie’s mentors and prime 
sources he has turned against over the 
years: WRKO’s Jerry Williams, WRKO 
programming director Paula O’Connor, 
and former Boston Herald columnist Peter 
Lucas (who now works for the MBTA), to 
name a few. So there’s a certain justice to 


Howie’s recent whines about a disloyal | 


protégée. 

“One day I was in the studio,” recalls 
Graham, “and Kevin Straley’s diary was 
opened to a page that said, “Almost made 
Christen cry today. But it was worth it.’ ” 

Asked by the Phoenix whether it was his 
handwriting in the logbook, Straley an- 
swered, “Yeah, absolutely. Without a 
doubt. I can send you a copy if you like.” 

Now it’s time for Carr to do the 
crying. Graham is a solid reporter with 
State House sources that would be the 
envy of any journalist. She’ll no doubt land 
on her feet. It’s nonetheless outrageous 
that she had to take this kind of sexual 
abuse in public. Several lawyers say that if 
she chose to sue, she would have a 
strong case. 

Even if Graham doesn’t sue, Carr may 
face legal problems on another front. On 
June 13 he received a letter from Spring- 
field attorney William Flanagan, represent- 
ing Governor’s Councilor Ed O’Brien, the 
father of State Senator Shannon O’Brien 
(D-Easthampton), who’s running for state 
treasurer. Flanagan demanded a retraction 
of Carr’s May 18 Herald column, head-

CARR TALK: loose crudities about sex

Flanagan wrote: “You describe Mr. 
O’Brien as a ‘career criminal.’ You wrote, 
‘and his family has followed him into his 
life of crime.’ Mr. O’Brien is not a crimi- 
nal, let alone a career criminal. He has 
never committed any crime, let alone lead 
[sic] a life of crime. This statement is not 
only defamatory, but considering your 
long experience and considerable renown, 
it was recklessly written and published in 
utter disregard for the truth.” 

The letter concluded: “It is hereby de- 
manded that a retraction or correction be 
made in the Boston Herald in a place 
equally conspicuous to this defamatory 
article.” 

Carr would no doubt argue that the “ca- 
reer criminal” quip falls into the category 
of fair comment. After all, he’s an opinion 
columnist; he essentially expressed the 
view that a life in politics amounts to a life 
in crime, and that Ed O’Brien has spent 
his life in politics. Carr could argue that he 
didn’t literally accuse O’Brien of being a 
criminal. Nevertheless, “criminal” is one of 
those buzzwords that make libel lawyers 
see red — or green. 

Herald publisher Pat Purcell has told at 
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least two people privately that he’s been | 


frustrated with Carr’s disregard for the 
truth, and blames part of the problem on 
Carr’s radio show. He told those sources 
that Carr’s radio career has led Carr to 
write poorly researched columns. But it’s 
Purcell who could be hurt the most by 
Carr’s gross inattention to detail. Q

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International gay group 
stands up to pedophiles

he North American Man/ 
Boy Love Association — for 
years an impediment to the 
mainstream gay world’s po- 
litical clout — no longer has 
a place in the International Lesbian and 
Gay Association. 

Following months of controversy — re- 
ported in detail in the gay press, but large- 
ly ignored by the mainstream media — the 
international gay-and-lesbian organiza- 
tion, known as ILGA, voted on June 30 to 
expel the North American Man/Boy Love 
Association and two smaller pro-pedophil- 
ia groups, whose membership dated back 
to a time when ILGA had no admissions 
criteria. 

The vote: a lopsided 214 to 30. 

“I think the near-90 percent vote is 
pretty telling, especially because ILGA is 
an international organization,” says Julie 
Dorf, executive director of the Interna- 
tional Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission, and an ILGA member. “I 
think we’ll be able to cite the vote for 
many years to come.” 

The controversy began last summer, 
when ILGA, an umbrella group represent- 





ing more than 400 organizations from 80 
countries, won nongovernmental-organi- 
zation (NGO) status at the United Na- 
tions — something ILGA officials had 
been dreaming of for years. 

Its NGO status allows the group to 
submit written testimony to the UN Eco- 
nomic and Social Committee, to send ob- 
servers to committee meetings, and to 
participate in the committee’s subsidiary 
organizations. This is the lowest level of 
membership possible in the UN, but it is 
important because no lesbian-and-gay or- 
ganization had ever won NGO standing. 

Still, winning that approval was no easy 
matter. In 1991, ILGA withdrew its bid in 
the face of almost-certain defeat. But two 
years later, the climate had changed, and 
in the summer of 1993 the Economic and 
Social Committee voted, 22 to four, in fa- 
vor of ILGA’s application. Seventeen na- 
tions abstained. 

Almost immediately, ILGA came under 
fire. The office of US Ambassador 
Madeleine Albright, whose vote had played 
a pivotal role in ILGA’s obtaining NGO 
status, threatened to reverse its position. 
Many believed that if the US rescinded 
its vote, other committee members 
would, too. 

The reason for this backtracking? The 
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presence in ILGA of the North American 
Man/Boy Love Association (NAMBLA), 
which claims to have 1000 members, and 
two other, much smaller pedophile groups 
(one based in New Jersey, the other in the 
Netherlands). 

Though these organizations, which want 
age-of-consent laws abolished and main- 
tain that consensual relationships between 
adults and children are possible, had been 
controversial within ILGA for years, the 
ILGA membership had never taken action 
to expel them. 

But shortly after ILGA won NGO sta- 
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ALBRIGHT threatened ILGA’s UN sta- 
tus because of NAMBLA’s presence. 


tus, journalist Peter LaBarbera, the enter- 
prising editor of a small religious-right 
anti-gay newsletter called the Lambda Re- 
port, made NAMBLA’s membership in 
ILGA front-page news. 

Within weeks, the story was picked up 
by more-mainstream news outlets, includ- 
ing the Washington Times, the Houston 
Chronicle, and CNN’s Larry King Live. US 
Representative Robert Dornan (R-Califor- 


nia), who’s advanced his career by using 
anti-gay rhetoric, circulated a misleading 
letter to his colleagues. 

Officials at ILGA moved quickly to ask 
NAMBLA and the other groups to resign. 
They would not. 

Thus, for months, while ILGA waited 
for its next annual conference, in New 
York City, its status at the United Nations 
hung in the balance. Now, by kicking out 
NAMBLA and the other groups, ILGA has 
strengthened its standing with the UN and 
liberated advocates for gay-and-lesbian 
rights around the world. 

Certainly Albright has been mol- 
lified. Following the anti- NAM- 
BLA vote, her office released this 
statement: “We welcome ILGA’s 
positive action in expelling three 
pedophilia advocacy groups from 
its membership at its annual meet- 
ing. The US government has no 
plans at this time to reopen the 
question of ILGA’s status.” 

Says Dorf: “Had ILGA been 
kicked out, that would have meant 
for many countries a green light to 
treat gays and lesbians as second- 
class citizens, or worse.” She 
notes that in some nations lesbians 
and gay men are imprisoned, tor- 
tured, and murdered because of 
their sexual orientation. 

“Countries with terrible records 
on human rights for lesbians and 
gays,” she adds, “will now have to 
take us more seriously.” 


Western Civ 101 

You might well ask why groups 
such as NAMBLA choose to orga- 
nize within the lesbian-and-gay 
movement rather than, say, try to 
throw together a coalition of peo- 
ple like Pretty Baby director Louis 
Malle and art directors who specialize in 
print ads that eroticize young girls. 

To NAMBLA spokesperson Bill Andri- 
ette, of Boston, though, such a question 
would reveal an ignorance of the history of 
civilization. 

“Pederasty,” he says, “is one of the 
dominant forms of homosexuality in West- 


ern cultures and other cultures.” NAM-

BLA defines pederasty as sex between 
teenage boys and adult men, even 
though most dictionaries equate it 
with pedophilia. 

But NAMBLA doesn’t draw the 
line at puberty. Instead, it advocates 
what it calls “boy love,” sexual and 
romantic relationships between adult 
men and prepubescent boys. In fact,

letin are any guide, it’s these pre- 
pubescents who are the focus of 
NAMBLA’s adult members. 
“Pedophiles are people who want 
to pair-bond with boys, who want 
to be their friends, who want to 
have a mixture of a kind of 
peer/parent relationship with boys,” 
says Andriette. “And sexuality is 
part of that. But what most people 
think of as sex — fucking and 
sucking — usually isn’t part of that. 
If you look at what actually goes on 
between a boy-lover and a nine-

see as consensual, it wouldn’t seem 
so objectionable.” (According to 
Andriette, sexual behavior in these 
relationships generally consists of 
sex play — touching, fondling, and 
the like.) 

Andriette’s assertion that sex be- 
tween adult males and young boys 
constitutes a major part of interna- 
tional and Western traditions has 
been attacked from several quarters. 
At ILGA’s recent conference, for in-

cultural traditions. 

“You had these 
white male US orga- 
nizations trying to 
appropriate different 
cultures and tradi- 
tions, and representa- 
tives from those 
countries standing 
up and denouncing 
them,” says Julie 
Dorf, who attended 
the conference. 

Perhaps the biggest 
omission from NAM- 
BLA’s version of histo- 
ry is the role of power, 
says John D’Emilio, a 
professor of history at 
the University of North 
Carolina in Greensboro 
and co-author of Inti- 
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of Sexuality in America. 

“If one does a broad 
sweep of histories and 
cultures,” D’Emilio says, 
“among men, one of the 
major structures of ho- 
mosexual relationships 
has been older and 
younger. And, of course, 

the ancient Greeks are al- 
ways trotted out as an 
example. 

“But one of the things 
that is missing from the 
appropriation of those ex- 
amples to the present — 
to the US in the late 20th 
century — is that those societies 
were rigidly hierarchical. They were 
slave societies, seriously patriarchal 
societies. So most of the relation- 
ships that were formed were seri- 
ously hierarchical. We can read in 
Plato about the wonderful love be- 
tween a-younger and an older man, 
but we have very little sense, on a 
day-to-day basis, of what love of 
older and younger was like, or even 
what older and younger meant. Did 
it mean 22 and 17? Or was it 35 
and 11? We just don’t know that.” 
D’Emilio observes that documen- 
tary evidence left by participants in 
more-modern relationships between 
adults and boys indicates such rela- 
tionships were rarely mutually bene- 
ficial. “When you move further up 
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in time,” he says, “as in early mod- 
ern Europe — the 15th, 16th, 17th 
centuries — not only do we have 
more information that those were 
hierarchical relationships, but we 
also have reasons to believe that 
those hierarchies were often quite 
exploitative.”

Modern Western relationships are 
founded on Enlightenment notions of 
relationships between equals, says 
D’Emilio: “The gay-male culture in 
the 20th century, the culture of 
which I am a part, is grounded on 
that idea of civic, formal equality. I 
think you really have to invent history 
to claim that man/boy love has had a 
formative influence on modern gay- 
male culture.” 


Right-wing bugaboo 

For all the hay the religious right 
has made over its so-called discovery 
of NAMBLA’s membership in ILGA 
(and, by implication, its discovery of 
what it believes are the hidden objec- 
tives of the lesbian-and-gay move- 
ment), the pederast/pedophile orga- 
nization has been the object of much 
hatred within US and international 
gay circles. 

NAMBLA’s been excluded from 
Gay Pride events across the country, 
including the recent Stonewall 25 
celebration in New York. (NAMBLA 
members did march in Stonewall 25 
unofficially — under the auspices of 
a group called Spirit of Stonewall, 
and as part of the unauthorized pro- 
cession up Fifth Avenue.) 

In cities such as San Francisco, 
where NAMBLA’s been allowed to 
participate in Pride, the group has 
been booed, jeered, and pelted 
with rocks. Tempers erupt in the 
letters pages of gay-and-lesbian 
newspapers whenever the subject 
of “boy love” is mentioned. And 
this May, the nation’s largest gay 
organization, the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF), 
voted to condemn NAMBLA and 
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other pedophile organizations, not- 
ing that most child sexual abuse “is 
committed by heterosexual men, 
usually with members of their own 
family.” 

Similarly, NAMBLA’s membership 
in ILGA — which began about 10 
years ago, when ILGA was a small, 
loosely knit conglomeration without 
admissions criteria — had been a 
contentious issue for several years, 
long before the religious right 
brought it to the Washington Times 
and Larry King. “There has been a 
controversy over NAMBLA within 
ILGA for about five, six, seven 
years,” says Hans Hjerpekjon, of 
Norway, ILGA’s co-secretary gener- 
al. “Several of our organizations for 
years have felt NAMBLA shouldn’t 
be part of ILGA.” 

But this widespread opposition to 
NAMBLA within the gay-and-les- 
bian community, and the leading 
role many lesbians and gays have 
taken in chjld-sexual-abuse preven- 
tion and , has done little to 
shatter the that queers, simply 
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by virtue of their sexual orientation, 
are child molesters. Despite studies 
like one in this month’s Pediatrics, 
which shows that a child is 100 
times more likely to be molested by 
a heterosexual than by a homosexu- 
al, such cultural prejudices have 
dogged gay men — and, by associa- 
tion, lesbians. 

These prejudices are buttressed by 
the existence of groups such as 
NAMBLA, and the absence of corre- 
sponding organizations for men who 
like sex with prepubescent girls. But 
it’s not surprising that there are no 
such heterosexual groups: gay people, 
who’ve been stigmatized historically 
because of their sexuality, organize 
around issues of sexuality; straight 
people do not. 

The religious right, in propaganda 
videos such as Gay Rights/Special 
Rights, goes to great pains to suggest 
that gay men are after the nation’s 
children. Witness one scene, in which 
a worried mother complains of a gay 
cruising area not far from her chil- 
dren’s playground: “They take the 
dirt paths off into the brush. They 
meet one another, and they do their 
perversions right there in the 
open. . . . Then they come out one at 
a time and walk into the park, with 
the children.” 

This mother’s concerns are an ex- 
tension of a historical tradition that 
began in the mid to late 1800s, when 
doctors and scientists first started to 
label people who participated in 
same-sex sexual activity as “homo- 
sexuals.” (Before that time, the cate- 
gories “heterosexual” and “homo- 
sexual” didn’t exist in the West, and 
people weren’t defined 
by whom they had sex 
with.) 

“In 1857,” says 
Warren Blumenfeld, 
co-author of Looking 
at Gay and Lesbian 
Life, “a French physi- 

cian by the name of 
Ambroise Tardieu 
published a study 
claiming he discov- 
ered in homosexuals 

‘a physical inclina- 

tion evidenced by an 

underdeveloped ta- 
pered penis resem- 
bling that of a dog 

... and a propensity 

toward pederasty.’ ” 

The Nazis embel- 
lished this mytholo- 
gy, adds Blumen- 
feld. “They took a 
lot of this medical- 
ization and talked 
about how male 
Jews and homosex- 
uals were inclined 
to have sex with 
men, animals, and 
children.” 

These myths 
have impeded the 
progress of gay- 
and-lesbian ac- 
tivism from the 





on the international 
front, where ILGA was damaged by 
its association with NAMBLA. 

“Because of the ‘Dear Colleague’ 
letter circulated by Dornan, even 
our best friends in Congress said, 
“You guys have to clean this mess 
up first,’ ” explains NGLTF’s leg- 
islative director, Tanya Domi. “Any 
way the radical right can taint 
members of Congress who are pro- 
gay, it does. Because of that issue, I 
just stopped bringing up the inter- 
national issues. 

“Around the world,” Domi contin- 
ues, “people are being killed and 
jailed because of their sexual orienta- 
tion. But before the vote, you 
couldn’t have a policy discussion 
with the Clinton administration on 
the subject of international gay-and- 
lesbian human rights — you had to 
have some kind of political conversa- 
tion about what this whole contro- 
versy meant. 

“Now we can certainly start conver- 
sations with the administration about 
how the US can take more of a lead- 
ership role about human-rights abfiSes 
based on sexual orientation.” Q

The Rubber Posse heads 
gay-bashers off at the pass

ORCESTER — 
A three-person 
outreach team 
known as the 
Rubber Posse, 
which distributes condoms on the 
streets of Worcester, recently stum- 
bled onto what they say was a surpris- 
ingly elaborate plot to assault pre- 
sumed homosexuals in a well-known 
downtown cruising district. Accord- 
ing to Posse members, the apparent 
scheme involved one or more young 
men acting as decoys and as many as 
half a dozen others lying in wait to 
batter anyone who took the bait. 

The outreach workers — Jerry Ch- 
eney, of Health Awareness Services of 
Central Massachusetts; William Cin- 
tron, who works with both Health 
Awareness and the Multicultural 
AIDS Project; and volunteer Don 
Grant — were making their late- 
night rounds of gay pick-up spots and 
prostitution strips on July 1 when 
they spotted a blond-haired teenager 
at the corner of Portland and Myrtle 
Streets, in a popular cruising block 
behind the Worcester Public Library. 

Getting out of the car, Cheney and 
Grant approached the youth, who, 
according to Cheney, seemed “star- 
tled” to hear an anti-AIDS rap rather 
than a come-on. Meanwhile Cintron 
crossed the street toward another 
young man, who then ducked behind 
the bushes and overgrown foliage that 
divide the parking lots of the Madison 
Plaza shopping center and the Clarion 
Suites hotel. Cintron says he saw five 
or six other teens and young men 
crouched behind the greenery. One 
held an aluminum baseball bat, which 
he tapped menacingly against his 
open palm. 

And then Cintron heard the word 
“faggot.” 

“We were set up,” says Cintron. 
“We were gonna get beat up. I knew 
it was coming.” 

The three Posse members reassem- 
bled and quick-stepped their way out. 
Their presumed assailants did not 
pursue them, but Cheney and the oth- 
ers saw the blond-haired teen and the 
bat-wielder walking together, while a 
car loaded with the rest of the group 
drove alongside. 

Catching their breath, the Rubber 
Posse realized that some of the young 
toughs looked familiar. Earlier in the 
evening, Cheney and company had 
seen two of the young men chasing a 
third man across Portland Street. 
What they had earlier ascribed to 
youthful rowdiness now seemed part 
of an evening of mayhem directed 
against gays on the streets. 

From a pay phone, Cheney — a 
well-known gay activist and a mem- 
ber of the Worcester chief of police’s 
community advisory board — twice 
called the cops, once to report what 
he described as “a gay-bashing in 
progress,” and again to provide a de- 
scription, including the license-plate 
number, of the get-away car. 

What happened to Cheney’s 911 re- 
ports is not clear. But once informed 
of the incident by the Phoenix, Cap- 
tain James Gallagher, chief of detec- 
tives, began to investigate. 

According to motor-vehicle records, 
the gay-bashers’ car belongs to Cris- 
tian Nolan, 19, of Worcester. Nolan, 
Gallagher soon discovered, was ar- 
rested on Portland Street that very 








next night, July 2, at 2:30 a.m. He and 
two compatriots, also from Worcester 
— Badou Jobe, 18, and Justin Hiser, 
17 — were chasing after a car and 
kicking at it when a patrol officer, re- 
sponding to a report of kids smashing 
bottles, placed them under arrest. The 
trio were arraigned in Worcester Dis- 
trict Court on July 5 on charges of be- 
ing “disorderly persons,” fined $80 
apiece (including court costs), and 
had their cases continued without a 
finding until January 1. 

In light of the Rubber Posse inci- 
dent, however, Nolan and friends can 
expect another visit from the cops. 
“We will have a conversation with 
young Mr. Nolan,” says Gallagher. 
The investigation will continue and, 
he says, even if there is nothing to 
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prosecute, it may be possible “to put 
the fear of God into them.” 


Unreported attacks 

Worcester Chief of Police Edward 
Gardella is quick to point out that 
these incidents are not evidence of 
widespread victimization of gay men 
on the streets of his city. 

“We have two incidents here, and 
one we made an arrest on,” says 
Gardella. “We are not aware of whole- 
sale activities of this kind, and we are 
not aware of people going out system- 
atically to attack people on the streets. 
But we are concerned about this.” 

Gardella says he has already “asked 
our officers to pay particular attention 
to that very area.” Gardella also 
notes, “I maintain communication 
with Jerry [Cheney], who has told me 
of incidents that he knows of. We do 
our best to respond when we are 
made aware of this.” 

But Gardella also maintains that 
gay-bashing “is not something that is 
done in great quantity” in Worcester. 
“We’ve only been made aware of a 
few incidents.” 

That doesn’t mean only a few inci- 
dents have taken place, Cheney coun- 
ters. “Part of the problem is that the 
majority of incidents in Worcester go 
unreported,” says Cheney. Gay-bash- 
ers, he says, “single out people who 
are less likely to report” an attack. 
“That’s always been the case. They 
target areas where anonymous con- 
tact goes on. The victims may be men 
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ANTI-AIDS activists Cheney (left) and 
Cintron are now anti-bashers as well. 
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who are closeted, who won’t report 
because of the fear of being labeled. 
Or they may be men engaged in sur- 
vival sex — prostitution.” 

The understaffed Worcester Police 
Department, which keeps few statis- 
tics of any kind, does not track anti- 
gay crimes per se. The Victim Recov- 
ery Program of Boston’s Fenway 
Community Health Center maintains 
a toll-free line for reports of gay- 
bashing throughout the state — 
(800) 834-3242, extension 311 — 
but gets few calls from Central Mas- 
sachusetts. The Fenway program 
documented four reports of anti-gay 
attacks in Worcester in 1993, and 
four in 1992. By contrast, there were 
16 incidents in Cambridge reported 
to the hotline last year, 107 in Boston. 

Attacks in Worcester may go un- 
documented, but not unacknowl- 
edged. Indeed, the Rubber Posse ex- 
panded its circuit of nighttime stops 
this summer to include other outdoor 
gathering spots for gay men — new 
locations developed, in part, because 
so many men have been harassed 
downtown, according to Cheney. 


Escalation of hostilities? 

The apparent ambush flushed out 
by the Rubber Posse is an order-of- 
magnitude difference — in numbers, 
in stealth, and in weaponry — from 
what Worcester has seen before. 

“When I was younger, there was no 
place for me to go,” says Don Grant. 
“The only place to hang out was the 
Block,” the rectangular circuit of 
Salem, Franklin, Portland, and Myrtle 
Streets, adjacent to the public library. 
“Things used to happen, but nothing 
that severe.” 

The bait-and-beat scenario is not, 
by itself, a gay-bashing innovation, 
however. “It’s not unusual for the vic- 
tim to sort-of be en- 
trapped,” says Fen- 
way victim advocate 
Robb Johnson. 
“There seems to be 
some extra titillation 
in duping the person 
— adding an emo- 
tional battering to the 
physical battering.” 

But this particular 
gambit is more com- 
monly performed solo 
or in pairs of as- 
sailants, rather than in 
large groups, Johnson 
says. “Sometimes, the 
victim will go home 
with the person, and a 
partner will be there 
to take part in the 
beating. Very serious 
bashes like that oc- 
cur.” 

The combination 
of a large group of 
attackers and one or 
more of them acting 
as a lure is more of a rarity, he ac- 
knowledges: “It is a little bit elabo- 
rate.” 

Says Grant: “I was shocked at the 
number of kids — not even kids, 
young adults — and how blatant they 
were about it. They knew what they 
were doing, they knew exactly.” 

But the pressing question in 
Worcester is whether the Rubber 
Posse stumbled into one freak in- 
stance of organized gay-bashing or 
the beginning of a long, hot summer. 

“We'll have a better idea of that as 
the summer progresses,” says Cheney. 
“But this does not look good.” It also 
does not look good that when the 
Rubber Posse returned to its rounds 
the next week, it met another gay man 
who frequents the downtown streets, 
and whose face was badly bruised. 
“We asked him what happened, and 
he said he’d been gay-bashed the 
night before,” says Cheney. 

If nothing else, the thwarted assault 
has put the police on the case. 

“We will do what we can to make 
arrests whenever possible,” says Chief 
Gardella. “What’s very effective is 
when we can make an arrest. That’s 
when the message is sent out that 
we’re not going to look the other way 
when it comes to these kinds of 
crimes. Unfortunately, there are peo- 
ple who justify their aberrant behav- 
ior” — namely, beating people up for 
kicks — by their choice of victim, 
says Gardella. “We intend to show 
them otherwise.” QO

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Crime rates are stable, 


yet fear of crime Is at an 
all-time high. Why? Television 


— especially tabloid shows, 
reality programs, and 
increasingly gory newscast; 
— Is whipping up hys 
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c he fear in her voice reverberat- 
ed throughout talk-radio land. 
The woman — a grandmother 
from Foxborough — was among a pa- 
rade of callers who passionately support- 
ed the caning of 18-year-old Michael Fay, 
who'd pled guilty to vandalism in Singa- 
pore. 

When the WRKO Radio host asked why such a brutal 
punishment was appropriate, she replied that something, 
anything, had to be done to stop the epidemic of crime. 
She went on to say that she was unable to walk to her car 
right in front of her house without fear of attack. 

Noting that the caller lived in a reasonably bucolic sub- 
urb, the host asked if she — or anyone she knew — had 
been the victim of a crime or even an attempted crime in 
the past five years. 

“No.” 

“Well, then how do you know it’s so dangerous out 
there?” 

“Because they say it is.” 

“Who are they?” 

“The people on television.” 

+ 

It’s midnight, and in years gone by, Americans snug- 
gling in front of the tube might have chuckled as Johnny 
Carson bantered with Buddy Hackett, or they might have 
worn out some Kleenex as Bette Davis endured another 
heartache on the late movie. 

But in the bloody ’90s, the witching hour brings A 
Current Affair and the latest sensationalized details of 
the O.J. Simpson murder case. When the cameras have 
finished panning the blood-stained sidewalk and the an- 
chor has used every lurid adjective in his vocabulary, it’s 
time to move on — to the tale of an adulterous Ten- 
nessee couple who conspired to murder the woman’s 
husband as he slept, complete with a re-enactment of the 
attempted butchery. 

“Behind the closed doors of this house,” the announcer 
declares in hushed tones, “the unthinkable would happen.” 

But nothing is unthinkable if you watch enough of this 
stuff. And it’s almost impossible to avoid. This smorgas- 
bord of sensationalized real-life violence is delivered non- 
stop from the streets into our dens on increasingly gory 
local newscasts, the metastasizing genre of “reality” pro- 
grams (Cops) and tabloid TV (A Current Affair), and even 
the higher-brow network magazine shows, such as Date- 
line NBC and CBS’s 48 Hours. 

The programmers are quick to say they’re just telling it 
like it is, that it’s’ a nasty world out there and we'd better 
pay heed. They are certainly succeeding in turning the 
Foxborough grandmother — and millions like her — into 
virtual shut-ins. And in doing so, they are pulling off a 
dangerous and cynical con. 

The simple facts are these. Serious crime is not sky- 
rocketing in this country. It is leveling off and, by some 
measures, even on its way down. But fear of crime — the 
obsessive, paralytic fear of being a victim — is at a fever 
pitch. This fear is being whipped up by the purveyors of 
non-fiction TV violence, who are in the fright business be- 
cause of improving technology, low production costs, high 








ratings, and an easy buck. And this sleaze is creating a 
frightened, angry, and frustrated populace with a desper- 
ate desire somehow to crack down on crime. Because of 
the hysteria, punishment is increasingly seen as a panacea 
for complex social ills, undermining civil liberties. 

“I think this goes beyond high-minded media critiques,” 
says Washington Post media critic Howard Kurtz. “This is 
a distortion of reality. It really projects a frightening view 
of the world that can’t help but affect how people feel.” 

That feeling is something George Gerbner — a profes- 
sor of communications and dean emeritus at the Universi- 
ty of Pennsylvania’s Annenberg School for Communica- 
tions — has labeled the “mean-world syndrome.” 

“One of the most pervasive consequences of. mean- 
world syndrome, which is accompanied by insecurity, de- 
pendence, and demand for protection, is that it sets up a 
demand for punishment,” says Gerbner. “Politically, it 
mainly means there is pressure for repression.” 

Is there ever. 

According to Washington-based pollster Peter Hart, 13 
percent of the public fingered crime as the nation’s num- 
ber-one issue in January 1993. Today that statistic is 43 
percent. 

In a series of four polls taken in 1993 for the Times 
Mirror Center for the People and the Press, the percent- 
age of people who rank crime as the leading problem 
jumped five-fold between April and December. 

Experts say this is the first time in the history of modern 
polling that crime has been listed as public enemy number 
one. So it came as no surprise when a recent KRC Associ- 
ates poll published in the Boston Globe showed that 57 
percent favored imposing martial law in high-crime areas 
and 58 percent liked the idea of a curfew for teens. 

The anti-crime hysteria itself has become a spectacle. 

The May execution of mass murderer John Wayne Gacy 
in Chicago featured a bizarre public bacchanal, with cele- 
brants wearing party hats and waving balloons. 

Politicians, from the president on down, jostle to see 
who can run harder to the right on criminal-justice issues. 

Lieutenant Governor Paul Cellucci recently put the ob- 
vious into words — that reinstating the death penalty 
would result in the execution of a few innocent people — 
and pronounced that an acceptable risk. Despite a brief 
furor, Cellucci’s comments are unlikely to erode support 
for the death penalty in Massachusetts, currently pegged 
at 65 percent. 

Much of the public and political hand-wringing over vi- 
olence on television has focused on whether shoot-’em-up 
dramatic shows and gross-out cartoons such as Beavis 
and Butt-head beget real-life mayhem. But some of the 
shrewder analysts are beginning to worry more about the 
damage being caused by the gore offered up in the name 
of news and information. 

“The only thing greater than the proliferation of crime,” 
notes Peter Hart, “is the proliferation of coverage of crime 
in the media.” 


The numbers game 
One would have to be oblivious not to recognize the 
particular dangers in today’s world. Vicious drug-related

urban crime, with its drive-by shootings and youthful 
martyrs, is an ominous shift in the criminal landscape. 
And who among us ever had to deal with metal detectors 
in the public schools? Other violent crimes — such as 
date rape and domestic abuse — are finally coming out of 
the closet and entering public consciousness. The bizarre 
celebrity assaults — be it the Bobbitt penis-slicing, the 
Menendez murders, or even the attack on Nancy Kerrigan 
— make it seem like our culture is coming unglued. 

“If you want to scare people with figures about crime, it 
is easy to do,” said University of Texas criminologist Mark 
Warr, appearing on the ABC News special Are We Scaring 
Ourselves to Death? back in April. “Today the media func- 
tion as what I call a large amplifier.” 

But a dispassionate look at the facts suggests that we 
are not engulfed in an unprecedented wave of criminality. 
As Warr noted on ABC, “Crime is not going up. . . . Vio- 
lent crime, especially, has been essentially flat for a 
decade.” 

The FBI’s Uniform Crime Reports for 1993 show that 
with the exception of a three percent increase in murders, 
violent crime in the nation — from rape to robbery — 
was down across the board from 1992. 

In May of 1993, the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Safety reported that, except for murder (up 14 per- 
cent), statewide crime had dropped from the previous 
year: rape and burglaries were down 11 percent and rob- 
beries decreased by nine percent. Even in big, bad Boston, 
violent crime overall plummeted by seven percent. (Of 
course, that didn’t keep either the Boston Globe or the 
Boston Herald from prominently hyping the murder-rate 
increase. But, in fact, the murder figures involved a small 
number of victims — the 14 percent increase was based 
on just 25 more murders than took place the year before. 
The drop in robberies, on the other hand, meant 840 few- 
er incidents.) 

That same month, the Boston Police Department re- 
ported that crime dropped in six of nine major city parks 
in 1993. 

Moreover, the nation’s murder rate was frequently 
higher in the 1970s, a decade in which we were not nearly 
as consumed by the fear of crime. 

But that reality is out of sync with the dictates of an in- 
formation industry whose leaders have decided that crime 
does, indeed, pay. 

“If we magically reduced the crime rate 
by 50 percent, no one would really know it,” 
says James Alan Fox, dean of the College of 
Criminal Justice at Northeastern University. 
“People get their perceptions of the risk of 
crime from television. And if we don’t have 
the local gory story, we’ll take it off the 
satellite.” 


Blood and guts 

Monday, June 27, was a typical day of 
video violence. At 4 p.m. on Channel 7 
(WHDH), the tabloid show Inside Edition 
opened with an update on the O.J. Simpson 
murder case. In a particularly prurient twist, 
the report noted that a Connecticut hotel 
where Simpson had stayed shortly before 
his wife’s slaying offers its guests the option 
of watching an X-rated video of a man 
threatening a buxom blonde with a knife. 
The show then moved on to an elderly 
woman who hired a hit man to kill her 
daughter’s husband and, in a change of 
pace, non-criminal blood — a story on a 
North Dakota boy who lost both arms in a 
farming accident. 

A half-hour later, Hard Copy also in- 
dulged in gruesome new details in the 
Simpson case and tackled the life and times 
of Claus von Biilow, the man eventually ac- 
quitted of trying to murder his socialite 
wife, Sunny, who is now lying in an irre- 
versible coma. 

Then came Channel 7’s evening news- 
casts. Last year, the station was purchased 
by Ed Ansin, who helped pioneer the mod- 
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higher ratings. 

The stories that consistently dominated that evening’s 
local news were the Simpson murder case; the shooting of 
a 13-year old boy that featured a reporter standing outside 
Mass General Hospital trying to describe what his shat- 
tered head looked like; two men charged with shooting 
their girlfriends; and a lengthy live report on a carjacking 
“nightmare” involving an elderly Massachusetts man 
whose car was commandeered by a money-seeking creep. 
Reporter-on-the-scene Michael Settonni asked if any of us 
could feel secure given the occurrence of such a heinous 
crime in peaceful Greenfield. 

Buried beneath this avalanche of pain and suffering was 
news that President Clinton had replaced his chief-of- 
staff, Mack McLarty. 

Later that night, the “reality” shows — in which cam- 
eras dutifully follow fearless crime-fighters — kicked into 
high gear. On Channel 25’s Cops, the boys in blue led us 
to a drunk-driving fatality, a bunch of suspected gang 
members attempting to elude capture, and two HIV-posi- 
tive junkie parolees looking to sell a gun to buy heroin. 
Channel 38’s Real Stories of the Highway Patrol featured 
two drug busts, a drunk driver, and a state trooper who 
chased and shot a knife-wielding crazy man. 

One of the drug-bust segments injected some political 
commentary into the program when the arresting officer 
grabbed the suspect, who mumbled something about be- 
ing on welfare. The cop peered into the camera and 
snarled on cue: “You’re collectin’ money and buying crack 
with it. That’s great. The American system’s really work- 
ing.” 

Public office no doubt awaits. 

Last summer the Washington Post’s Kurtz surveyed the 
tabloid fare he found on local TV news in five major mar- 
kets. What he discovered was a fear-and-loathing jam- 
boree. 

“On the late-night newscasts,” Kurtz wrote, “the pro- 
portion of tabloid stories defined for this survey as those 
involving sex, crime, disasters, accidents or public fears, 
ranged from 74 percent in Miami to 46 percent in Wash- 
ington, excluding weather and sports. . . . Graphics includ- 
ed ‘Voyeur Murder,’ ‘Tollway Murder,’ ‘Wheelchair Mur- 
der,’ ‘Rap Music Murder,’ ‘Serial Rapist,’ ‘Serial Killer,’ 
‘Caught in a Crossfire’ and ‘Alligator Attack.’ ” He went 
on: “After depleting the supply of death and destruction, 
several stations turned to such lesser fare as a snakebite 
victim, a public-school flasher, a third-grader hit with a BB 
pellet, [and] ‘satanic’ activities involving cats and dogs.” 

And it’s not only local programming that has gone num- 
ber-one with a bullet. Yes, 1993 had its share of big crime 
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stories — including the Waco inferno, the World Trade 
Center bombing, and the congressional battle over the 
Brady bill, which ratcheted up the public rhetoric consid- 
erably. But none of that would explain or justify the in- 
credible explosion of crime coverage on the three major 
national networks. 

According to the New York-based Tyndall Report, the 
1506 minutes of air-time devoted to crime on the three 
major networks’ nightly newscasts made it the third- 
hottest topic last year — right behind armed conflict and 
the economy. More significant, those 1506 minutes repre- 
sent more than a doubling of the time allotted to the issue 
as recently as 1990, and nearly a 300-minute increase 
over 1992. 

Using a different methodology, the Washington-based 
Center for Media and Public Affairs reported that the 
number of crime-related stories on the network news- 
casts in 1993 more than doubled from the previous year, 
a level of coverage completely out of proportion with the 
crime rate. And the number of murder stories more than 
tripled. We are literally being inundated with mean- 
world syndrome. 

“I think the media are part of the problem,” says Robert 
Weisberg, a Stanford law professor who wrote about our 
national crime scare in a May Globe Focus piece. “Crime is 
a lot more interesting than the absence thereof. It’s hard to 
know if the politicians are following the media, the media is 
following the public, or the media is following the pols.” 


Fear strikes out 

There’s no definitive way of connecting violence on tele- 
vision with public attitudes about criminal justice and civil 
liberties. But there are some hints. 

A May USA Today poll that surveyed 500 eight- to 12- 
year-olds revealed that children are much more fearful of 
real, as opposed to make-believe, TV violence. Only 11 
percent acknowledged being “scared or upset” by violence 
on the X-Men or Tom and Jerry, and only 21 percent were 
bothered by bodily harm depicted on the Mighty Morphin 
Power Rangers or Lois & Clark. But a full 64 percent of 
the kids said they were upset by bloodshed on America’s 
Most Wanted and Cops, and on news programming. 

Gail Harris, the veteran television journalist who is 
now special-projects director at WABU-TV (Channel 
68), recalls a comment made by her seven-year-old son 
after he watched her deliver a brief news summary. 
“Mommy, is that news?” he asked. When she answered 
in the affirmative, he added, “Then where are all the 
people on stretchers?” 

This past October, a Gallup survey asked more than 
1000 respondents if local TV news exagger- 
ates the amount of crime in their communi- 
ty. Though just 25 percent replied “yes,” the 
way those numbers broke down along racial 
lines was revealing. Only 23 percent of 
whites thought the news exaggerated crime, 
but 40 percent of blacks did. That result 
might reflect an understandable backlash 
against TV news, which predominantly fo- 
cuses on crime victims in minority neighbor- 
hoods, and against the reality shows, which 
generally depict white cops chasing down 
black or Hispanic bad guys. 

In January of this year, George Gerbner, 
who has been studying the social impact of 
television for decades, released a draft report 
on TV violence that comes the closest to con- 
necting cause and effect. 

Dividing subjects into light viewers (under 
two hours of television daily), medium view- 
ers (two to four hours daily), and heavy 
viewers (more than four hours daily), he 
concluded: 







[H]eavy viewers are more likely than 
comparable groups of light viewers to 
overestimate one’s chances of involve- 
ment in violence; to believe that one’s 
neighborhood is unsafe; to state that fear 
of crime is a very serious personal prob- 
lem; and to assume that crime is rising, 
regardless of the facts of the case... . 
Other results show that heavy viewers are 
also more likely to have bought new 
locks, watchdogs and guns for protection. 
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careful” when it comes to trusting people. 

Though Gerbner has not drawn distinc- 
tions between general television-watching 
and the viewing of news-oriented violence, 
a number of observers think his work re- 
veals a solid link between what we see and 
what we think. 

“We find there is a second effect, the 
victim effect of increased fearfulness and 
self-protective behavior,” says Ron Slaby, 
a developmental psychologist, Harvard 
lecturer, and contributor to the American 
Psychological Association’s report Vio- 
lence and Youth: Psychology’s Response. 

“They over-represent the sensational as- 
pects of violence,” he says of the broad- 
casters. “I’ve heard it anecdotally that old 
people are particularly affected. So they 
don’t want to go out and they stay home 
and they watch more television.” And of 
course, they see more violence. And 
they’re more inclined to shut themselves 
up in their homes. 

Says William Abbott, president of the 
Boston-based National Foundation To Im- 
prove Television: “It leads people to this 
fortress mentality.” 

Abbott links televised crime to the Mas- 
sachusetts Senate’s recent vote to reinstate 
the death penalty. (The measure has been 
dropped — for the time being.) “It’s this 
pandering to the public,” he says. “There’s 
a real circle here.” 


The bottom line 

So why are we being fed such a heaping 
helping of fear? 

One answer is that it fits neatly with the 
cultural gestalt. 

“I think it’s a rationalization of insecuri- 
ty,” says Robert Weisberg, who explains 
the phenomenon in the context of the cul- 
ture war over values: “ ‘Crime is a mani- 
festation of a loss of control that my values 
would not have tolerated. But my values 
are not in vogue.’ People have this sense 
that there were once values that were 
taught, and I think this feeds into the 
crime issue.” 

But there are more-pedestrian reasons 
for the proliferation of cops-and-robbers 
television. And they have a lot to do with 
that old bottom line. 

According to Tyndall Report author An- 
drew Tyndall, there are three main cate- 
gories of network news fodder: interna- 
tional intrigue, politics, and domestic so- 
cial issues. Of the three, he says, only the 
last is “discretionary.” He explains: “When 
the economy’s going good, it’s fad-driven. 
What happened in 1993 is the recession 
ended. And this time the fad happened to 
be crime. Why crime as opposed to any- 
thing else? It was poll-driven. I think the 
networks looked at their own polls.” 

In an exposé she wrote for the Novem- 
ber 1993 issue of Harper’s on her stint as 
a “story analyst” for the American Detec- 
tive reality show, Debra Seagal asserted 
that such shows “are extremely inexpen- 
sive to produce.” She wrote: “After all, 
why create an elaborate car chase se- 
quence costing tens of thousands of dol- 
lars a minute when a crew with a couple of 
video cameras can ride around with the 
cops and get the ‘real’ thing? Why engage 
a group of talented writers and producers 
to make intelligent and exciting TV when 
it’s more profitable to dip in to the endless 
pool of human grief?” 

And finally, there’s the oldest reason in 
the book. They do it because they can. 

“The technology is different,” says 
Northeastern’s James Fox. “Fifteen years 
ago, stations didn’t have minicams. They 
didn’t have the ability to take satellite 
feeds. You look at the newscasts when we 
had our last crime wave, in the ’70s, and 
crime wasn’t very graphic. There were 
crimes 20 years ago, but we couldn’t cover 
them as dramatically.” And thanks to that 
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technology, which can instantly beam 
video of a slaying in LA around the world, 
you can feel threatened by violence 3000 
miles away. Or, for a variation on the Tip 
O’Neill theme, today all crime is local. 

If there is to be any easing back on the 
bloodshed, it will have to come from inside 
the industry itself. Even though Attorney 
General Janet Reno can feel politically and 
morally safe in threatening the networks 
with censorship if they don’t lighten the 
body count in their fictional programming, 
no one can broach the idea of telling al- 
leged journalists to do the same thing in 
their news coverage. Or news simulation. 
Or news re-creation. 

That’s not the case everywhere, of 
course. And at the beginning of June, the 
government-controlled British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation announced it would issue 
new guidelines — which are still pending 
— to curb the amount of sensational 
crime coverage on news programs and to 
de-gorify popular reality shows such as 
Crimewatch UK. These dramatic steps are 
related to British polls indicating that fear 
of crime recently supplanted fear of unem- 
ployment as the top public concern — an 
unprecedented result experts attribute to 
too rich a diet of televised brutality. 

A backlash may be emerging in this 
country, where the concept of a “family 
sensitive” newscast that de-emphasizes the 
screaming siren and puddle of blood is be- 
ginning to take hold. 

This past February, for example, 
KRQE-TV in Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
decided to buck the tide and soften the vi- 
olence quotient in its 5:30 p.m. newscast. 

“It was a general sense gained through 
anecdotal contact that people’s attention 
was being distracted from stories by pic- 
tures they found to be distasteful,” ex- 
plains news director Jim Loy. “Should we 


say to people, ‘If you don’t have the stom- | 
ach to see the world as it is, you deserve to | 


be ignorant’?” 

Loy, who says the most recent ratings 
numbers for the new newscast were “fa- 
vorable,” didn’t make the change out of 
some intrinsic concern that distorted 
crime coverage was warping values. But he 
admits that not long ago he learned a les- 
son while attending an industry conven- 
tion in Miami. 

“After four days of watching the news,” 
he recalls, “I was afraid to go out of my 
hotel.” (Recently, WSVN’s violent news- 
casts were blacked out of a number of Mia- 
mi-area hotel rooms for that very reason.) 

That same fear is gripping many Ameri- 
cans. The residents of the rapidly prolifer- 
ating “gated communities” that literally 
wall off the rest of the world. The subur- 
ban grandmothers who are afraid to walk 
to their cars. And the angry and frightened 
mob that wanted Michael Fay caned to 
within an inch of his life because that petty 
vandal had somehow become a symbol of 
criminal anarchy. 

To say these people have nothing to fear 
is wrong. But many have been scared witless 
by a parade of images that darkly manipu- 
late the very reality they purport to show. 

Perhaps the most compelling aspect of 
ABC’s Are We Scaring Ourselves to Death? 
was that rarest of moments: a media mea 
culpa. Host John Stossel ran a clip of him- 
self delivering one of those hair-raising re- 
ports about the rampant epidemic of rape, 
murder, and mayhem. 

“I must admit that my news program is 
guilty, too,” he acknowledged. “I’ve played 
a part. But if we’ve made people with sta- 
tistically little to fear too frightened . . . we 
may have done a disservice, because when 
you’re too frightened, you give up some 
freedom. You accept restrictions that cut 
you off from other people.” 

And the world becomes an infinitely 
meaner place. oO

lice K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, 
contemplating a number of cruel 
realities.

She thinks: back. Alice 
K. opened the first bottle 
of wine at about three 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
She had been sitting there 
on her sofa, still feeling 
flipped about the events of 
the previous 24 hours — 
her night with Elena Z., 
sleeping together for the 
first time; the intrusion 
early the next morning by 
Elena Z.’s ex-girlfriend, 
Chris T.; Elena Z.’s ensu- 
ing fight with Chris T. in 
the living room while Alice 
K. cowered in the bed- 
room; Elena Z.’s tears... . 
oh, it was all just too much 
for Alice K. Too much! 
She’d ended up on her 
sofa at home, staring at 
the wall and feeling com- 
pletely overwhelmed, her 
mind awhirl. So finally, 
because she didn’t really 
know what else to do, 
Alice K. had gone into the 
kitchen and poured herself 
a glass of wine. And then another. And then another. 
And before she knew it — well, Alice K. doesn’t really 
know what happened, but six or seven hours later she 
found herself sitting there on the same sofa, the second 
bottle of wine empty on the living-room floor and the 
third glass of brandy in her hand. 

“Ooooops!” She actually said that out loud at the time. 
Ooooops! As though it were all just an accident of fate, a 
silly mistake or a coincidence.

And she knows in her heart that she isn’t really 
contemplating it now; it’s just that she feels at the end of 
a rope somehow, at a complete emotional dead end, as 
though something has to change — something has to 
change — but she doesn’t know what that something is 
or how to go about changing it.

It’s not about 
having had what feels like a failed lesbian experiment.

(a lot). She thinks about last fall, about the night with 
Elliot M. when she failed to use her diaphragm and 
ended up getting pregnant — she drank that night, too. 
A lot. She thinks back to her relationship with Mr. 
Danger, about how much she drank when she was with 
him. She thinks about every fight she’s ever had with 
anyone — with Elliot M., with Mr. Cruel — and she 
thinks about her refrigerator, which always, always, has a 
bottle (or two) of wine in it. And then she thinks about 
the little voice in her head, a small, persistent voice that’s 
been repeating itself for years now, saying, You’re drink- 
ing too much. Alice K., you’re drinking too much. 

Alice K. lies there a little while longer, and that image 
flashes in her mind again — the image of herself stand- 
ing at the bathroom mirror, looking wretched and 
exhausted, looking like someone who’s been stuck in the 
same obsessive, repetitive, emotional rut for a long, long 
time.

What’s so great about coming down on land? It’s 
just that hard landings were better suited to a country 
with lots of territory, not much money or hospitable 
ocean access, and a craving for secrecy. Unlike the US 
— which had a long coastline, a large, well-equipped 
navy, and the characteristically American impulse to 
put on a good show for the rest of the world. 

The Russian space center is located in central Asia, 
in the midst of a huge unpopulated grassland. Landing 
nearby seemed like the obvious thing and was only 
slightly more challenging technically than landing on 
water. Both US and Russian spacecrafts slow them- 
selves with retro-rockets to start their descent, then 
open parachutes once they reach the atmosphere. The 
difference is that the Russian craft fires a second, 
smaller set of retro-rockets just before touchdown to 
soften the impact. I’m told it’s still a bumpy landing, 
although all the cosmonauts seemed to have lived 
through it. (One cosmonaut was killed when his space- 
craft’s parachute became tangled during re-entry, and 
three more died when their cabin lost pressure just 
before descent. But the accidents would have been fatal 
even if they’d occurred during a water landing.) 

The best part about a land recovery is that it’s dirt 
cheap. According to space engineer and author James 
Oberg, an authority on the Russian space program, a 
Russian recovery team typically consisted of maybe 20 
or 30 guys with helicopters and half-tracks, compared 
to the vast fleet that we money-is-no-object 
Americanskis used in the days before the space shuttle. 
The drawback is that if you miss your intended land- 
ing point, you could be in for a long wait. Astronauts 
who overshot in the early days sometimes had to wait 
a couple of hours to get picked up; cosmonauts have 
been known to wait a couple of days. One hopes they 
brought a copy of War and Peace to wile away the 
time.

Absurd moment: everyone does the 
“Tanya Pose,” bending the arms behind 
the head and swishing the hips. 

Shameless moment: Tanya Tucker 
demonstrates the “Gui-tar Get-down,” 
and then drawls, “I do this one especially 
good, don’tcha think?” 

Unintentional humor: Tanya Tucker 
occasionally mouths the words to her 
own songs, which serve as this video’s 
music. 

Most unrealistic aspect: that this video 
isn’t titled “Tuckered Out” or “Plum 
Tuckered.” 

Best beauty lesson: Tanya Tucker’s 
workout shorts. 

Distraction: the use of “y’all” — 
“We're roundin’ third, y’all.” 


Buns of Stee] 


(The Maier Group, $9.99, 52 minutes, 
1987) 

Grey Smithey, who is probably a reincar- 
nated golden retriever, leads a motley crew 
of exercisers through low-impact but in- 
tense exercises to tone legs and buns. 

Product pushed: nothing but this video. 

What you end up wanting: to give Greg 


Smithey a drug test; he’s blissed-out on 


something. . 

Absurd moment: Smithey puts his heel 
to his head. “No way?” he says. 

Shameless moment: Smithey says we’re 
trying to look good “for ourselves, for the 
people we love, and for the people we 
don’t even know yet.” 

Unintentional humor: sometimes the 
cameraperson appears to be setting up 
shots in order to look down an exerciser’s 
cleavage. 

Most unrealistic aspect: most of these 
exercises are for thighs, not buns. 

Best beauty lesson: it’s good that the 
bandana-tied-around-the-forehead look, 
seen on many exercisers in this video, has 
passed out of vogue. 

Distraction: wondering if Smithey is 
gay or straight.

(Polygram Video, $27.99, 58 minutes, 
1993) 

Gin Miller, inventor of the Step Reebok 
workout, leads three rows of muscled and 
stone-faced people through a demanding 
step workout. Everyone’s lit from below. 
Very RoboCop. 

Product pushed: the Reebok step and 
this video. 

What you end up wanting: to see what 
would happen if the Richard Simmons 
dancers invaded this grim crowd. 

Absurd moment: the group steps to- 
gether to the side and suddenly looks ex- 
actly like the dancing ghouls in Michael 
Jackson’s “Thriller” video. 

Shameless moment: the camera pans 
around the exercisers’ pre-workout, and 
they look grave and determined, as if 
they’re about to tempt death. 

Unintentional humor: the instructor’s 
head, dispensing instructions, is projected 
on a huge screen in the workout studio, 
like the Wizard in The Wizard of Oz. 

Most unrealistic aspect: the exercises 
are performed over the kind of open metal 
grillwork often used for bridge roadways, 
yet no one seems to fear dropping a watch 
or an earring through the holes. 

Best beauty lesson: lighting from below 
really exaggerates breast and crotch con- 
tours. 

Distraction: no one smiles until the end 
of the video, when the instructor smiles 
(once) after announcing that the work- 
out’s over. Q

10:30 a.m. when Gus Rancatore awakes. 
He finishes reading yesterday’s newspaper, 
which includes a review of the new book 
about Ben & Jerry’s, The Inside Scoop, and 
then embarks on a six-mile jog along the 
L- Charles River “to Zen-out.” Then it’s time 
to run some errands, perhaps to Bread and Circus to buy 
fresh peaches for the ice cream, or to the Central Square 
Farmers’ Market to reserve a batch of strawberries. Some- 
where between 1 and 5 p.m. he begins his day (and night) 
“in the office” — Toscanini’s Ice Cream & Coffee, at 899 
Main Street, in Cambridge. 

Gus’s younger brother, Joe Rancatore, has been up 
since 7 a.m. After seeing his wife off to work, he begins 
his duties as a dad. Their two sons climb into the car, and 
with Joe at the helm, they stop for a pre-nursery-school 
treat at Dunkin’ Donuts. He drops them off at school and 
then heads to his store, Rancatore’s Ice Cream, in Bel- 
mont, where he makes several batches of ice cream and 
opens the doors by 11 a.m. 

Meet the ice cream brothers, Gus and Joe, local princes 
of the silver scoop who have made a minor fortune fueling 
Greater Boston’s addiction to gourmet ice cream. 
- Toscanini’s and Rancatore’s are two of the most popular 
= spots of their kind, the sort of places where people flock 

on warm summer nights for huge scoops of the stuff: 
“*gourmet versions of traditional flavors (the chocolate ice 
_ Cream at both stores contains the best chocolate from Bel- 
gium; the strawberry contains the real, fresh thing) as well 
as the more offbeat Grape Nuts-raisin, mango, and co- 
conut ice cream. 

If they are the quintessential entrepreneurs, Gus and 
Joe are also the quintessential brothers. It shows in their 
family resemblance: wavy dark-brown hair, dark complex- 
ions, and hazel eyes. And it shows in their charisma: the 
two brothers are remarkably personable and gregarious, 
the kind of guys who can — and will — astound listeners 
with their enthusiasm for anything, from ice cream to 
World Cup soccer to Chinese films. 

Like most siblings, they are also very different. Gus 
stands a few inches shorter than Joe (who is 6-1) and de- 
scribes himself as “sort of big, like a typical ice cream 
guy.” According to their mother, Eleanor Rancatore, 
they’re also “two different types,” which, in turn, explains 
differences between their stores. Joe, the family man, owns 
the suburban, family-oriented Rancatore’s; Gus — single, 
athletic, and a night owl — runs the urban-hip Toscani- 
ni’s. 

Yet despite differences in style, Gus and Joe have both 
managed to establish a firm foothold in the local world of 
gourmet ice cream. They both started out in the early-to- 
mid ’80s, when ice cream with fancy mix-ins and far-out 
flavors became all the rage in Boston. They went head-to- 
head with the likes of Ben & Jerry’s and Steve’s (the local 
grandaddy of gourmet ice cream) — and succeeded. 
They’ve both managed to survive and thrive, maintaining 
not only their independence as small-business owners, but 
also their love for the work. 

“We want to be the Click and Clack of ice cream,” 39- 
year-old Joe admits, getting a chuckle out of Gus, 43. In 
some ways — affectionate, articulate in a down-to-earth 
way, and successful — they already are. 
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Gus Rancatore, oldest of five children, unwittingly be- 
gan his career in ice cream in 1973, when he lucked into a 
job at Steve’s Ice Cream, back when it was a one-store op- 
eration in Somerville. He stayed on for about eight years 
while attending several colleges in the Boston area — 
among them Harvard Extension, the Museum School, and 
Boston Architectural Center. 

“There were a lot of things I was interested in and I'd 
gone to a lot of different schools, but I wasn’t sending out 
invitations to graduation,” Gus says. 

In September of 1981, Gus opened Toscanini’s with 
co-owner and friend Kurt Jaenicke. Avoiding the then- 
popular trend of giving the store the owner’s first name, 





they came up with Toscanini’s, in honor of Jaenicke’s 
grandfather, who’d played horn with Arturo Toscanini. 
Gus at the time told his partner, “I’ll let you pick the name 
Toscanini’s if you agree not to have a make-your-own- 
sundae bar,” an idea Jaenicke had grown fond of. Thus 
began their joint venture. 

Gus’s friends and family members came in droves to 
help his business. His sisters and married friends volun- 
teered, doing whatever needed to be done. His mother be- 
came renowned among the MIT community for scooping 
immense portions. An article in the MIT newspaper at the 
time advised students to visit Toscanini’s and insist that 
Gus’s mother wait on them. 

In December of that year, Gus put out an SOS to his 
brother, Joe, fourth in birth order, who responded by 
moving from St. Louis to Boston to become one of the 
store’s few paid employees. They survived the winter and 
were pleasantly surprised when Toscanini’s caught on. In 
March of that year, the store’s weekend business tripled, 
and they started producing 180 gallons of ice cream a day, 
up from about 60 gallons. 

After the first year, Jaenicke, originally from South Car- 
olina, left Toscanini’s, and went back South to attend med- 
ical school (he now practices medicine in WeSt Virginia). 

Joe stayed on for about four years, but ultimately the 
two started clashing over the business’s day-to-day opera- 
tions. They bickered over every decision. What shape 
should the chocolate bits be, square or teardrop? Should 
the cups be blue or purple? And what flavor should top 
the menu list, vanilla or chocolate? Their natures clashed, 
too. Joe was punctual, responsible to a fault, highly orga- 
nized — and increasingly annoyed with his far more laid- 
back brother, who liked to sleep late and lacked the same 
sense of discipline. 

The time had come for Joe to be independent, which 
meant either opening a new branch of Toscanini’s at anoth- 
er location, or starting his own business. Because Gus held 
tight to the one-store philosophy, Joe decided to open his 
own operation. (Gus.thought Toscanini’s would be “squan- 
dering its reputation” if, as he believed other ice-cream 
businesses had done, it opened stores everywhere — clos- 
ing them shortly thereafter because sales were slow.) 

The logical choice was to continue in the ice-cream busi- 
ness. Thus, Rancatore’s Ice Cream was born in Belmont in 
November 1985, “a stupid time to open,” Joe admits, since 
November isn’t exactly peak time for ice-cream sales. 

“We got along much better once he opened the store,” 
Gus says. “We have keys to each other’s places. It’s not 
uncommon for Joe to come into his store and find out that 
I’ve driven out at one o’clock in the morning and stolen 
four cases of heavy cream or something. Or vice versa.” 

o 

The ice cream at the two stores remains quite similar 
(both use all-natural, top-shelf ingredients, and it’s not 
uncommon to see similar flavors at both), but the style of 
each operation expresses the distinct personality of the 
owner. 

Rancatore’s is the more polished of the two. Below a 
large, elegant R, fancy lettering spells out RANCATORE’S ICE 
CREAM on the window. Inside, on the left wall, hangs a 
community bulletin board covered with customers’ busi- 
ness cards. Also posted are obituaries with a note of hu- 
man-interest, such as that of the original Chef Boyardee, 
for example, and the inventor of the Bic pen. 

Near the ice-cream counter, rave reviews from a variety 
of newspapers have béen dry-mounted and hung on the 

wall. The eating space, which features several tables, 
chairs, and a large bookshelf holding daily newspapers, in- 
vites visitors to relax. The ice-cream machine sits among 
the tables next to a couple of high chairs, in front of a wall 
of Sports Illustrated covers. 

The back room houses a table with double boilers for 
cooking chocolate sauce, as well as stacked milk crates full 
of cups, paper towels, and other supplies. All of the ingre- 
dients are stocked back here, including 11-pound Calle- 
baut chocolate bars from Belgium, and a 25-pound box of 





Hydrox cookies, ready to be chopped up and stirred into 
vanilla ice cream. 

It’s no secret that Joe is a sports fan. In addition to the 
Sports Illustrated covers adorning one wall, he has a Nerf 
basketball hoop on the wall behind the counter (to occupy 
the staff during the slower winter months) and a television 
in the back room for emergency sports-viewing. 

In contrast to Rancatore’s polished, suburban style, 
Toscanini’s has an exposed, minimalist, urban feel. Gus’s 
motto, “Less is more,” sums up the style, even though the 
store has grown to three times its original size, and he 
now has a second store in the MIT student center. The 
glass-paned front wall invites passers-by to watch the in- 
ner workings of the business. Gus derides Rancatore’s 
bulletin board as “tacky,” and you certainly won’t see any 
press clippings (such as Toscanini’s award for “Best 
Vanilla Ice Cream” from People magazine) hanging on the 
wall. Instead, you’ll be greeted by unadorned, large white 
lettering on four panes of glass that simply reads TOSCANI- 
NI’S ICE CREAM & COFFEE. 

Inside, a row of white patio-styled chairs lines the front 
windows. A fresh-cut lily in an L. Rose and Co. Ltd. bottle 
adorns each of seven tables in front of the ice-cream 
counters. A wooden grid covers (or, rather, uncovers) the 
ceiling. Three black T-shirts that read CHOCOLATE NO. 3 
(DARK) hang from the ceiling. 

The stores also attract a different clientele. Toscanini’s 
crawls with MIT students. “College students can’t afford 
to go out and get a great meal, but they can afford to buy 
a really good ice-cream cone for $2 or $2.50,” Gus ex- 
plains, adding that going out for ice cream makes a great 
study break or cheap date. 

The brothers joke that Toscanini’s customers “gradu- 
ate” to Rancatore’s later in life, when they hit the suburbs. 
The Belmont location attracts mostly families — parents 
on “stroller-patrol” (Joe’s phrase), grandparents, older 
children, and teenagers. Rancatore’s also seems to be the 
treat of choice for the young ballerinas coming out of their 
ballet classes a few doors down. 

Differences in style notwithstanding, there are visible 
signs of the Rancatore brotherhood in some of the stores’ 
details. Handwritten notices on strips of graph paper 
thumb-tacked to cork boards announce the ice-cream fla- 
vors available that day. Since Gus and Joe have a rotating 
cast of about 200 flavors per year, this system works very 
well. They also share a love of experimental flavors. 

“Many of the new flavors grow out of special orders 
from local restaurants, and are flavors from other coun- 
tries,” says Gus. For instance, Toscanini’s has whipped up 
a batch of habafiero-mango sorbet for the East Coast 
Grill’s hotter-than-hell meal, and the store is currently fill- 
ing an order of ancho-chocolate (from the ancho chili) for 
the Cambridge Mexican restaurant Picante. 

Neither business can afford much advertising, but both 
are very good at promotion through other means, a phi- 
losophy taught by Gus. Joe recalls his days at working at 
Toscanini’s: “You were able to do things promotional- 
wise. Gus would let you, any way you wanted. You could 
take ice cream to anybody, drop it off with a note, and in- 
troduce them to mango. Part of it was promotional. Part 
of it was just to get it into the hands of people who trade 
information.” 

Both Gus and Joe still practice this method, which not 
only promotes the ice cream, but also helps them maintain 
a sense of community responsibility. For instance, Gus re- 
cently donated 1000 cups of ice cream to the mayor of 
Cambridge for a special lunch for the elderly. And Joe pe- 
riodically invites children from local schools to his store to 
show them how he makes the ice cream and then, of 
course, gives out free samples. He also enjoys bringing ice 
cream to the tellers at his bank, and to the teachers at his 
sons’ school, as gestures of good will. 

Most important, both businesses have survived in an ex- 
ceptionally harsh economic climate. They’re hardly giants 
in the ice cream world. Ben & Jerry’s, for example, em- 
ploys 600 people and claims $140 million dollars in na-

tional and international sales. Toscanini’s 
and Rancatore’s employ about 25 and 12, 
respectively, and, though profitable, nei- 
ther can claim sales anywhere near that 
magnitude. 

Still, both have managed to evolve into 
financially solid concerns. Gus started 
Toscanini’s 13 years ago with an initial in- 
vestment of $30,000 (from family and 
friends), three tables, one ice-cream ma- 
chine, one freezer, a $25 manual cash reg- 
ister, and a hand-written sign. Rancatore’s 
started with $50,000; his first year in busi- 
ness, Joe’s profits were a whopping 
$3500. But business has improved in the 
last two years, enabling Joe to sum up the 
first seven as “a learning experience.” 
Toscanini’s, meanwhile, boasts not only an 
avid local following, but also a number of 
accounts with local restaurants and gro- 
cery stores, as well as with Northwest Air- 
lines, which serves Toscanini’s ice cream 
on transcontinental flights. 

That either concern has managed to 
survive at all, let alone profit, is remark- 
able. Over the years they’ve faced a wan- 
ing economy, increased public concern 
about cholesterol- and fat-intake, and 
fierce competition from more than 60 ice- 
cream merchants in Greater Boston. 

Both brothers attribute their staying 
power to a number of factors. First and 
foremost, they cite the relatively small scale 
of their operations, which helps them em- 
phasize product rather than profit margins 
— they’re freer to experiment with unusual 
flavors and ingredients, for example, than 
the large corporate giants. Small size and 
individual ownership also translate into 
closer control over atmosphere: Gus and 
Joe can tailor everything from the service to 
the music to their particular clientele. 

And conveniently enough, both have 
managed to offset the ice-cream business’s 
traditional down time — cold-weather 
months — by riding a hot (literally) new 
trend: coffee. Espresso, cappuccino, and 
coffee-based drinks have made an appear- 
ance on the menus at both establishments 
in recent years. And finally, of course, 
they’re both in a primo location. Bostoni- 
ans happen to eat about 50 percent more 
ice cream than anyone else in the United 
States.

Born in Staten Island, New York, Gus 
and Joe were two of five children born to 
Joseph and Eleanor Rancatore, high 
school sweethearts, who grew up in 
Lawrence, Massachusetts. This Roman 
Catholic family lived on Staten Island until 
Gus was 13 and Joe was eight. The build- 
ing of the Verrazano-Narrows Bridge es- 
tablished a turning point in their lives. Joe 
says that in 1962, their father, afraid of the 
development that would ensue, moved his 
family to Rumson, New Jersey, the current 
home of Bruce Springsteen and “the land 
of sit-down lawn mowers.” 

The summer after Gus graduated from 
high school, when Joe was preparing for 
his sophomore year, Mr. Rancatore, who 
worked in women’s apparel, accepted a 
job with the May Company and the family 
moved again, this time to St. Louis, Mis- 
souri. The move was difficult: the kids 
were bitter about being uprooted, although 
Joe eventually grew to love Missouri. In 
1971, the parents divorced. 

With the primary disciplinarian no 
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longer living in the house, Joe says, “my 
house became quite the hangout for smok- 
ing marijuana and listening to massive 
amounts of music. We were not the TV 
generation. We never watched TV. It was 
music, music, music.” Gus, known for not 
smoking or drinking, would provide the 
editorial comment on the music being 
played, or regale Joe and his friends with 
his beginning bass playing. 

Joe’s friends also loved talking with his 
mother, who has a special flair for relating 
to many different generations. She and Joe 
recall the time when he was preparing to 
go to a concert with some friends. She 
would not let him leave the house until Joe 
had handed over the most recent issue of 
Rolling Stone. By the time Joe and his 
friends came home, she had read the mag- 
azine from cover to cover and greeted 
them with the question, “What is this Joni 
Mitchell doing with one then the other? I 
don’t approve.” 

Eleanor Rancatore has been a source of 
support to both brothers throughout their 
lives, although she humbly claims no credit 
for her children’s success. Joe sums up 
their relationship with their parents: “Our 
relationship with my father is not as inti- 
mate as with my mother. My mom is Irish 
and there’s a wonderful intimacy there of 
sharing life, enjoying life, and there’s lots 
of humor in her. Dad is earth. We are air. 
He’s not intergenerational.” 

Massachusetts beckoned to the Ranca- 
tores, one by one. Only their father and 
one sister stayed in St. Louis. In 1973, 
Gus, who had been going to college in St. 
Paul, Minnesota, came to Boston to finish 
school. He was followed by sisters Mimi 
and Connie, their mother, and then Joe. 
Before making the move, Joe had been go- 
ing to St. Louis Community College. He 
had also managed a deli, worked for his 
father, and waited tables at a restaurant 
before joining Gus at Toscanini’s. 

Today, the brothers lead distinct, but 
closely tied, lifestyles. Married in 1987, 
Joe and his wife, Nancy, now have two 
sons, David, age 5, and three-year-old 
John. They live “on the marathon route,” 
in Brighton; Gus lives in Cambridge, min- 
utes away from the store. Between the 
twin demands of a young business and 
family, Joe has next to no free time — his 
primary sources of escape come from 
reading (he goes through about 20 news- 
papers and magazines a week) and TV (as 
he puts it, “Thank goodness for ESPN”). 
Gus tries to spend his free time away from 
the business, which can be socially hectic 
— in solitude, recharging his batteries. He 
bikes and jogs (“slowly,” he says), and 
he’s developed a keen interest in film. This 
year, in fact, he joined forces with the 
Coolidge Corner Theater and organized 
the Hong Kong Film Festival, which took 
place over the July 4 weekend. 

As for the future, Joe hopes to open up a 
second and a third store in the near future. 
He can imagine sticking with ice cream for 
another decade or so, but can also see 
moving in other directions, perhaps anoth- 
er business. Gus has no immediate plans, 
but does let slip that he has a model in 
mind for the future of Toscanini’s. He’d 
like it to be big, an ice-cream “cash cow,” 
the kind of place that could give him the 
time and money to travel and indulge his 
other interests. 

His model? The Hilltop Steak House. 

So stay tuned. And some day, if you 
happen to see huge plastic ice-cream 
cones gracing a Main Street storefront in 
Central Square, you'll know why. Q

Less show, more space, better 
food in new South End setting

f the dozens and dozens 
of Italian cafés opened in 
recent years, the Newton 
Centre Appetito had cer- 
tain drawbacks on the 
evening of my review: decor in clashing col- 
ors, no reservations, overly flamboyant ser- 
vice in a crowded room, a menu flounder- 
ing well north of Italy into Viennese con- 
cepts, and a virtually captive suburban clien- 
tele that lapped these deficiencies right up. 

To my surprise, the South End “Appetito 
II” has solved most of these problems, 
bringing an entirely pleasant restaurant into 
a more difficult location. Even the Sienese 
colors and the fauve-ugly paintings of fat 
people now work positively in a larger, bet- 
ter-spaced room with less formal service 
and a menu more focused on Italian food 
proper. 

The pretentious ceremonial outpouring 
of the olive oil onto the plate 
has been eliminated, leaving 
to diners’ discretion how to 
use that bottle of herbed oil, 
or the plate of increasingly 
fashionable garlic/bean 
paste. Presumably, one 
would put either or both on 
the glutinous focaccia. The 
bread may be a little too 
glutinous (as in underdone), 
but in any case it’s a fully 
oiled, herbed focaccia that 
may not need either condi- 
ment. All of which does not 
prevent our table from wip- 
ing the mashed-bean plate 
clean. 

The calimaretti frito 
($6.95) show a risky (if tra- 
ditionally European) overuse 
of salt and a commendable 
(if potentially risky) tenden- 
cy to undercook seafood. So 
we have fried squid that is tender and fla- 
vorful, but not crispy. It comes with what 
looks like salsa, but the green stuff isn’t 
cilantro. Whoa, it’s really good, fresh, sweet 
basil! Now that’s a genuinely amusing dou- 
ble-fake. 

Pizza cortona ($8.95) is one of a flight of 
promising gourmet pizzas, finished in a 
wood oven. This needs some fine-tuning, as 
ours had a thin, crisp crust but no woody or 
smoky flavor. The toppings — pesto and 
grilled chicken — were good-not-great. 

There was a spark of greatness in a house 
salad ($4.95) exploding with arugula, Gor- 
gonzola cheese, radicchio, and the first real 
tomato of 1994. And another spark of 
greatness on a grilled vegetable platter 
($6.95): steak-flavored slices of Portobello 
mushroom, along with grilled onion, toma- 
to, green pepper, leek, and fennel. And if 
you haven’t any inspiration for a sauce, the 
strong garlic mayonnaise will do very well 
until one comes along. 

Main dishes can be simple and elegant, 
such as a dish of al dente tripolini con gam- 
beri ($12.95) — just perfect pasta (the 
shape is like wide fettuccine with wavy mar- 
gins) with perfect grilled shrimp (though 
the sautéed vegetables were again quite 
salty). A sirloin steak ($16.95) was just a 
fine piece of beef with a sauce of puréed red 
peppers. 

Grigliata mista di mare ($13.95) was a 
medley of carefully underdone seafood, es- 
pecially the scallops and the salmon, over a 
splendid seafood risotto, again with salty 
beans, zucchini, and julienne red bell pep- 
per. 

The one continental holdover was a “ro- 
tisserie duck” ($13.95) that won some- 
body’s rotisserie league. The duck, despite

the cooking style, was a matter of moist, 
juicy meat rather than crispy skin. But it 
was nicely complemented by a sauce of 
dried sour cherries, an Americanization of 
the traditional sauce of fresh or canned bi- 
garreau cherries. Plus, roast potatoes, sweet 
butternut squash, and a bed of lightly 
sautéed collards (the requisite salty item on 
this platter). 

The wine list is a good one — not cheap, 
but full of gems, such as the Mastroberardi- 
no “Plinius” ($40), a white blend from the 
master winemaker of southern Italy. This, 
at a lighthearted 11 percent alcohol, has 
plenty of body, an appley nose, and a sur- 
prisingly long flavor with a slightly sweet 
finish. Almost too good for its intended pur- 
pose as a wine to go with food. 

Coffee and espresso are served with 
something new to me, but sure to be on ev- 
ery table next fall — little swizzle sticks of 
rock candy. 

The desserts were almost as amusing, 
and not overly expensive. A combination of 
sorbets ($3.95) included a 
standout boysenberry with 
the berries in the sauce. 
Chocolate apricot cake 
($4.95) was as rich as a 
pudding cake with a beauti- 
fully seasonal black-raspber- 
ry sauce. A semisweet 
chocolate torte ($4.95) may 
have taken this no-flour 
thing a little too far: it had 
the caramelized flavor of 
those Barton almond kisses 
one gets at Passover. And 
the tiramisu ($4.95), served 
in a straight-sided bowl, 
seemed to be mostly 
whipped cream. 

Background music, when 
you can hear it, is excellent 
jazz. One tends to hear the 
trumpets best, as the tapes 
are selected for the likes of 
Miles Davis. The open 
kitchen and bare brick walls overcome the 
rhythm section. Even so, the only thing I 
would change in the physical design is the 
uncomfortable straight-backed chairs. 

In the bathroom, where I have come to 
expect weird soundtracks in these trendy 
Italian places, Appetito gets by on paint and 
cleanliness. Other than that, it barely misses 
a trick.

Six weeks ago, the Boston Globe began 
offering old restaurant columns through a 
complicated sequence of e-mail. If you have 
Internet mail, the Globe service is free, 
though it lacks the quick response and easy 
browsability of a true on-line experience. 

The system takes some effort to learn. 
(How many times has that phrase put you 
off computers?) It runs rather slowly off 
what seems like a robot server. First, you e- 
mail the Globe (Request@Globe.com), us- 
ing the digits 555111 in the subject line of 
your message. (Instructions for doing this 
appear in-fine print after each Thursday 
restaurant column.) Nine hours after I 
made my request, I got an index of available 
columns. I sent for 014013 (are we getting 
hungry yet?) and, after another delay, re- 
ceived an electronic copy of an 18-month- 
old review of Appetito (I). This is pretty 
useful, though not as useful as an updated 
version of the column — since there is al- 
ways the possibility that the service prob- 
lems at Appetito noted for January 1993 
publication have been fixed (as they have 
been at the new location). 

If the columns were updated and edited, 
they could be downloaded periodically and 
put into a browsable, multi-access hard 
copy with a keyword search — what we 
used to call a book. Q

Not two blocks from the 
tunnel tollbooths, and you’re in South 
America. Specifically Colombia, though 
good Salvadoran pupusas are also on 
the menu. Clean, incredibly cheap, 
enormous, delicious soups. Nifty corn 
cuisine, and then just huge platters of 
meat and potatoes and rice and beans 
and fried yucca or fried plantains. Not 
very bilingual, but back-to-basics menu 
is easy to dope out.

by NEA money, $150, but it’s 
provided anti-NEA groups with 
enough ammunition to lobby 
Congress. 

According to a recent New 
York Times report, Athey’s per- 
formance involved drawing on 
an HIV-negative assistant’s back with a scalpel, blotting 
the blood with paper towels, and then suspending the 
paper towels on a clothesline over a portion of the au- 
dience. An earlier report by a Minneapolis Star writer 
who hadn’t attended the show painted an alarming pic- 
ture of the performance, claiming that the towels were 
soaked with blood from the HIV-positive Athey. NEA 
director Jane Alexander provided Congress with an ac- 
curate report of the performance, but Athey has re- 
mained at the center of the debates. 

“There was hope that the NEA might get a small in- 
crease this year, but this has turned into the nastiest 
and most successful assault since 1990,” explains Jim 
D’Entremont, a spokesperson for the Boston Coalition 
for Freedom of Expression. “The cuts in the visual arts 





mean that galleries will fold. The cuts in presenting and 
commissioning mean fewer playwrights and perfor- 
mance artists will be launched. Theater programs are 
targeted more drastically than anything else, and that 
means that regional theaters will fold and the ones that 
survive will make safe and bland choices.” 

Marilyn Arsem, co-director of the Boston-based Mo- 
bius arts group, concurs. “They’ve singled out the pro- 
grams we apply to, the programs that support contem- 
porary art — art by living artists. It’s another attack in 
a long line, but it’s a different tactic in that they’re tar- 
geting certain programs.” 

Senator Edward Kennedy has already come out 
against the cuts, but D’Entremont warns that they have 
a good chance of passing. “This comes at a time of belt 
tightening, so Congress can get behind NEA reductions 
and claim it has to do with deficit reductions. People 
should contact their senators and representatives about 
this as soon as possible.”

Havel meets Lithgow 


en years ago this summer, Czech president Va- 

¢ clav Havel was a playwright who had just been 

released from prison. In a feverish four days, 

he wrote Largo Desolato, only to see the work banned. 

A semi-autobiographical play about a paranoid, newly- 

freed intellectual who finds himself trapped in a prison 

of solipsism and paranoia, Largo will open next Friday 

at the Loeb’s Experimental Theater, a presentation of 
the Harvard-Radcliffe Summer Theater. 

“It’s not a political play,” insists Maria Gambale, a 
Harvard senior and co-producer of HRST’s season. 
“It is a heavy play to digest. But there are enough the- 
atergoers who don’t want to see cheesy musicals. For 
our season pass holders, this should be a change of 
pace.” The season also includes an evening of one-act 
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plays, David Mamet’s The Shawl and 
Harold Pinter’s The Dumb Waiter, which 
concludes July 15 and 16, and Michael 
Frayn’s farce Noises Off, which will open 
in August. 

“The play is funny,” says director Brad 
Rouse. “It has some very important issues, 

but they’re not necessarily to be taken seriously.” 

Rouse, a Harvard senior and a Havel aficionado, 
tried to meet his hero in Prague the summer after the 
revolution. “I snuck into his building in Wenceslaus 
Square.” Still, he’s not letting his knowledge of Havel’s 
history turn his production into a roman 4 clef. “I’m 
letting the script give me the answers.” 

Playing protagonist Leopold is Harvard senior Ian 
Lithgow, who, Rouse says, is “carrying on the family 
tradition. Ian is tremendous. We never get to see such 
good character actors when they’re 22. We usually 
have to wait until they’re 35.” 

Lithgow, who approaches the inevitable son-of-John 
questions with casual resignation (“It’s something I get 
asked a lot”), also says he’s not basing the character on 
Havel himself, though he is trying to re-create “the post- 
prison psychosis Havel was going through when he 


% 
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wrote the play.” For the record, Lithgow says he didn’t 
have much interest in acting until he came to Harvard, 
does find inspiration in his father’s example, and has the 
support of his family to turn pro when he graduates. 

For the first time in its 15-year history, the 
undergraduate theater troupe is using the services of 
the more experienced members of the American 
Repertory Theatre Institute, which shares the Loeb 
with the Harvard students. David Gammons has de- 
signed the German Expressionist-like set of Largo. 
Jane Nichols is directing Noises Off. The troupe mem- 
bers all say that working with professionals will im- 
prove the quality of the productions and create a more 
educational experience for the students. 

Which is why they rehearse 60 hours a week during 
the summer in the first place. “If we were doing it for 
the money, we’d be sadly disappointed,” Gambale 
says. Agrees Lithgow, “This gives everyone a chance to 
focus on their craft, not worry about paper deadlines.” 

The Harvard Radcliffe Summer Theater presents 
Largo Desolato from July 22 through August 5, in the 
Experimental Theater at the Loeb Drama Center in 
Cambridge.

the Wellfleet Harbor Actors Theater

eff Zinn thinks the most 

memorable reaction to a play 

at the Wellfleet Harbor Ac- 

tors Theater was when a Mac 

Wellman play, Terminal Hip, 
inspired one theatergoer to start scream- 
ing in the lobby. Gip Hoppe, Zinn’s co- 
artistic director at the unique Cape enter- 
prise (locally referred to as WHAT), ex- 
plains, “Terminal Hip was one of my fa- 
vorite productions we’ve ever had here. 
But it’s essentially a nonsense play. And at 
one point one night, a guy stood up with 
his wife and another couple and said, ‘I 
spend all week locked up in an office with 
a guy like that. It’s like being trapped in a 
room with a madman.’ ” Finishes Zinn, 
“They walked out.” 

Since the Wellfleet Harbor Actors The- 
ater occupies a Way Off Broadway loca- 
tion and tends toward plays likely to scare 
hikers off the Straw Hat Trail — from the 
language-oriented Terminal Hip to this 
year’s 10,00 Hands Haye Touched Me, an 
autobiographical work about growing up 
gay by Provincetown poet Michael Klein 
— what’s truly remarkable about WHAT 
audiences is not that they walk out but that 
they return again and again. Sitting on a 
roof deck atop the creaky building that 
WHAT shares with a doughnut shop near 
the Wellfleet pier, Zinn and Hoppe survey 
not only their million-dollar view of 
Wellfleet Harbor but the good karma 
that’s brought them a loyal following 
through 10 courageous seasons of run- 
ning, as Hoppe puts it, “a 90-seat theater 
with no government funding.” 

Given that the average lifespan of a 
small theater rivals that of a bottle fly, just 
| how has WHAT survived? Even more per- 
| plexing, how does it keep afloat in a com- 
mercial sea dominated by the likes of the 
Cape Cod Melody Tent and the South 
Shore Music Circus? Explains Hoppe, a 
Wisconsin native and Cape vacationer who 
found himself wondering (along with a 
group of actors he’d hooked up with in the 
early ’80s) whether he could push the 
proverbial envelope of summer theater, 
“We'd be talking about how there was an 
audience for other stuff.” But, as Zinn 
puts it, “Nobody needed another produc- 
tion of Oklahoma.” 

A decade ago, Hoppe and friends were 
“actually having coffee in the coffee shop 
here and lamenting the fact that there 
wasn’t a space, and someone said, ‘What 
about over there?’ ” After moving into a 
| physical set-up that once housed T-shirt 
concessions, the fledgling theater company 
| immediately ran into the sort of Capra-es- 
| que good luck that’s since become its call- 
| ing card. “We did a production of 
Ionesco’s Rhinoceros. It was exceedingly 
| well received and the town shut us down 
| two days later — we didn’t pull the proper 
| permits — which was about the best thing 
| that could have ever happened to us. We 
became an immediate cause célébre, it got 
our names in the papers, and it let people 
know who we were, what we were, what 
we were doing.” 

Among those who heard was Zinn, son 
of lefty political scientist Howard Zinn and 
a directing graduate of the American 
| Repertory Theatre’s Institute for Advanced 
Theatre Training. Zinn came aboard at the 
| end of the troupe’s third season — “just 
as the initial ‘Let’s put on a show’ attitude 
was starting to wear thin” with Hoppe’s 
| original group. “I had been in New York, 
an aspiring director,” Zinn recalls. “My 
parents had been coming here for years. 
They told me about this great little theater 
that had started in Wellfleet. I called Gip 
and asked him if he had anything I could 


direct, and they happened to be looking 
for a director for Sam Shepard’s A Lie of 
the Mind.” Zinn also shared Hoppe’s be- 
lief that audiences would indeed “come 
out and see something they hadn’t heard 
of.” After all, he explains, “We weren’t re- 
ally looking for offbeat or avant-garde 
plays, but stuff that we liked.” 

Ironically, the theater’s geographical ob- 
scurity turned out to be its best ally. Says 
Zinn, “In many ways it’s allowed us to get 
rights to plays. My favorite story is that I 
sometimes had to call an agent and get 
them to get a map out and see just how far 
out we were and how unthreatening we 
were to their commercial interests.” Con- 
tinues Hoppe, “So we were able to get the 
rights very quickly to some wonderful new 
plays — A Lie of the Mind, Orphans, 
Speed of Darkness, the Charles Ludlam 
plays — that are now being done every- 
where. But at the time ours were maybe 
the first or second productions.” 

That’s the sort of adventurous tack that 
most small theaters in Boston equate with 
financial suicide. “It is risky,” says Hoppe, 
“but we’re not a commercial theater. The 
stakes are lower down here.” Not that those 
stakes are nonexistent. Zinn admits, “We’re 
still completely dependent on box office. 
But almost everything we’ve done is things 
nobody has ever heard of.” Which, as it 
turns out, can be an advantage. “In the case 
of Prelude to a Kiss — this was our sure- 
fire August audience release — it failed ut- 
terly, because it was already on video. Then 
there were other things that essentially 
came out of the blue. For instance, The 
Baby Dance by Jane Anderson. It was dark 
— it was a play about an adoption gone 
bad. And we did very well with it.” 

Zinn shares overseeing duties with

Hoppe, a playwright whose own works — 
with the exception of Savior of the Uni- 
verse, which is having its world premiere at 
WHAT through July 24 — have generally 
opened at the Academy Playhouse in Or- 
leans: Boston audiences will remember his 
over-the-top, puppet-enhanced Jackie: An 
American Life, which in 1992 moved from 
Orleans to Cambridge, courtesy of the 
Cambridge Theatre Company. Savior of 
the Universe, which was inspired by an ac- 
tual newspaper article reporting that the 
Vatican had convened a group to decide 
policy in the event of a space landing, is 
equally wild. Hoppe’s group of priests 
don’t come to any conclusions regarding 
aliens, but they are provoked to comic ef- 
fect by a group of Amelia Earhart enthusi- 
asts staying in the same hotel. 

This season’s ambitious docket includes 
a before-the-official-world-premiere pro- 
duction of David Rabe’s new play Cosmolo- 
gies and a production of David Mamet’s 
Oleanna. There are also three new plays, all 
chosen for a new (and hopefully annual) 
series, “New Plays by Cape Writers,” com- 
missioned by WHAT, financed by the Mass 
Cultural Council, and written, respectively, 
by Michael Klein, Kevin Rice, and recent 
Clauder Competition winner Tom Grady. 
(The Provincetown Press, a new nonprofit 
arm of the Provincetown Arts magazine, will 
publish an anthology of these plays at the 
end of the season.) 

What’s the secret to this brave new pro- 
gramming? Says Zinn, “We’ve built a rep- 
utation here, and people have come to 
pretty much trust that when they come to 
see something, even if they’ve never heard 
of it, they’re going to see something high 
quality, and they’ll at least be intrigued by 
it.” Adds Hoppe, “Of course, we’ve really 
stunk the place up, and the audience has 
said, “Well you missed, we'll see you next 
month.’ They’ll let us fail. They don’t nail 
us to the wall for our failures.” 

WHAT’s homegrown audience is an 
eclectic lot that Hoppe and Zinn say in- 
cludes local oystermen and gas-station at- 
tendants, along with New York and Bos- 
ton literati. But in terms of personnel, 
Zinn’s ART connections have meant 
adding new talent to what’s already a 
wealth of theater people who’ve “dropped 
off the New York fast track.” From the 
ART Institute, “We’ve brought some di- 
rectors down. We’ve brought some actors 
down. And starting last year [ART resident 
director] David Wheeler came down to di- 
rect The Swan” — a play by Elizabeth 
Egloff. Later this season, Wheeler will di- 
rect Cosmologies. ART dramaturg Robert 
Scanlan will stage Oleanna. And Tim 
Banker, an ART Institute director, is at the 
helm of Savior of the Universe. 

This arrangement has also turned out 
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well for actors, whom this year, for the 
first time, WHAT is able to pay. Says 
Hoppe, “There are worse places to spend 
July and August than Wellfleet. We give 
them housing and a small salary, and they 
get an interesting play. And they get seen 
by some interesting people. It’s not the 
worst visibility.” Cambridge Theatre Com- 
pany honcho Andreas Teuber was in the 
audience last week; Chatham resident 
(and five-time Tony winner) Julie Harris is 
a frequent visitor. 

Reaching the 10-year mark has meant 
shedding the reputation of being a tiny the- 
ater in the middle of nowhere. Says Zinn, 
“As the theater has grown, it’s gotten hard- 
er for us to get rights.” In one recent ma- 
neuver, “Circle Rep had the rights to Paula 
Vogel’s The Baltimore Waltz and we want- 
ed to do it.” When WHAT met with resis- 
tance, “it was sort of a nice compliment, 
though we didn’t get the play.” Indeed, says 
Zinn, “We’re at the tail end of realizing, 
“We can get this, but everyone else is doing 
it.’ So we want to do our own work.” 

That’s one reason the WHATers 
launched the “New Plays by Cape Writers” 
competition. In addition to Klein’s autobi- 
ographical piece, the winners include 
Siberian Summer (to be presented 
September 15 through October 2), by ac- 
tor and WHAT co-founder Kevin Rice, in 
which an unemployed Maine vacationer 
hooks up with an expert in chaos theory 
and a Siberian exchange student, and Tom 
Grady’s Blood Makes Noise (October 13 
through 30), about a highly publicized 
murder trial on the Cape. In this company, 
Hoppe’s Savior of the Universe doesn’t 
seem out of place at all. 

WHAT’s current season has already 
seen comedian Jimmy Tingle’s recent Off 
Broadway show Uncommon Sense re-out- 
fitted on a WHAT-built set. And an up- 
coming benefit (August 16) finds headlin- 
er Patty Larkin on a bill that also features 
Julie Harris reading from the works of 
M.F.K. Fisher. But the unusual sensibility 
of WHAT perhaps comes across best in 
this tandem description of Rabe’s upcom- 
ing Cosmologies: 

Zinn: “It’s cosmic.” 

Hoppe: “It’s atypical in terms of its lack 
of realism. It’s not like Hurlyburly or Those 
the River Keeps in terms of its linear flow.” 

Zinn: “It’s hallucinatory.” 

Hoppe: “But in terms of his work . . .” 

Zinn: “. . . it’s anchored to reality, but 
there’s a dreamlike quality to it. The cen- 
tral story is a young guy trapped in a very 
mundane environment with a mother and 
father. But when we first meet Mom and 
Dad, they’re in the role of hooker and 
pimp. The father/pimp is introducing the 
son to the mother as a trick.” 

Hoppe: “It’s summer theater.” Q

ump and Smoot are the 
John Wayne Gaceys of 
the clown world, 
vaudevillean sadists 
walking the thin red 
line between horror and hilarity. The cre- 
ation of Canadian slapstickers Michael 
Kennard (Mump) and John Turner 
(Smoot), the red-nosed clowns and their 
brilliant slash-and-crash antics echo An- 
tonin Artaud and his Theater of Cruelty, 
Samuel Beckett, and Alfred Jarry (there’s 
more than a little Ubu in Mump and 
Smoot’s gross shenanigans), as well as 
cinematic comedy teams from Laurel and 
Hardy to Abbott and Costello. 

Yet Caged and Ferno are more than the 
sum of Kennard and Turner’s literary and 
popular influences. Like all original theater 
artists, the pair create a unique world on 
stage, in this case a hostile universe that 
teaches what Artaud insists is the theater’s 
primal lesson: “We are not free. The heav- 
ens can still fall upon our heads.” Mump 
and Smoot amend that a bit — in Caged 
and Ferno, the heavens are out for blood. 

And Mump and Smoot are a couple of 
babbling, bickering, blinkered plasma 
banks. Mump’s the Abbott of the pair — a 
bossy know-it-all, a tall, ungainly stork in 
high-top sneakers who strokes a rod stick- 








ing out of his forehead when he needs 
bright ideas. Smoot’s the Costello, the eter- 
nal adolescent, a playful imp of a stooge (his 
red head sports a couple of pig ears) who 
whines and rebels against the commands of 
his irascible friend, whose schemes usually 
involve Smoot’s risking life and limb. The 
pair are lovable comrades but also, when the 
going gets rough, competitors: Kennard 
and Turner make us care about the duo’s 
survival without letting us forget that, when 
push comes to shove, each would sacrifice 
the other. Man can be as cruel as, if not 
crueler than, the universe. Revolving around 
captivity, pain, and regression, Caged and 
Ferno serve up thoroughly jaundiced jollies 
— they are black farces for the post-Hi- 
roshima, post-Holocaust era. 

Superb physical comedians (Turner’s 
masculine/feminine Smoot is an energetic 
standout), Kennard and Turner communi- 
cate by way of a gibberish that combines 
English and French into a raucous collec- 
tion of obscenities, slang, and one-liners 
delivered in a dazzling array of pitches — 
Turner shoots his voice up and down the 
spectrum like a virtuoso. Mump and 
Smoot also make expert use of the audi- 
ence — spectators are employed as helpers 
or verbal punching bags. The clowns’ 
imaginative marriage of speech and move- 
ment exemplifies Artaud’s call for a theater 
filled with a “language of sounds, of cries, 
of lights, of onomatopoeia,” for a produc- 
tion that turns the actors into “hiero- 
glyphs.” The manufactured speech, the 
clown make-up, and the cartoon action 
distance us from the violence; Mump and 
Smoot, like Beckett’s tramps, are perform- 
ing symbols, emblems of absurdity. 

Apparently a different lingo means a dif- 
ferent God — Mump and Smoot worship 
a deity called Ummo, who communicates 
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VAUDEVILLEAN SADISTS: they also 





echo Beckett, Jarry, and 


cinematic comedy teams from Laure! and Hardy to Abbott and Costello. 


to them through a large, red-tipped cone 
that the clowns lug about with them. In 
Caged, Ummo, along with Smoot, is kid- 
napped by the vampiric Targon (Rick 
Kunst), who holds Smoot in a ring of 
stakes crowned with the shrunken heads 
of clowns. Periodically, Targon puts 
Smoot’s arm in a diabolical contraption, 
bites the ends of his fingers, and drinks the 
blood. Mump comes to the rescue, and the 
two clowns struggle to escape, mixing 
classic gags (spotting a piece of rope out- 
side of his prison, Smoot crawls out, gets 
it, and returns) with comically backfiring 
attempts at suicide, self-mutilation, and 
betrayal (weary of having his fingers 
sucked, Smoot sells Mump out). The 
speechless Targon is a totalitarian jailer 
whose barbarity provides a frightening 
background for Mump and Smoot’s hilari- 
ous snits, stunts, and slow burns. 

The pair go on vacation in Ferno, but 
Mump decides to fly the plane, ends up 
crashing it, and the two, rather than per- 


forming the limbo, as planned, are in lim- 
bo. Or maybe it’s hell. Wherever they are, 
Ummo can’t (or won’t) help them, and the 
guys can’t kill each other because clubs 
and knives don’t work as they should. Fer- 
no is brilliant, a miniature epic that roars, 
in an hour and 15 minutes, from death to 
resurrection. 

But Mump and Smoot’s elemental humor 
may defy description. I told a friend about 
my favorite part of Ferno — after the crash, 
Mump and Smoot discover that each is 
missing a limb, and that kicks off a series of 
hilariously macabre bits (Smoot spits on his 
leg in an effort to glue it back on) culminat- 
ing in the starved clowns fighting over, and 
then nibbling on, each other’s severed 
limbs. My listener didn’t think cannibalism 
had much yuk appeal. But by Ummo, it 
does in the remarkable pantomimic hands 
— and mouths — of Turner and Kennard. 
Mump and Smoot may be stuck in Ferno, 
but those who like their buffoonery dark 
and delicious will be in heaven. Q

on Juan is among the 
most politically incorrect 
characters ever to slip be- 
tween covers. And in The 
Joker of Seville, Nobel 
Laureate Derek Walcott’s calypso rewrite of 
17th-century Spaniard Tirso de Molina’s El 
burlador de Sevilla y convidado de piedra, 
the notorious seducer is un-PC in more 
ways than one. Not only does he take ad- 
vantage of any woman who will lie still in 
the dark, but at least one of his sexual japes 
results in a diplomatic fracas. Several others 
lead anguished, cuckolded boyfriends to 
their deaths. Still, the laughing conquista- 
dor of the boudoir’s motto remains, “Fuck 





you if you can’t take a joke.” Or if you can.

ing of which is set amid the carnival and 
stickfighting of Walcott’s native West In- 
dies in the days of slavery, gives us a saucy, 
sexy Don Juan who (in the person of 
Trinidad Theatre Workshop actor Wendell 
Manwarren) looks like Lenny Kravitz and 
is renowned as “the greatest stickman of 
them all.” An existential hero compared al- 
ternately to Odysseus and Jesus, he swag- 
gers and cajoles his way through a world as 
lascivious and joyous as it is religious — a 
milieu no amount of brimstone, even in the 
form of an ambulatory statue, can squelch. 
Oh sure, Don Juan gets dispatched to 
Hell — probably in a handbasket made of 
palm fronds, as is most of the effective 
Trinidad Theatre Workshop set, 
which manages to suggest both 
island huts and the components 
of an Elizabethan stage. But the 
atmosphere is so festive, given 
the freewheeling production and 
the frequent intrusions of Galt 
MacDermot’s calypso-based dit- 
ties, that Walcott’s three-hour, 
classical-allusion-happy verse 
drama seems more an inventive 
happening than high art. And 
what appears to get celebrated 
are legend and the Life Force. 
Not to mention the 35th an- 
niversary of the Trinidad The- 
atre Workshop, which Walcott 
— who now teaches at Boston 
University and pens his wares 
for, among others, the Royal 
Shakespeare Company — 
founded and considers integral 
to understanding his at once 
raucous and poetic drama. The 


ton University, will perform The Joker of 
Seville, under the direction of Royal 
Shakespeare Company associate Greg 
Doran, as well as Walcott’s Obie-winning 
Dream on Monkey Mountain. 

Walcott’s Joker, particularly with its 
Caribbean All Souls Eve overlay, is dense 
indeed, meshing piquant verse with leering 
innuendo, the stuff of Moliére and Mozart 
with maracas. Sometimes the juxtaposition 
is jarring, as when the crucial duel between 
Don Juan and Don Gonzalo, the comman- 
der who will return as the retributive statue, 
is butted into by calypso dancers. But there 
are some delicious mixes of classicism and 
crudity, as when Don Juan washes up on 
the shore of the New World and is ogled by 
a frond-clad fishergirl (the delightful Glen- 
da Thomas) beset by “literary pretensions.” 
Their droll encounter proceeds to take the 
form of Biblical sin-smiting talk accompa- 
nied by a hand job. 

Truth to tell, Hair composer MacDer- 
mot’s music is more derivative of than in- 
digenous to the West Indies; a lot of the 
songs here sound like “Day-O” (though 
the undulating dances that accompany 
them are the real thing). It’s hard to fathom 





why Walcott, who also tapped MacDermot 
to score his musical Steel, doesn’t team up 
with a Caribbean composer (his next show 
is to be a collaboration with Paul Simon!). 
And though Walcott has said of his 


Trinidadian colleagues that “it’s in them to | 
sing and dance,” it’s apparently in some of | 


them to sing flat. 
The Trinidad Theatre Workshop is in 


fact a large, ebullient troupe of varying abil- | 


ities. Manwarren is an irresistible Don 
Juan, cocky, foxy, exuding male ego and 
existential ennui. Claude Reid, as Catalin- 
ion, is every inch the rueful, trouble-shoot- 
ing servant of lore. Charles Applewhaite 
makes a dignified, then sepulchral Don 
Gonzalo, and Lesley-Ann Wells and Leah 
Gordon, as women loved and left, ably 
convey the pain that’s punch line to Juan’s 
“jokes.” Some of the players, though, are 
amateurish in their handling both of the 
verse and the heightened emotion of the 
text. What the Trinidad company best 
brings to the work is its relaxed yet ener- 
getic approach to art as a rite of revelry. 
The exceedingly literate Walcott may have 
one Old Vic’s knee in the classics, but on 
his native turf, the Joker is wild. QO

hey say organ size is irrele- 

vant to romantic success. 

But in The Phantom of the 

Opera, the title character 

pursues soprano Christine 
Daaé with the help of a very big one. As 
the composer/creature carries and then 
ferries Christine to his lair beneath the 
Paris Opera House, said organ, his musi- 
cal calling card, thunders through the 
nether regions of the theater, signaling an 
experience ominous, religious, and dra- 
matic. Not to mention collective, as audi- 
ences flock to the 1986 Andrew Lloyd 
Webber megahit (and 1988 Tony winner) 
based on Gaston Leroux’s 19th-century 
novel year after year and town after town. 
By now that plummeting chandelier — 
1000 pounds, 35,000 beads — must qual- 
ify as a frequent flier. 

Not that the chandelier, which swoops 
down more like a plane making a last- 
minute turn for the runway than like the 
disaster promised by the phantom, is the 
show’s most spectacular effect. Now, as 
when the Phantom first played the Wang 
in 1992, the organ-heavy music is eclipsed 
by the Harold Prince staging and Maria 
Bjdrnson design. But it’s the subterranean 
stage picture, with its billowing dry-ice 
lake and hundreds of shimmering candles, 
its smoke-enshrouded catwalk and spear- 
like descending wall, rather than the 
bombs-away lighting fixture, that packs a 
thrill. The whole thing conjures an over- 
ripe romantic aura not unlike that of 
Venice with its fetid, seductive canals. And 
the current production, in which Rick 
Hilsabeck oozes phantomic anguish while 
Sarah Pfisterer sings like a ringing, beck- 
oning siren, does its best not to be up- 
staged by the trappings. 

It is often said that Andrew Lloyd Webber 
shows just have one song (Cats’ “Memory,” 
Evita’s “Don’t Cry for Me, Argentina”). 
Well, Phantom has three (“Angel of Music,” 
“Phantom of the Opera,” “The Music of the 
Night”), and their first outcropping, in se- 
quence, forms the most stunning 20 min-

utes of the musical — from when the Phan- 
tom first appears, entering Christine’s 
dressing room through the mirror, to the 
pair’s descent through the Labyrinth to his 
candle-enshrined hideaway, to his attempt 
to lure her from the daylight through a sort 
of musical mind control. 

Hilsabeck’s Phantom, though physically 
unimposing, makes the most of the de- 
formed genius’s wretched, diabolical sexi- 
ness. Unfortunately, he “acts” the noctur- 
nal hypnotism of Christine at the expense 
of his singing, interspersing hissed, sibilant 
seduction with full-throated Michael 
Crawfordism on “The Music of the 
Night.” The classically trained Pfisterer, 
on the other hand, sings both well and op- 
eratically, rendering the supposed contrast 
between Christine’s “pure” sound and res- 
ident diva Carlotta’s Mack Truck one, on 
the aria “Think of Me,” pretty much moot. 
(Patricia Hurd’s Carlotta, though girded 
with spangles, heft, and hauteur, has a 
fairly light voice.) 

Most of the soul of Phantom resides in 
its three blatant main tunes, which keep 
popping up, sometimes with different 
lyrics, throughout the score. The compos- 
er’s more show-offy turns — the three pe- 
riod opera parodies and the complicated 
opera-office septets — are pretty tedious 
and unlistenable. Phantom is, in fact, a 
thankless show for all but the masked ma- 
rauder, his lady love, and her more earthly 
suitor Raoul, the Vicomte de Chagny, 
played here by solid baritone and Harry 
Hamlin hunk-alike Nat Chandler. 

My favorite character, though, is the 
Mrs. Danvers—like Madame Giry (Olga 
Talyn), ballet mistress and phantom confi- 
dante, a figure deemed so scarily dour that 
she’s the only character not in costume 
(even the Phantom’s gone in for an extra 
layer of ghoulishness) in the second-act 
opener, “Masquerade” — a song whose 
only point would appear to be its reprise at 
the dying Phantom’s big moment of self- 
revelation and defeat. Hilsabeck, to his 
credit, milks every ounce of pathos from 
this bit of spit-back, as, indeed, Pfisterer 
dares to put some real sexuality into the 
sacrificial commitment that shames the 
poor devil into giving her up. As for Chan- 
dler’s Raoul, his head in a noose, he suf- 
fers stalwartly, exuding concern, and in 
the end gets not only the girl but the boat. 
Poor Phantom. 

The Phantom of the Opera does not, of 
course, need critics’ imprimaturs to be a 
rip-roaring melodramatic success. Person- 
ally, I’ve always found the musical’s auto- 
biographical echo, of the composer’s 
courtship of Muse/ex-wife Sarah Bright- 
man, creepier than the Phantom — who 
is, after all, just a soulful if somewhat mur- 
derous guy having a bad hair-and-face 
day. But, hey, Andrew Lloyd Webber’s 
half-masked antihero is one devil who 
needs no advocate to draw an audience.

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Funny gay male 


Mr. Smith comes out — 
for a tour and television

s a stand-up comic, Bob 

Smith is a throwback to the 

days of deadpan one-liners, 

clean-if-suggestive materi- 

al, and a composed stage 
manner reliant on timing and facial ex- 
pression. Plus, he has the plainest name 
this side of John Doe. But there’s one 
thing that makes him an unlikely heir to 
the tradition of Bob Hope, Jack Benny, 
and Johnny Carson as he breaks onto the 
national scene with a Tonight Show ap- 
pearance and an HBO Special this week. 
Smith, who visits Nick’s Comedy Stop this 
Sunday, is openly gay. 

Until assuming the unofficial title of 
“First Queer Stand-Up To Do The 
Tonight Show, ” the 34-year-old was best 
known as one of the Funny Gay Males, the 
New York trio who are favorites every- 
where from Provincetown to Howard 
Stern’s radio show. But even after years of 
being out in the hetero world of comedy 
clubs, this native of Buffalo forces people 
to reconsider their preconceptions. 

It is specifically his gay perspective that 
draws laughs from audiences who have al- 
ready heard every straight joke in the book. 
He applies traditional comedy techniques to 
previously closeted scenarios: “When my 
friend Michael told his mother [he was 
gay], the first thing she said was, ‘I didn’t 
spend $2000 on an orthodontist so you can 
give blow jobs!’ . . . Imagine if she’d spent 
the money on a proctologist! But she got 
her money’s worth: his teeth are straight.” 

That bit’s typical of — and more explicit 
than — most of Smith’s material, which 
includes throwaway one-liners (“My mom 
is so organized she stacks regular potato 
chips in Pringle’s cans”) and a show-and- 
tell segment in which he presents a grade- 
school project that makes it clear Bob 
wasn’t like the other boys. 

His strongest suit is routines that fool 
with the components of a stereotypical 
white-bread upbringing. In other gags, he 
wonders whether a mom knows what she’s 
doing when she discourages her boy from 
playing with a Barbie doll in favor of a He- 
Man figure. And he imagines gay alterna- 
tives to the usual books: The Nancy Boys 
and the Secret of the Hidden Magazines, or 
The Hardy Girls and the Strange Case of 
the Field Hockey Friendship. 

Yes, it’s tame and silly compared to the 
notorious performances and visuals that 
tend to define gay and lesbian cutting- 
edge art. But Smith’s a comic, not an ac- 
tivist. And he explains that even though 
he’s looking for laughs, not legislation, 


work as an out comedian is more a nerve- 
racking first date than a picnic. 

He still worries about harassment. “I 
practiced my Tonight Show set in New 
York at a club called the Comic Strip, and 
the Navy was in town. When I went into 
the club to do my five and a half minutes, 
half the audience had on white sailor uni- 
forms, and it was really packed. I thought 
it was going to be the worst experience.” 
But it was cool. He had such a good time 
with the crowd that he ad-libbed out of the 
set he’d prepared for Leno’s show. 

Smith says the main advantage is being a 
gay funnyman is that “straight comics are 
not going to steal your jokes.” More seri- 
ously, he sees his role as a comedian as part 
of “being honest and true to myself. It’s all 
about communication, and, on some weird 
level, believability. I don’t think you can just 
say, ‘Well, being gay is a good hook.’ ” 

It is a good enough hook to attract cov- 
erage like this, but that’s not his fault. And 
it’s not his fault that The Tonight Show 
didn’t jump on the queer-comedy band- 
wagon earlier, as, for example, the Arsenio 
Hall Show did. (Cable TV has just about 
driven the wagon, including a wonderful 
episode of HBO’s The Larry Sanders Show 
that involved performer Tim Miller.) 

Stereotypes, those effective but some- 
times exploitative tools, are also part of 
Smith’s repertoire. He makes jokes based 
on such generalizations as gay men being 
into fully accessorized kitchens. (“As a boy 
scout, my Swiss Army knife had a melon 
baller and garlic press.”) But Smith says 
he walks a fine line in his use of stereo- 
types, trying to work with details about 
himself and his friends. “You don’t want 
to be some sort of gay minstrel show, but 
there is a grain of truth in different things. 
Not that we [he and his boyfriend] are big 
queens, but we go to flea markets, we have 
antiques, we subscribe to Metropolitan 
Home. If someone complained, I’d say, 
‘I’m sorry; that’s part of my life.’ ” 

So, still, are the Funny Gay Males, who 
are supplementing their performances with 
a book called Growing Up Gay to be pub- 
lished by Hyperion next year. He’ll be part 
of Out There, Comedy Central’s gay-and- 
lesbian special. And he’s writing a film 
called Halfway Home, about a gay stand- 
up, that is being produced by Steven 
Spielberg’s Amblin Entertainment. As 
plain and simple as his name and his com- 
edy may be, this is one Smith who won’t 
be blending in soon. Q

The Last Bolshevik is 


a cinematic milestone

y work is to question 
images,” the French 
filmmaker Chris Mark- 
er tells us through a 
voice-over narrator in 
his new documentary The Last Bolshevik. 
That’s clearly Marker’s life’s work. A di- 
rector whose work floats, like a poet’s, on 
the emotional cross-currents of images, 


he’s obsessed with the way memory is 
teased and tormented by them, by the 
magic-carpet journeys they lead us on, 
back to space they no longer inhabit. It’s 
the theme of both his great 27-minute sci- 
fi picture “La Jetée” (all stills) and his full- 
length Sans Soleil, where he retraces old 
travels to Japan and Scandinavia. Marker 
is a director’s director, not only because 
his subject is the power of images, but be- 
cause his movies — intricately layered, 
densely annotated visual essays — make 
the kinds of demands on an audience no 
one else’s do. 

The Last Bolshevik, Marker’s tribute in 
video to the Soviet filmmaker Alexander

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Medvedkin, moves like lightning and asks 
you to assimilate an extraordinary amount, 
both fact and musing, about Russia in the 
20th century and the role of her movie- 
makers in that history — as both repre- 
sentatives and victims of its brutal and re- 
lentless march. Trying to keep up with ev- 
erything that’s going on in this picture is a 
little like reading Joyce or Woolf or a late 
Henry James — you grab what you can. 
(The only comparable movie experiences 
may be the ones Godard made in the 
’60s.) I can’t remember the last movie I 
walked away from a movie feeling this 
kind of exhilarated exhaustion. 

Medvedkin was born in 1900 and died 
in 1989 — a life, Marker says, on which 
the century carved notches like the ones a 
proud father carves on the furniture to 
measure his son’s growth. He grew up in a 
religious household, but the events of his 
day converted him to the new faith of 
Communism; and, like the better-known 
Soviet directors who emerged in the revo- 
lutionary fervor of the late silent era 
(Eisenstein, Dovzhenko, Pudovkin, Ver- 
tov), he offered up his artistry as his con- 
tribution to the struggle. 

But the naturally individualistic impulses 
of these artists were soon at odds with the 
increasingly doctrinaire and paranoid bu- 
reaucracy Stalin resided over. Medved- 
kin’s career was a shambles. His most 
startling and inventive movies — which 
seem, to judge by the clips Marker in- 
cludes from Happiness and The New 
Moscow, to have been loony, one-of-a- 
kind blends of Expressionist and Con- 
structivist elements — were shelved. So 
were the documentary glimpses he record- 
ed of Soviet workers as he moved across 
the republics on a train he’d comman- 
deered from the government. (It doubled 
as his laboratory.) His work is known to 
only a few aficionados; it’s been rediscov- 
ered in recent years by Russian film stu- 
dents and archivists (one of whom un- 
earthed two of the “train” movies, long be- 
lieved lost). At least Medvedkin survived 
the Stalinist purges. Marker reminds us 
that the writer Isaac Babel, whose con- 
cerns paralleled Medvedkin’s, and the 
stage director Vsevolod Meyerhold, whose 
satirical tone may have been the closest 
theatrical equivalent to Medvedkin’s, were 
shot on trumped-up espionage charges in 
the early days of the Second World War. 

Marker assembles a collage comprising 
remarkably articulate interviews with the 
survivors and with scholars of Russian 
film, footage from Medvedkin’s pictures 
and those of his contemporaries, and 
Marker’s own Russian images. This in- 
cludes footage of the director, taken in 
1971 (when Marker first profiled him, in 
“The Train Rolls On”) and in 1984, and 
of Russia in the process of moving out of 
its Soviet phase. Marker adored Medved- 
kin, and the movie, which is divided into 
two one-hour parts and six “letters” ad- 
dressed to his friend, is his way of com- 
pensating for the correspondence he never 
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managed to keep up, despite Medvedkin’s 
kidding complaints. 

Inside this tribute is an exploration of the 
Soviet bureaucracy’s penchant for using 
film — “the kingdom of shadows,” in 
Medvedkin’s phrase — to reinvent the truth 
rather than reveal it. (Marker uses an exam- 
ple as a metaphor: since no photographic 
records survived of the October Revolution 
of 1917, the government simply appropriat- 
ed images from Eisenstein’s staging of the 
event in 1928’s October.) Because Medved- 
kin was committed to the truth, he was for- 
ever sabotaging his own projects. His 


“train” movies uncovered the human flaws | 


in the structure of Stalin’s industrial plans, 
so they received no public showings. The 
obligatory good-Marxist happy endings of 
his fiction films didn’t sufficiently plaster 


over the mixed emotions they exposed, so |

Marker shows us two striking examples. | 


In Happiness, a folk fable about a peasant 
whose wife sends him out to find the tree 


of happiness, the terror in the hero’s eyes | 


is unmistakable as a soldier — the symbol 
of Soviet authority — lights his cigarette. 
(Marker freezes this image at the end of 
Part One.) In The New Moscow, young 
revolutionaries show a film of the old city 
metamorphosing into a spectacular sci- 
ence-fiction future, but the movie goes out 
of control and the images turn catastroph- 
ically backwards before they can be set 
back on their correct forward track. “Did 
you think that this 10 percent of conformi- 
ty at the end” — the cheerleader Stalinists 
praising the fruits of his vision — “would 
excuse the remaining 90 percent?” Marker 
asks. “Well, you were wrong.” 

Marker reproduces the classic argument 
between the artist, who makes movies for 
an intelligent audience that can recognize 
satire, and the bureaucrats, who claim the 
problem is that the audience will have its 
share of dopes in it. “Morons of the world, 
unite!” cries the voice-over narrator, who 
has just announced that Eisenstein’s 





Potemkin was a box-office flop, because | 
audiences preferred entertainments. And | 


we get a peek at one of these — a fairy- | 


tale view of Stalinist Russia by a party-line 
hack, Chiaureli. 

Marker, who is the farthest thing imagin- 
able from either a commercial moviemaker 
or a party-liner, has his own stake in this 
argument. We eventually see that there’s a 
third movie inside The Last Bolshevik: 
Marker’s attempt to come to terms with his 
discovery that his hero Medvedkin did, at 
one time in his career, churn out fairy-tale 
propaganda for Stalin. And this innermost 
circle is the one Marker can’t resolve; his 
too-hasty conclusion leaves it a good quar- 
ter-turn from completion. He says he un- 
derstands Medvedkin’s actions, he quotes 
others who struggle to explain them, but his 
love for the man and his sense of betrayal 
are still churning together as the lights 
come up. (And Marker wouldn’t deny it.) 
They’re part of the staggering load you take 
away at the end of the movie. QO 





Good heavens

he problem with baseball 

movies is that they’re fixed — 

the final score is always 

scripted. That’s the problem 

with most Disney pictures, 
too — every emotion is calculated and 
smarmy. Neither do remakes of mothballed 
movies offer much on the spontaneity scale. 
So when Disney remakes a baseball picture 
from four decades ago, it would seem three 
strikes and you’re out. 


That’s not quite the case with Angels in 
the Outfield, a reprise of the 1951 Clarence 
Brown comic fantasy about a fumbling 
baseball team that gets heavenly assistance. 
Directed by William Dear (Harry and the 
Hendersons), the film doesn’t stray far from 
the original, or from the clichés of every 
baseball picture ever made. What redeems 
it partially is the cast, in particular Danny 
Glover as California Angels manager 
George Knox. A veteran who’s seen better 
times and better teams, Glover’s Knox is an 
embittered cynic who regards the pathetic 
incompetence of his last-place losers with 
foul-mouthed incredulity and frustration. 
When Glover gets pissed off and tears 
apart a locker room — even in a Disney 
picture — it can be pretty scary. 

Of course, Knox basically has a good 
heart, and any lesser talent than Glover 
would depict his conversion from grump to 
good guy with cloying mawkishness. 
Glover makes you believe — almost. Per- 
haps if the canards “You gotta believe” and 
“It could happen” were not relentlessly re- 
peated throughout the film, these senti- 
ments might have more conviction. 


They’re the mottos of two young wards 
of the state, Roger (Joseph Gordon-Levitt) 
and J.P. (Taylor Negron), who live in the 
temporary foster home of Maggie (a stolid, 
erratically accented Brenda Fricker). Mag- 
gie’s decent and supportive, but she’s not 
really family. For that the two kids look to 
their hapless Angels, and to dreams that 
their respective dysfunctional parents may 
some day reclaim them. 

That faith takes a beating when the An- 
gels climax their umpteenth loss with Knox 
punching out his entire team on the field, 
and when Roger’s feckless, leather-jacketed 
dad (Dermot Mulroney) says that the day 
they get together again as a family will be 
the day the Angels win the pennant. Roger 


prays for help, and sure enough in the next 
game he sees angels in the outfield assisting 
the team in miraculous plays. It’s kind of 
like Eight Men Out, but the cheating is for 
a good cause. Nobody else can see the di- 
vine interveners, but Knox knows a good 
thing when he doesn’t see it, and he takes 
Roger and J.P. under his wing as mascots. 
The rest is predictable. Family values 
equal a winning ball club, and it’s pretty 
clear that Knox and the cute kiddies are go- 
ing to come to terms. Adding to the obvious- 
ness are the cheesy special effects (the origi- 
nal restricted the angelic presence to a single 
feather) and the bug-eyed ubiquitousness of 
Christopher Lloyd as an angel named Al. But 
there’s something about the ritualistic in- 
evitability of it all,

inema, being silent, 

couldn’t begin with a bang 

or a whimper, so cheese- 

cake would have to do. At 

least that’s the impression 
given by Kino on Video’s series The Movies 
Begin, whose first volume starts with mov- 
ing images, shot in the 1880s by Eadweard 
Muybridge, of naked women throwing 
baseballs. Muybridge’s reputation was ru- 
ined after he was acquitted of murdering 
his wife’s lover — it didn’t help that most 
of his actresses in the buff were prostitutes. 
Actually, many of his groundbreaking films 
were delicate views of animals in motion. 
According to James Card’s cranky but in- 
sightful new book Seductive Cinema, the 
scandal of Muybridge’s personal life ex- 


| plains why he never received credit for the 
| first public movie show, which took place 


in San Francisco on May 8, 1880. Card, 
former director of the Department of Film 
for the George Eastman House of Phoiog- 
raphy, insists that cinema’s centennial took 
place 14 years ago. Kino isn’t being just 
salacious, but late, with its celebration of 
film’s 100th birthday. 

Yet Kino had to wait until now because 
it wasn’t until the 1890s that business- 
men/showmen like Thomas Edison, Louis 
Lumiére, Georges Méliés, Charles and 
Emile Pathé, and James Williamson creat- 
ed the kind of movie cameras and projec- 


| tors that could supply the sights that 
| tricked, delighted, and enlightened the eye. 
| Including more than 122 films, The 


Movies Begin gives you an idea of what 
cinema was like in its raucous babyhood, 
when crowds would pay to see cockfights 
and peek-a-boo dancers, heroic dogs and 
evil tramps, chases comic and dramatic, 
footage of New York City, Moscow, and 
floundering ships. 

It was a time when anything — within 
Victorian strictures — went. A magnified 
pocket watch on the screen was entertain- 
ment, as were a couple giving each other a 
kiss when a train went through a tunnel. 
Nobody cared that the camera never 
moved, that the background was a painted 
backdrop, that the plot was being recycled 
for the hundredth time. Despite the artifi- 
ciality, audience members would occasion- 
ally faint and even charge up at the screen, 
mistaking fantasy for reality. By the early 
teens this kind of innocence had ended, 
the price paid for narrative logic and cul- 
tural repression. Comedies instructed 
spectators not to follow the example of 


| rubes who got confused about what was 
| what — which is just the sort of scram- 
| bling that movies started out doing. 


My overall impression from the selec- 
tion in The Movies Begin (which was com- 
piled by Film Preservation Associates and 
the British Film Institute, with notes sup- 


| plied by Charles Musser, professor of film 
| at Yale University) is that the driving force 
| behind cinema’s initial popularity wasn’t 
| voyeurism but self-conscious delight at 
| trickery, the magic of mirage. Of course, 
| sexual fantasy was present from The Kiss 
| (1896 and the first on-screen smooch) to 
| Peeping Tom (1901), which has a hotel 


manager getting his jollies peeking at 


| women through keyholes. 


Yet as Musser points out, the notorious 


| peepshows, examples here including “Airy 
| Fairy Lillian Tries on Her New Corsets” 


(1905) and “From Show Girl to Burlesque 
Queen” (1903), were never as risqué as 


they were cracked up to be. At the begin- 


ning, the public liked being fooled into ex- 
hilaration by shots from a camera mount- 
ed on the front of a train or car, or 
shocked by watching “actualities” (some 
of which were staged) of firemen heading 
for a blaze, of a wall being knocked over, 
of San Francisco after the 1906 earth- 
quake. No wonder that the first piece of 
fictional box-office boffo was Lumiére’s 
The Sprinkler Sprinkled, in which a 
naughty boy tricks a gardener into think- 
ing that something’s wrong with his hose. 

The flip side of the wish to be deceived 
was the fantastical films of Méliés and such 
followers as Ferdinand Zecca, who special- 
ized in magic routines, eye-popping fairy 
tales, and surreal trips to the moon and be- 
yond. When it came to wonder, American 
filmmakers were outstripped by the Euro- 
peans, partly because Edison, attempting to 
corner the US film market, tried to copy- 
right moviemaking machinery, which gave 
the Europeans the chance to experiment. 
Until the early 1900s and The Great Train 
Robbery (included in Volume I in an un- 
usual print with selective hand coloring), 
Edison and other homegrown filmmakers 
concentrated on documentary footage or 
retreads of European formulas. The Movies 
Begin doesn’t include much Italian film- 
making, though Nero, or The Fall of Rome 
(1909), a color-tinted one-reel epic, gives 
you an idea of the kind of large-cast block- 
buster D.W. Griffith was competing with 
when he started on the road to The Birth of 
a Nation. 

Still, The Movies Begin offers a good 
sampling of French films, which are easily 
(and predictably) the most beautifully pho- 
tographed — Lumiére’s first movies are of 
mundane subjects, but they have an almost 
supernatural glow. Since the British Film 
Institute is involved, the English are repre- 
sented with some extremely rare material, 
particularly an early industrial, A Visit to 
Peek Frean and Co’s Biscuit Works 
(1906), that’s not only astoundingly pho- 
tographed but offers a moving portrait of 
mechanized work. Alas, The Movies Begin 
doesn’t take into account the recent dis- 
covery of Russian films made under the 
Nicholas II, a cadge of celluloid whose 
narrative sophistication leaves European 
films of the period in the dust. 

The Movies Begin covers such a large, 
chaotic period of history that there are 
flickers of greatness wherever you look. 
Each volume has its historic eyefuls, from 
Volume I’s The Great Train Robbery to 
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A TRIP TO THE MOON: Georges Méliés’s 1902 hit delighted the 


public with self-conscious trackery, the magic of mirage. 


Volume II’s Desperate Poaching Affray 
(1903), whose panning camera and close- 
ups make it the archetypal chase scene. 
Volume III is my personal favorite, its col- 
lection of silent experiments including gor- 
geous hand-painted prints of Ferdinand 
Zecca’s charmingly hallucinogenic Ali 
Baba and the Forty Thieves (1902-’05), 
the antic fantasy of Aladdin, or The Mar- 
velous Lamp (1906), and some of the first 
commercials. Volume IV, dedicated to 
Méliés, serves up An Impossible Voyage 
(1906), the director’s attempt to outdo his 
big hit A Trip to the Moon (1902). Volume 
V rounds up early animation by Winsor 
“Little Nemo” McCay; D.W. Griffith’s 
smooth handling of the last-minute rescue 
of a feisty heroine, The Girl and Her Trust 
(1912); and The Bangville Police (1913), 
a spoof of the damsel-in-distress genre. 
Beautiful, stupid, trivial, boring, and 
amazing, the films collected in The Movies 
Begin are part of cinema’s collective un- 
conscious, the primal nitrite soup out of 
which film as we know it crawled. 

On the whole, Kino’s packaging of the 
five-volume set is fine, though there are 
rough patches. Only two of the volumes 
are narrated, Musser’s notes are pretty dry 
(more plot summary than analysis), and 
the goofy documentary about Méliés at the 
end of Volume IV repeats scenes from 
films we had just seen on the video. Such 
quibbles aside, the prints are usually quite 
sharp, the background music, particularly 
when pianist Neil Brand is at the helm, is 
sensitively played, and the selections are 
thoughtful, though why Alice Guy- 
Blaché’s dreadful Making of an American 
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nobody cared that the camera never moved. 


Citizen (1912) was picked as an example 
of social drama defies explanation, what 
with its immigrant Russian peasant learn- 
ing not to beat his wife after he’s pum- 
meled by neighbors and thrown into jail. 

Although James Card’s Seductive Cine- 
ma deals with the early days of film, argu- 
ing that its history is poorly understood, 
and that many of the technical innovations 
credited to D.W Griffith were developed 
by others (a point substantiated by The 
Movies Begin), the book’s focus is on the 
mature products of the silent era. Card is 
enthralled by actors: “Multiple exposures, 
dissolves, wipes, fades, crosscutting — all 
of these might never have come to the 
film, and without them but with the close- 
up alone, it is possible to think of the 
movies reaching the astonishing degree of 
emotional impact that they did.” The 
book’s best sections — spiky, educational, 
gossipy — re-evaluate the careers of such 
stars and directors as John Barrymore, Ce- 
cil B. DeMille, King Vidor, Gloria Swan- 
son, Joan Crawford, and Norma Shearer. 

Unfortunately, Seductive Cinema also 
gives us the 80-year-old Card slugging it 
out with enemies from his days at the 
George Eastman House of Photography. 
Much time is spent attacking the Museum 
of Modern Arts’ first film curator, Iris Bar- 
ry; Card also takes on what he sees as the 
destructive cults of D.W. Griffith and 
Erich von Stroheim. At times self-serving 
and hyperbolic, Seductive Cinema should 
still be read by anyone who cares about 
silent film — it may be the last volume 
from a knowledgeable eyewitness to when 
the movies began.

anglewood was quivering 

with apprehensive euphoria. 

This was not just the start of 

another new season, but the 

grand opening of a new con- 
cert venue that was staking its claim 
among the great halls of the world. At $9.7 
million for a building that was not intend- 
ed for year-round use, this investment was 
putting a lot of asses on the line. 

The summer home of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra and a major music-edu- 
cation program has never had a first-rate 
hall for soloists, chamber recitals, or the 
student orchestra. The 1941 Theatre-Con- 
cert Hall, built across the lawn from Eliel 
Saarinen’s covered open-air Shed for the 
BSO, was meant for an opera program 
that never developed. It’s used half-heart- 
edly for concerts, and its uncontained 
sound remains a source of scheduling con- 
flicts. In 1978, the BSO acquired 120 
acres of abutting property. It’s from this 
ground that the new Seiji Ozawa Concert 
Hall — which includes the Florence 
Gould Auditorium, rehearsal rooms, and 
the Leonard Bernstein Performers Pavilion 
with its cloistered courtyard — inaugu- 
rates the future of Tanglewood. 

People have compared William Rawn’s 
new building to a large, barrel-roofed 
brick barn (current codes require fire- 
proof material for buildings this size), an 
airplane hangar, or a munitions factory — 
made elegant by the addition of shady 
loggias under wide boardwalk balconies 
with railings of Alaskan yellow cedar that 
the architect promises will weather into 
Cape Cod silver gray. The auditorium 
seats 1180 (Symphony Hall seats 2600), 
but its entire west wall opens to a gently 
sloping lawn for as many as 2000 addi- 
tional listeners. It’s an imposing and orig- 
inal structure, not yet to everyone’s taste, 
but not white bread either. Coming down 
the hill after the lavish post-opening-night 
supper (to which all 1200 of the $250-to- 
$1000-a-ticket patrons were invited), 
passing the brightly lit empty interior 
open to the elements, one felt the build- 
ing’s powerful magic. 

Inside, it’s like Symphony Hall’s shoe- 
box, with a 50-foot-high ceiling, glass 
doors, and clerestories. Tall narrow cathe- 
dral widows above the stage let in the 








changing light. As is the case with some 
classic halls in Europe, there’s no prosce- 
nium — several rows of chairs seat some 
members of the audience in a narrow bal- 
cony behind the performers. Everywhere is 
wood: the floor is Douglas fir, the lattice 
balcony grillwork (no flat surfaces for un- 
necessary reverberation here) is teak. 
Chairs, both fixed and movable, have 
“Tanglewood green” cushions that match 
the railing trim. The delicate woodwork 
reminded one listener of miniature hand- 
carved Oriental puzzle boxes. The walls, 
like Symphony Hall’s, are thick, with 
enough cement to keep sound in and out- 
side noise out. Sealed, the hall can be used 
for recording sessions. 

Rawn and acoustician Lawrence 
Kierkegaard seem to have done everything 
right. Yet to my ears, the hall doesn’t 
sound as good as it looks. In the best con- 
cert halls — Symphony Hall, Jordan Hall, 
Worcester’s Mechanics Hall — the sound 
emanates from the stage. You know where 
it’s coming from. But you are also sur- 
rounded by it; it gets inside you. At a press 
conference, Seiji Ozawa praised the 
woody warmth of the sound. In Gould Au- 
ditorium, however, it seems to get stuck 
on the stage. Its basic clarity gets congest- 
ed during large, loud ensembles (though 
the superb student orchestra in Copland’s 
knotty Orchestral Variations under Leon 
Fleisher — with a lot more rehearsal time 
— sounded clearer than the BSO under 
either Ozawa or John Williams, who led 
the world premiere of his Cello Concerto 
with Yo-Yo Ma). As the experiment with 
risers at Symphony Hall proved last sea- 
son, the last thing you want is more expo- 
sure for the brass. Was it only the risers 
here that allowed the winds to overwhelm 
the strings? 

At the dress rehearsal, with the hall less 
than a third full and the stage-right wall 
panels out in the backyard being spray- 
painted, you could barely hear the strings. 
But even with the panels in place and the 
hall full, the sound was dry and cool, harsh 
at the top and virtually no bass (ironically, 
my colleagues from New York, used to 
concert halls brighter than Symphony 
Hall, thought the sound here had some 
depth but lacked brilliance). In the Cello 
Concerto, Ma sounded muffled because a 
half-hour thunderstorm made it hard to 
hear anything (maybe Williams’s orches- 
tration was too thick — he apparently 
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Seiji Ozawa Hall gets Tanglewood’s

kept thinning it out during rehearsals). 
Still, it’s the lowest sounds in this hall that 
have the least presence. 

Voices had greater intimacy. From the 
second balcony, baritone Sherrill Milnes 
cantorially intoned Leonard Bernstein’s af- 
fecting Opening Prayer. From the balcony 
behind the stage, six strong young soloists 
from the Tanglewood Vocal Program pro- 
duced volumes of sound for Beethoven’s 
Choral Fantasy. John Oliver’s Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus was splendid in the two 
opening Bach selections, in the Beethoven, 
and, at the end, in Randall Thompson’s 
unaccompanied Alleluia, movingly led by 
Ozawa with the audience joining in. 

Next day, during the Brahms Piano 
Quintet, with Gilbert Kalish and the Bos- 
ton Symphony Chamber Players, an ele- 
gant wooden barrier stretched behind the 
performers. I changed locations for each 
movement. The sound from the floor 
(where I sat for the opening) was dry, flat, 
and harsh, but from the corner of the sec- 
ond balcony it was significantly warmer 
and deeper. Perhaps that “missing” 
proscenium lets too much sound go 
straight over the heads of the audience. 
But if it works in Vienna, why not here? 

Fortunately, there are many variables. 
Six acoustical baffles, like upside-down 
toast, can be lowered from slots in the 
ceiling. During the rehearsal of the 
Williams concerto, the sound suddenly got 
better. When I looked up, the ceiling baf- 
fles had descended (they were at half- 
height for the chamber concert). Draperies 
can be added. Doors can open or close. 
Opening night for a concert hall is only a 
beginning. 

The opening program appropriately em- 
phasized Tanglewood tradition: Bernstein, 
Copland, and Williams. At the press con- 
ference, Ma referred to himself as the 
“house cellist.” There were fanfares by 
Oliver Knussen (former director of Tan- 
glewood’s Contemporary Music Festival), 
Williams, and Copland (whose Fanfare for 
the Common Man must be the most badly 
dated title in the history of music). 
Thompson composed his Alleluia in 1940 
as a benediction on the Tanglewood Music 
Center, and so it remains each season. 
Symphony Hall itself opened with Bach. At 
the piano, Peter 
Serkin (longtime 
Tanglewood faculty 
member) was ai least 
as authoritative a 
guide to the joyous 
Choral Fantasy (a 
piece long associated 
with his father) as 
Ozawa, who, we 
keep being remind- 
ed, came to America 
in 1960 as a 24- 
year-old Conducting 
Fellow at Tangle- 
wood. Was a general 
air of self-congratu- 
lation inevitable? 

The four-move- 
ment Williams Cello 
Concerto is a sur- 
prisingly substantial 
piece, and Ma, as far 
as one could tell dur- 
ing the downpour, 
played it magnifi- 
cently. He told the 
press that Williams 
had wanted to call it 
Concerto Romantico. 








I couldn’t help think- 


ing of two other composers who also com- 
posed film music, Erich Korngold and, in 
some of the tuneful fizz, Prokofiev. I was 
particularly impressed with the skillful way 
Williams alternated, or combined, long 
sustained lyric lines and tight, highly 
charged rhythmical nuggets. If anything, | 
wish he had let himself be even more vul- 
garly Hollywood and not so earnestly 
“classical.” 

Norio Ohga, president of Sony, gave 
the BSO his personal check for $2 million 
to name the new building after his coun- 
tryman (he could have named it after him- 
self). He’s also a serious musician, and he 
conducted some “light” Viennese music 
(Suppé’s Morning, Noon, and Night in Vi- 
enna Overture and Josef Strauss’s Music 
of the Spheres Waltz) with true Viennese 
lilt. 

Next night was the official BSO open- | 
ing concert in the Shed. Jessye Norman, 
who had canceled the Ozawa Hall open- 
ing because she won’t sing on successive 
nights, was scheduled to sing Dalila in the 
second act of Saint-Saéns’s Samson et 
Dalila, a part her “volumptuous” voice 
was born for. But an unspecified illness 
forced her to cancel this, too. Her substi- 
tute was 34-year-old Greek mezzo 
Markella Hatziano, who recently con- 
quered London as a last-minute substitute 
in Les Troyens under Colin Davis, and 
whose rich-voiced contributions to Sarah 
Caldwell’s Butterfly, Aida, Médée, and 
Verdi Requiem have already endeared her 
to Boston. The audience rose to cheer her | 
courage and the confident big tone that | 
soared to high B, though the familiar | 
“Mon coeur s’ouvre a ta voix” did not yet 
have either Norman’s legendary mixture 
of natural force and artifice or Maria 
Callas’s more tragic image of the seduc- 
tress seducing not only Samson but her- 
self, sensing even her own doom. These 
may come. Baltimore gets to hear what 
Hatziano can do in a fully staged and re- 
hearsed version of the entire opera. 

Ozawa made another good case for con- 
cert opera at Tanglewood, and the orches- 
tra (in the kinder acoustics of the Shed) 
radiated beauty if not much heat. Tenor 
Gary Lakes was the stolid Samson; Sherrill 
Milnes generated considerable power as 
the malevolent Philistine High Priest. 

This odd program concluded with 
Beethoven’s Eroica, clearly with the “New 
Seiji” in charge. Not that it was a particu- 
larly successful performance. The famous 
opening chords had no character; thematic 
contrasts were not subtle; the Funeral 
March, despite moments of beauty, 
dragged its slow length along; textures 
were often obscured. But at least there 
were contrasts — in dynamics as well as 
in tempo (I’m still surprised by real pianis- 
simos under Ozawa). Alfred Genovese’s 
sinuous oboe and Charles Kavalovsky’s 
haunting horn calls were all the more po- 
etic for the air Ozawa created around 
them. | 

This might be ungracious to mention, 
but at the opening of the new hall, trustee | 
president George Kidder’s formal presen- 
tation to the public of Ozawa in the hall | 
named after him seemed set up for a great 
ovation. Applause was full-hearted, but | 
the standing O never materialized. Ozawa 
repeated that buildings aren’t usually 
named for living musicians. Perhaps for 
good reason. Given the distinction of 
some of his predecessors, has he really 
earned this honor? Is Ozawa Hall re- 
minding us that its namesake too still has 
more tests to pass?

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Rediscovering 
the Beatles 


30 years ago, they began a 
soundtrack for our lives

Trying to possess it makes it go away. Every 
time you put your finger on it, it slips away. 
Every time you turn the microscope’s light 
on, the thing changes so you can never see 
what it is. As soon as you ask the question, 
it goes away. Peripheral vision is what it is. 
There’s no looking directly at it. Try to look 
at the sun. You go blind, right? 
— John Lennon in a 1980 
Playboy interview, answering the 
question “How do you make love stay?” 


rying to deal with the Beat- 

les’ songs head-on is like 

staring into the sun. There’s 

no looking directly at them, 

and as much as you may feel 
they’re a part of your personal past, your 
own private history written in rock and 
roll, they’re not really yours to keep. I’m 
convinced you could have every last crumb 
of the Beatles official and unofficial cata- 
logue in your possession — every last cas- 
sette and CD in the mighty nimbus of 
bootlegs that’s out there, every last inch of 
unreleased tape that’s cloistered away in a 
vault somewhere — and still, you couldn’t 
own it. What the Beatles gave us, starting 
just 30 years ago, when here in the States 
we first knew (or thought we knew) who 


they were, can’t be contained in a record 
cabinet or a jewel box or a memory bank 
any more than you can contain pure bliss 
in a box. The only way to hold onto it is to 
go back and find it, again and again. 

That’s true, I suppose, of any great 
work of art or body of work. It’s not so 
much that you borrow a song or a painting 
or a movie, surrendering it like a library 
book at the end of each listening or view- 
ing. It’s more that it borrows you. How 
else can you explain the feeling of walking 
out of a movie you loved, only to find that 
the world outside the theater is all too 
ready to swallow you up again? 

Listening again to the Beatles, carefully 
— after years of merely being aware of 
them as a piece of pop history, after years 
of now and then stumbling across “Please 
Please Me” or “Twist and Shout” on the 
radio dial, after years of once in a while 
putting on Rubber Soul or Revolver on a 
whim — makes me feel rapturous, but 
also a little unsettled in a way I can’t easily 
explain, and I suspect I’m not alone. As 
the years pass, the Beatles’ work as a 
group — almost uniformly stellar until 
1968 or so, and after that marked by in- 
consistent but maybe even less easily ex- 
plained brilliance — seems more and 
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more like a fluke of nature, a convergence 
of talent that could happen only once every 
billion years or so. Songs you loved in 
1964, songs that rang out of your tinny 
transistor when you were five or 15 or 20, 
songs that just sounded so good you 
couldn’t help but love them, in 1994 seem 
as mysterious as the pyramids, even 
though they’re familiar and comfortable. 
You can feel you know them intimately. If 
you’re under 35, the Beatles have pretty 
much always been there. And yet, when 
you go back to one song or another, you 
might realize that you didn’t have it quite 
down right, after all. Have Ringo’s drum 
fills on “Ticket To Ride,” so sly and un- 
derstated and quietly inventive, always 
sounded this wonderful? And Paul’s open- 
ing vocals on “Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts 
Club Band” are as ripped-open raw as 
those on “Long Tall Sally” — but you 
might not remember them that way. Lis- 
tening to the songs, really listening to 
them, is like reclaiming something you 
once knew but had forgotten. 

Growing up with the Beatles hasn’t nec- 
essarily meant growing out of their music; 
it’s only meant finding new ways to hear it. 
Please Please Me — the Beatles’ first LP, 
released in the UK in 1963 — is a sweet- 
16 party of a record. Songs like “Please 
Please Me,” “I Saw Her Standing There,” 
and “Twist and Shout” are anxious and 
impatient, wanting the whole world now 
or not at all. But in the midst of them, you 
get John Lennon’s luminous “There’s a 
Place,” a song that, even as it appears to 
be about youthful insularity, is really open- 
ing a tiny window into what adult bewil- 
derment and isolation are like. It opens 
with a woozy harmonica line that lands 
uneasily on a tension note. It’s a line that’s 
had one too many, weaving and unsure of 
itself on the one hand, and unfailingly cer- 
tain in its disillusionment on the other. 
The line is like a bewildered cry — or 
maybe it’s the knot left in your throat 
when you wake too suddenly from an in- 
credibly sweet dream — but it’s balanced 
by the both-feet-on-the-ground conviction 
of the lyrics: “There’s a place/Where I can 
go/When I feel low/ When I feel blue/And 
it’s my mind/And there’s no time/When 
I’m alone.” 

There’s something a little drunken 
about “There’s a Place.” It’s soaked 
through with the blueness you feel after 
the euphoria of the first few drinks has 
worn off and you’re left circling your own 
innerspace, suddenly hyper-aware that 
there’s only one person in the world you 
can count on. But there’s another tension 
at work in the song, and it may be the 
very thing that makes it so haunting and 
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memorable and just plain strange: Lennon 
and McCartney’s harmonies are so per- 
fectly balanced they could be poised on 
the edge of a glass. They’re a unified, un- 
breakable front in a song that’s staunchly 
solitary, defiantly self-reliant. The idea of 
two people singing “There’s a Place” in 
tandem just isn’t right. And yet, as in so 
many Beatles songs, the thing that makes 
it so incredible is the sound, or even just 
the feeling, of two men tugging at it at 
once. 

Or, in the case of the Beatles’ frequently 
dismissed live material, hanging onto it to- 
gether by their fingernails. It’s odd that so 
many devoted Beatles fans claim the band 
were just no good live; I was lucky enough 
to come across a bootleg of the Beatles’ 
1964 and 1965 Hollywood Bowl perfor- 
mances (portions of which can be found 
on the LP The Beatles at the Hollywood 
Bowl, which is not yet available on CD), 
and I’m not sure I know what those fans 
were listening for. The tapes, from the 
shows of August 23, 1964, and August 30, 
1965, are among the most astonishing live 
recordings I’ve ever heard. On every one 
of those songs, the phrases have a differ- 
ent shape, the harmonies a different tex- 
ture (sometimes more raggedy, sometimes 
pure velour), from what you hear on the 
studio recordings. That may be why they 
make so many otherwise forgiving Beatles 
followers unhappy. The studio recordings, 
after being played over and over, take on 
an almost talismanic quality, and hearing a 
song not just live but close to falling apart 
may be too much for some fans to bear. 

But these performances are great pre- 
cisely because they’re not measured or 
sculpted: the time gets shaky now and 
then, largely because the band couldn’t 
hear themselves — they didn’t have stage 
monitors (Ringo claims he had to read his 
bandmates’ lips to keep his place in a 
song), and the audience’s screaming was 
steady and loud, rising and falling virtually 
apropos of nothing but its own collective 
ecstasy. From the sound of the recordings, 
the Beatles were playing less to a real audi- 
ence than to a wall of sound. 

But they must have known someone was 
out there: they pour everything they’ve got 
into these songs. It’s hard to say whether 
the performances are inspired or just des- 
perate; most times they end up being a 
tensile mix of both. The Beatles sing as if a 
live concert were a run for their lives; the 
mood of these shows could have been dis- 
tilled from the chase scenes in A Hard 
Day’s Night, with all the comedy drained 
out. Sometimes you hear Paul and John 
clutching at the momentarily forgotten 
words of a song, or hanging onto the

rhythm for dear life. 

The chorus of “Twist and Shout” 
(1964) seems wrung out of Paul like sweat 
out of a T-shirt; on “Dizzy Miss Lizzie” 
(1965), John’s voice has werewolf fur on 
its chest. “Things We Said Today,” a new 
song when the band performed it in 1964, 
comes close to disintegrating after a 
botched beginning, and Paul’s voice creaks 
noticeably. Close to the end, just when you 
think the band are going to slink out of the 
song, relieved and probably more than a 
little embarrassed, someone (George?) 
comes down hard on a chord — so hard 
you might have felt your teeth rattle in 
your head if you’d been there — and John 
shouts, “YEAH!” It’s a reclamation of ter- 
ritory. The song careers out of control for 
a gorgeous moment, then lands on its feet 
at the end. It’s a messy, lustrous treasure, 
a reminder that amazing rock and roll 
doesn’t just happen; it has to be grabbed 
by the throat. 

Sometimes it seems like a small curse to 
have been born after 1950, to have missed 
out on experiencing the first few chunks of 
rock and roll history firsthand. What was 
life like before the Beatles? Before Elvis? 
We can only guess, in retrospect, how new 
the Beatles’ sound was, even as it leaned 
heavily on the rock-and-roll tradition that 
preceded it. 

Yet as much as I wish I could really feel 
how much the Beatles changed rock and 





Thirteen ways the Beatles changed the 
universe: 

1) Drummers became cool. After their 
1962 audition with EMI's Parlophone la- 
bel, producer George Martin advised 
manager Brian Epstein to replace Pete 
Best. Enter Ringo. Was there a cool rock 
drummer before him? It’s only a hop, 
skip, and a jump from Starr to Keith 
Moon, John Bonham, and, hey, Tommy 
Lee. 

2) Killed Tin Pan Alley. After the Bea- 
tles, the idea of an integral band writing 
and playing their own material became a 
fact of pop-music life. Goodbye Goffin & 
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roll, instead of just knowing how, I consid- 
er it a plus to have known “Strawberry 
Fields Forever” and “Penny Lane” as a 
child, and to be able to look back on them 
as an adult. Paul’s “Penny Lane” is a story- 
book of a song that introduces us to people 
(“In Penny Lane there is a fireman with an 
hourglass, and in his pocket is a portrait of 
the Queen”) we couldn’t picture any more 
vividly if they were standing right in front 
of us. Its sound is loose and freewheeling, 
like a wobbly ride on an elderly, dotty un- 
cle’s velocipede; and the song’s first piccolo 
trumpet passage, almost impossibly beauti- 
ful, seems to open out like a morning glory. 
It’s a surprisingly straightforward song 
about childhood lost. To a child, the sense 
of loss, of wistfulness, isn’t obvious; most 
grown-ups would pick up on McCartney’s 
gentle resignation, though even that’s as 
weightless as < sigh. 

But nearly any six-year-old could hear 
“Strawberry Fields” and sense something 
is wrong. “Strawberry Fields” is like Al- 
ice’s looking glass gone irrevocably solid 
and impenetrable: there’s no getting back 
to the other side, but there’s also no ex- 
tinguishing the glimmer of the wonderful 
things you might have seen there. The 
heavy-bottomed, hollow, rustling rhythms 
that accompany the chorus each time it 
rolls back around (“Let me take you 
down .. .”) and Lennon’s eerily slowed- 
down voice make you feel you’ve shrunk-

3) Killed jazz. In the wake of the 
British Invasion, jazz great Jackie McLean 
got a day job. 

4) Popularized long hair for men. Or 
the first we'd seen since, oh, the Civil 
War. Remember the Life magazine photo 
of the boys up to their shoulders in a Mia- 
mi hotel swimming pool, those modest 
moptops._ still feathery dry? 
Oooo . . . what would they ever do if they 
got it wet? A 1964 public marveled. 

5) Made the connection between the 
rock-music and art worlds explicit. As 
everyone has always known, Stu Sutcliffe 
got into the Beatles because his success as 
a painter generated funds for new equip- 
ment. His girlfriend, photographer Astrid 
Kirchherr. influenced haircuts, style of 
dress, and thus a whole period. Later 
came designs by Peter Max, John’s in- 
volvement with Yoko, etc. From here, it’s 
only a hop, skip, and a jump to Andy 
Warhol’s album cover designs for his 
band the Velvet Underground and the 
Rolling Stones (Sticky Fingers). 


en yourself down to miniature and 
crawled inside a heartbeat. “No one I 
think is in my tree/I mean it must be high 
or low/That is, you can’t, you know, tune 
in, but it’s all right/That is I think it’s not 
too bad,” Lennon sings, resigning himself 
to insecurity, reassuring himself that the 
state of just not getting it is something 
you can get used to. “Strawberry Fields” 
is both lulling and disquieting, a hint of 
what it must feel like to succumb to 
drowning. 

It only makes sense that the Beatles — 
almost closer than brothers through much 
of their career together, though bitterly di- 
vided at the end — would write one of the 
best, most grown-up break-up songs in 
rock and roll. “Two of Us” (from Let It 
Be, released in 1970, after the band’s 
demise) is more about relief than rancor 
and regret. “Two of us wearing raincoats, 
standing solo in the sun/You and me chas- 
ing paper, getting nowhere on our way 
back home” — as if the whole ride had 
been nothing more than a field trip, and 
your mother would be there to pick you up 
at the bus stop at the end of the day. The 
Lennon-McCartney harmonies are there 
again, leaning — and pulling — against 
each other. Ringo’s drumming has the 
easy feel of spontaneous tapping on a cof- 
fee can. Even George Harrison, the seri- 
ous-minded one, seems to have let his gui- 
tar out for a frolic. “You and I have mem- 


6) Ushered in a period of studio ex- 
perimentation, art rock, and God knows 
what else with Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely 
Hearts Club Band. Sure, the Beach 
Boys’ Pet Sounds came first, and pop 
crooners like Frank Sinatra had already 
patented the “concept” album (Jn the Wee 
Small Hours of the Morning, Only the 
Lonely, etc.), but after Sgt. Pepper, nobody 
wanted to make albums that were just col- 
lections of singles. From here, it’s only a 
hop, skip, and a jump to King Crimson. 

7) Created rock-and-roll merchandis- 
ing. Sgt. Pepper and Yellow Submarine 
had numerous spinoffs, including a Sat- 
urday-morning cartoon show, Beatles 
dolls, trading cards . . . 

8) Became the first superstar rock- 
and-roll band more popular than Jesus 
Christ. Now they all are. 

9) Became the first industrial rockers 
with “I Am the Walrus.” Check the col- 
lage of slowed-down vocals, deep cello 
tones, radio interference, snippets of 
“found” music, including a section of 
King Lear, and phantasmagoria finish. 
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ories longer than the road that stretches 
out ahead” — Paul, naturally, sings the 
corny part, but it’s true, not just for the 
Beatles as a group, but for everyone, of 
any age, who had come so far with them 
and now had to stand by and watch them 


fall apart. 


But could they possibly have left us with 
any more? I can’t imagine growing old 
without “In My Life,” a song that’s been | 


around almost as long as I’ve been con- | 


scious of rock and roll. When I first heard 
it, around the age of five, I knew it was 
about something I wasn’t supposed to be 
able to comprehend just yet (“There are 


places I remember . . 


.”). I could match 


the sound of Lennon’s voice, the sound of 
the song, with something — the way you 
feel when your cat runs away — but I 
knew there had to be more to the song 


than that. 


And now I know, there is and there 
isn’t. When I hear it now, “In My Life” 
conjures shadows of lovers, relatives, 
friends, pets, and one or two particularly 
beloved rock stars; the song must unfurl 


a similar list for everyone who loves it. I 
didn’t quite know what “In My Life” 
meant when I was five, and yet I did. 
Hearing it now, on CD or just by chance 
on the radio, makes me more aware than 
ever how much rock and roll can shape 
your life, even if — no, especially when 
— you’re not looking. QO

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DADADAH: 
THE SOUND OF DRAMA 


Dadadah is the name of a group as- 
sembled by the New York—based 
singer/composer Kitty Brazelton, 
and their first CD, Rise Up (Accu- 
rate/ Distortion), is as much a show- 
case for her eclectic compositional 
sense as it is for her tough-woman 
singing. Actually, eclectic may be a 
little misleading. Although this is 
definitely hyphenated music, there is 
a dark cohesion, a pervasive mood of 
alienation and a hardened stance 
that’s about to crack around the 
edges. And though Brazelton’s 
singing is somewhat overshadowed 
by the expertise of her artful octet (a 
varied crew including horns and cel- 
lo, harp and guitar), it focuses the 
sprawling music’s attitude; it caress- 
es and swaggers, sometimes all at 
once, and is defiantly forlorn, pas- 
sionately in search of conviction. 
This is most explicit on “Machaut a 
Gogo,” the only piece (aside from a

vinced and certainly unconvincing. 
That such hollow assertions make 
for a dramatic piece is the kind of os- 
tensible contradiction one should ex- 
pect from a group whose name is a 
fanfare that encompasses dada — 
that early euphoria of modern de- 
spair. On the first of Rise Up’s two 
set pieces — five compositions called 
“Texture 1,” “Texture 2,” etc. — 
even the happiest moments bear a 
gloss of conceptual wariness. On “T- 
1,” trombonist Chris Washburne’s 
warm, flowing solo is mocked by a 
stop/start rhythmic backdrop. On 
“T-2,” expressive a cappella trom- 
bone degenerates into a moody 
group grope. “T-3” is a loopy pop 
song made uncheerful by too-studied 
naiveté. “T-4,” the longest of the lot 
(8:50), alternates between an “indus- 
trial” mode (ugly, raspy guitar and 


robotic rhythm with alto sax playing a 
hopeless disassociated line) and at- 
tempted catharsis via free-blowing. 
The trombone and alto are especially 
acute in their scrabbling at the sonic 
edges. But such representations of 
liberation have become gestures with- 
in a numbing framework; the piece 
ends with the alto sounding like 
someone struggling to get out of a 
straitjacket. And then giving up. 

All this driven darkness would 
seem merely posing if it weren’t so 
well done. Brazelton’s players are 
adept at ad-libbing in their roles 
without wandering off her stage — 
which adds to the coherence of her 
vision. And the disc’s closer, the 14- 
minute title cut, is saved from being 
pretentiously programmatic by their 
articulate gamboling. At this piece’s 
heart is a version of “House of the 
Rising Sun,” first treated fairly 
straight, then broken down into com- 
ponent sounds, barely recognizable 
but somehow familiar (I’m trying 
very hard not to say “deconstruct- 
ed”). Again, there’s a message — 
“cannot cannot weaken” sings 
Brazelton — and again it doesn’t 
convince. This inability to put across 
the uplifting nugget is a tribute to her 
talent; she’s too knowing an artist — 
and the sound world she’s devised is 
too contentious a commentary — to 
be believably inane.

PHISH: 
A RARE TALE 


As with the Grateful Dead or Jimmy 
Buffett, it’s hard to separate the mu- 
sic of Phish — the Burlington (Ver- 
mont) quartet — from the phe- 
nomenon of the band’s live perfor- 
mances. Even for Phisheads, the 
band’s shows at Great Woods last 
week were of special import. Many 
cultists were concerned when Phish’s 
fifth and latest album, Hoist (Elek- 
tra), turned out to be its most acces- 
sible. And reports on the first half of 
the obligatory summer tour weren’t 
entirely enthusiastic; the band appar- 
ently had problems fitting the new 
songs in with the rest of their stage 
repertoire, and guitarist Trey Anasta- 
sio suffered a freak fall in Buffalo that 
put his right leg in a cast for weeks. 
But on July 8, when a castless Anas- 
tasio and his cohort — keyboardist 
Page McConnell, bassist Mike Gor- 
don, and drummer Jon Fishman — 


performed for the first of two nights 
at Great Woods, Phish were back on 
track. 

You certainly can’t accuse Phish of 
pandering. They’re serving up the 
same challenging blend of group im- 
provisation, brainy compositional no- 
tions, and zany humor that they al- 
ways have. And the 16,000 devotees 
on hand dug every moment. The band 
endeared themselves to the crowd 
right away with their choice of materi- 
al for the first of two approximately 
90-minute sets. As they’ve done on 
only one other show during this tour, 
Phish tackled a major chunk of 
Gamehendge, the song cycle/rock 
opera dating from the band’s earliest 
days; it was Anastasio’s college thesis. 
Most of the Gamehendge songs 
haven’t been officially released. De- 
spite (or perhaps because of) this, 
they’ve taken on legendary status for 
fans. Justifiably so: numbers like 
“Colonel Forbin” and “The Sloth” are 
among the most inviting. in the Phish 
catalogue, boasting mega-art-rock 
riffs, head-spinning chord sequences, 
and grade-A melodies. 

Watching the Gamehendge set 
made for a hardcore introduction to 
Phish culture. In the breaks between 
songs, McConnell, Gordon, and 
Fishman provided quiet musical in- 
terludes as Anastasio filled in the 
fairy-tale plot, recounting Rutherford 
the Brave’s quest for the Helping 
Friendly Book, which contains all the 
knowledge necessary for universal 
peace. Whenever a new character’s 
name was mentioned — Famous | 
Mockingbird, McGrupp, the evil 
King Wilson — the crowd erupted in 
lusty cheers. Sure, there’s an element | 
of self-congratulation in all this cult | 
knowingness, but it was overwhelmed 
by the degree of good will generated 
between band and audience. By cre- | 
ating their own mythology, Phish | 
have forged the kind of bond with 
their fans that few bands have ever 
managed. Long as it doesn’t hurt 


‘anybody, more power to ’em. 


With their credentials now safely 
re-established, Phish launched into a 
second set of album cuts. As usual, it 
was the long exploratory jams on 
tunes like “Stash” and “You Enjoy 
Myself” that drew the most ecstatic 
response. Peaks and valleys were ex- 
pertly constructed, as complex inter- 
locking lines gave way to magical dy- 
namic shifts and unearthly four-part 
harmonies. Even when the music rose 
to fever pitch, the presence of a gov- 
erning intelligence floating above it 
was never lost. Of course, each mem- 
ber got a chance to show off his 
formidable chops. Actually, it was 
more like 20 chances. By this time, 
the crowd was deep into the band’s 
pocket. And as the concert drew to a 
close with an anthemic “Caverns,” 
any gripes about Phish’s “selling out” 
had long been forgotten.

Jay Jeremy Tepper jumped 

| up and traded growls with 
the band on what I thought was a daft 
original. The verses were silly non se- 
quiturs; the only thing the singers agreed 
upon was the refrain: “Is a bluebird blue?” 

“That’s crazy,” chuckles Dan Penn. “I 
wrote that one when I was a kid. We lived 
10 miles from Mississippi, and I’d jump in 
a ’55 baby-blue Chevy with the older guys 
to cross the state line and buy beer. When 
we’d ask one of the fellas about his love 
life, that was always his response. ‘Jed, are 
you goin’ with Mary tonight?’ ‘Well, is a 
bluebird blue?’ ‘Are you gonna kiss ’er?’ 
‘Well, isa bluebird blue?’ ” 

Conway Twitty took the tune to hitsville 
back in 1960, and Penn picked up his first 
professional loot. But “Bluebird” isn’t the 
song you usually associate with the re- 
spected 52-year-old writer. His canon is 
massive, gorgeous, and important, teem- 
ing with high-water marks like “Dark End 
of the Street,” “Do Right Woman,” “I’m 
Your Puppet,” and the Box Tops’ 1968 
smash “Cry like a Baby.” Each, save that 
last, is on Penn’s new Do Right Man (Blue 
Horizon/Sire). It’s a CD that should re- 
mind listeners that songwriters have sub- 
stantial insight into how their tunes should 
be cast. 

Choosing known and unknown jewels 
from various eras 0. his career, Penn cut 
10 songs that sparkle with the classic R&B 
sound he was such a crucial part of creat-

ing back in the early 60s. Intertwining su- 
perb artistry with flecks of nostalgia — not 
unlike Carole King updating “Up on the 
Roof” or Arthur Alexander reprising 
“Anna” — the disc generates goosebumps 
in a flash. If you’re talking passion, the 
delicate version of “I’m Your Puppet” sur- 
passes James and Bobby Purify’s original. 
In a voice faintly similar to Eric Clapton’s 
current whisper, Penn establishes an im- 
mediate emotional depth. 

“There’s nothing worse than a singer 
getting into a song too much,” he postu- 
lates. “If you ever got to tears — well, only 
Johnny Ray could pull it off, I guess — it 
would.be terrible. I go with the notion that 
the older you get, the better you sing. I 
learned whatever I know from gospel 
singers, who get much more spiritual as 
they age.” 

Conventional wisdom holds that South- 
ern soul, especially the strain generated 
from the Muscle Shoals studio in Alaba- 
ma, defines the term “laid back.” Certainly 
a mixture of poise and restraint is Do 
Right Man’s emblematic trait (unlike the 
frenzy of a Jim Dickinson—produced Penn 
date from the ’70s that remains unissued). 
But there’s some subtle tension at play as 
well. Penn went back to his old stomping 
grounds to cut the disc and, teaming up 
with longtime pals like guitarist Reggie 
Young, bassist David Hood, and drummer 
Roger Hawkins, was able to capture the 
vibe that permeated their initial work to- 
gether. With one hip session, co-producer 
George Drakoulas has almost made up for 
his Black Crowes sins. 

“We played into the night, hung out late 
— there did seem to be a little déja vu at 
work down there,” reports Penn, who cur-

rently calls Nashville home. There’s tons 
of resolution in his voice, and if you check 
some photos and anecdotes from the mid 
’60s, you'll find a guy who was unflinching 
in his opinions and tough in his appear- 
ance. With bubble sunglasses and a stony 
demeanor, he looked like the unlikeliest of 
his Northern contemporaries, Lou Reed. 

Cool was surely in play back then, but 
an enviable work ethic was just as promi- 
nent. Penn’s musical partners in the Mus- 
cle Shoals and Memphis scenes were an 
obsessive lot, cranking out hits and sus- 
taining a somewhat mysterious image. 
Many writers believe that you have to have 
a strict regimen to hit gold; the ever-can- 
did Penn concurs, but he points out that 
“just about any regimen will do.” 

That means back then he and partner 


Spooner Oldham pulled a lot of night ses- 
sions. “From 3 p.m. on actually — in a 
big, dark room with a guitar and piano 
and instant playback capabilities.” The 
studio is Penn’s haven, the place where he 
feels relaxed. It must generate intimacy. At 
least one tale recounts a recent studio per- 
formance of “Share Your Love” that was 
killer enough to make the engineer weep. 

I personally would liked to have seen 
him dig into “Zero Willpower,” a song 
from the new record that he and Oldham 
started for Bette Midler and finished for 
themselves. It’s triple killer. 

“That’s what I call Jerry Wexler R&B,” 
explains the singer, “right down the mid- 
dle of country and blues.”

The work in question, Tim Robert’s 
Crackpot Notion, gets its world premiere 
tonight (Thursday) at the Middle East. 
And it represents a coming-of-age for 
Boston Rock Opera, which began as an 
oddball fun project (with its first produc- 
tion of Jesus Christ Superstar in 1990) and 
has now grown to the point where it can 
risk staging a new piece by a relatively un- 
known local musician (Robert was former- 
ly a member of the avant-rock band Com- 
mon Ailments of Maturity). BRO’s pro- 
ductions of Superstar and the Kinks’ 
Preservation Act II packed the Middle East 
over the past year, and other local groups 
have gotten in on the act: Acme Theater 
(with a few Bim Skala Bim members) 
dreamed up a rock version of A Christmas 
Carol last December, and a different group

of musicians did the first-ever staging of 
Frank Zappa’s Joe’s Garage in Boston last 
summer. 

Time was when the alternative-rock 
crowd saw the rock opera as a ’70s relic, 
but that’s hardly the case here. Boston 
may be the only city whose club circuit in- 
cludes a full-time rock-opera company. 
And it’s easily the only city where mem- 
bers of the rock demi-monde will line up 
around the block to hear something writ- 
ten by Andrew Lloyd Webber. 

“I think there’s a need for something 
like this,” says co-producer Eleanor Ram- 
say, who runs Boston Rock Opera along 
with musician Mick Maldonado (who’s 
appeared in most of the productions) and 
Noise publisher T. Max. “It goes against 
the grain of what popular music is like 
now, where you’re not supposed to do 
anything showy on stage. Audiences are so 
cynical these days — when you go to 
clubs, you’re not even supposed to admit 
you like the band you’re going to see. 
We’re treating it more like a theater com- 
pany — our goal isn’t to get a record deal 
but to create an environment where differ- 
ent things, older pieces and original 
works, can get produced.” 

This year’s Superstar managed to draw 


entire families into the Middle East, thanks 
partly to the casting of Extreme’s Gary 
Cherone — who unlike the stars of earlier 
BRO productions is white, male, and het- 
erosexual — as Jesus. “This year’s was 
more of a Catholic version, instead of the 
pagan one we did before,” Ramsay says. 
“But it still rocked a lot harder than the 
[touring company] version that played the 
Wang Center, where there wasn’t even a 
live band. We were going to give Superstar 
a rest this year until Gary said he wanted 
to do it. It’s our Nutcracker if you will; the 
one that lets us build the company so we 
can take chances in the future.” 

One of those chances was Preservation, 
one of the most obscure and worst-selling 
albums the Kinks ever made, but the one 
closest to the hearts of diehard fans like 
Ramsay and Maldonado. They succeeded 
in fleshing out a less familiar plot (every- 
body already knows what happened to Je- 
sus, right?) and turned some local audi- 
ences on to the eccentric brilliance of mid- 
’70s Kinks. And they got a passing 
thumbs-up from Ray Davies, who still 
plans to stage the piece himself one of 
these years. “He says he wants to make it 
more mystical, which scares me a little,” 
Ramsay says. 

Enter Crackpot Notion, whose author, 
Tim Robert, was himself a fan of the kon- 
cept-era Kinks. Seeing Preservation in 
Boston and Tommy on Broadway prompt- 
ed him to explore an idea he’d been work- 
ing on, about a young rebel who invents a 
drug called Pruvil, which eliminates the 
need for the approval of others. “The hero 
is a young idealistic scientist who ends up 
getting a job he doesn’t believe in. Once he 
realizes this, he invents a pharmaceutical 
drug. We have some ensemble pieces 
where you see the effects of it on various 
people. Once people start taking it, we get 
all sorts of messy things like government 
espionage, media circuses, and the rise of 
a quasi-religious cult.” Nevermore singer 
and Noise writer Michael Jordan plays the 
hero; other cast members include Ad 
Frank of Miles Dethmuffen, original Tro- 
jan Ponies singer Jodi Sussman, and rock- 
opera regular Doug Thoms. 

“The main theme is the personal journey 
for the character and his friends,” Robert 
says. “Dealing with the theme of realizing 
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how you want to live your life versus what 
other people think of what you’re doing — 
but I hope it’s not that simplistic.” One as- 
sumes there’s a lot of anxiety in the air be- 
fore your first rock opera gets produced, 
so would Robert take Pruvil if he had 
some? “Maybe. I’d probably get hooked 
for a while before I tried to quit.” 
% 

GIRLS, GIRLS, GIRLS. The Boston 
scene can take pride in the fact that “wom- 
en in rock” stopped being a novelty here a 
long time ago; there may be some closed 
minds here and there, but local audiences 
have generally gotten used to the fact that 
some of our best and most popular bands 
are female-fronted. So it’s no surprise that 
Girl — a 70-minute CD on Curve of the 
Earth, featuring 16 tracks by as many 
bands — doesn’t have room for all the 
good bands in town that happen to men- 
struate (among the missing: Talking to An- 
imals, Shiva Speedway, Quivver, Stranger 
Than Pretty, Twig, Worry Beads, Dirt 
Merchants, Vision Thing, sirensong, Mistle 
Thrush . . .). That still leaves enough for 
Girl to be my favorite local comp of the 
year so far. Geared mostly toward harder 
pop, the tracks also include some worth- 
while diversions (a Yoko Ono sound-alike, 
a lounge singer, and a pair of 12-year-olds 
who, to listen to them, could be Tsunami 
in a few years) and only one turkey. 

Co-compiler Robin Vaughn, who also 
sings a pretty folk-pop track with Vel- 
veteen, ties the disc together with some 
soundbites (the first of which has to be ac- 
cessed by running your player backwards 
past track 1), and she makes the disc’s an- 
griest statement in her liner notes. There’s 
definitely anger in some of these tunes 
(Malachite, making their debut release 
with the new line-up, have the metal growl 
down pat), but there’s also a stack of emo- 
tionally resonant tunes with killer hooks 
— among them Tracy Bonham’s “The 
One” (winner of last month’s Demo Der- 
by); Jennifer Trynin’s last single, “Every- 
thing’s Different Now”; a slow-burner 
from Jenifer Jackson; and a Sextiles track 
that tones down the band’s operatics for a 
more direct delivery. 

Most of those names will be familiar to 
readers of this column, but there’s also a 
new discovery in Madame Zonk, who have 
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| the rough-pop-with-feeling thing down as 
well as the better-known bands. (As for 
| the turkey: Glenda Holmes’s “TLC” is an 
| amazingly cheesy “Come touch me, baby” 
song that brings back unpleasant memo- 
ries of Missing Persons.) The disc was 
scheduled to be launched last night with a 
release party at Bill’s Bar, where the fe- 
males were allowed to partake of the open 
bar for an hour before the males were let 
| in. To quote a wise-ass Phoenix colleague, 
“Isn’t that what they used to call ‘Getting 
| the girls drunk?’ ”

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SAM THE SHAM. “You can keep your 
gold and your diamonds too/All I want is a 
ring dang doo!”

You probably guessed that the Lyres 
would be involved, doing an appropriately 
hopped-up “Ring Dang Doo.” And one of

Hood,” is done up right by former Real 
Kids leader John Felice. Too bad, though, 
that nobody dug up the Sam the Sham 
song that most cries out to be covered by a 
local act, “Banned in Boston.”

John Cale makes a mix 


of elements into solid art 


by Mac Randall 


idway through the first 

half of Rhino’s new 

two-CD John Cale an- 

thology Seducing Down 

the Door (due out this 
Tuesday, July 19), there’s a brief sequence 
that tells a lot about this enigmatic Welsh- 
man’s art. “Gun,” a 1974 song detailing a 
grisly day on the job for two New York 
cops, ends with a vicious Phil Manzanera 
guitar solo fed through one of Brian Eno’s 
synthesizers to nauseating effect. But once 
these gruesome sounds have faded away, 
the atmosphere quickly changes and the 
lush strings of “I Keep a Close Watch,” an 
understated ballad from ’75, make their 
entrance. The contrast is as jarring as the 
Beatles’ following “Revolution 9” with 
“Good Night” on The Beatles (“The White 
Album”), and just as intentional. 

Cale’s career is full of such extreme jux- 
tapositions. The prodigious composer who 
had his work performed on the BBC before 
reaching his teens (and who first came to 
America on a Tanglewood scholarship) 
would later (1966-’68) explore the poten- 
tial of pure noise as violist, keyboardist, 
bassist, and sometime singer for the Velvet 
Underground. The guy who once sacri- 
ficed a chicken on stage is the same fellow 
who wrote an elegant orchestral suite 
based on the poems of Dylan Thomas. 

On the phone from New York, Cale de- 
tects no contradictions in his career, say- 
ing simply, “My favorite work combines 
many different elements.” Seducing Down 
the Door collects 38 outstanding combina- 
tions from 1970 to 1990, including several 
cuts previously unavailable on CD, some 
never officially released in the US. It’s an 
excellent introduction to an under-recog- 
nized but influential singer, songwriter, 
and paragon of modern music. 

The set’s earliest selections (from his 
years on CBS and Reprise) follow Cale’s 
search for a distinctive solo style. Genre 
boundaries are crossed frequently, as a pi- 
ano-pounding collaboration with Terry Ri- 
ley (“The Protégé”) meets the wistful 
acoustic musings of “Amsterdam.” Cale’s 
songwriting comes into full flower on 
tracks from 1973’s Paris 1919. The 
melodies are gorgeous, the lyrics in- 
scrutable. Take this snippet from “A 
Child’s Christmas in Wales”: “Ten mur- 
dered oranges bled on board ship/Lent 
comedy to shame.” Cale won’t interpret 
his re-imagining of the Dylan Thomas ti- 
tle, but he’ll gladly discuss his methods. “I 


start with evocative images and try to get 
some drama going in the interplay be- 
tween them. Rhythm’s also important. I’ve 
always been interested in the sounds of 
English since it’s not my first language 
[Welsh is]; I learned it in school. I don’t 
always choose the most succinct way of 
telling a story, but then I never thought of 
myself as a country-Western writer.” 

In the mid ’70s, after moving to Island 
Records, Cale changed his sound drasti- 
cally. He’s still enamored of this period. 
“Working with a live group made all the 
difference. For some people, a band means 
safety in numbers, but I was looking for 
foils, and I had a lot of fun. That time with 
Island was three solid years of continuous 
work, a situation I’d like to duplicate.” 
The result of that era is stripped-down 
howls of mania, with guitar rock that 
sounded like a punk forecast. (Eno, Man- 
zanera, and Chris Spedding were ali in- 
volved.) Cale isn’t just singing songs, he’s 
burrowing into them, cutting them open. 
On tunes like “Leaving It Up to You,” 
with its line about being “safe like Sharon 
Tate,” his raving reaches a frenzied peak. 
Harshest of all is “Guts,” a tale of right- 
wing paranoia; the band don’t match 
Cale’s vocal intensity, yet the possibility 
that they might is enough to disturb. 

The violence went out of Cale’s music in 
the ’80s, but it’s no less creepy. “Thought- 
less Kind,” from 1982’s Music for a New 
Society (Ze/Passport), is quietly unnerv- 
ing. Cale’s productivity went down at this 
point as he concentrated on fatherhood, 
but later collaborations with Eno — 
“Caribbean Sunset,” “The Soul of Carmen 
Miranda,” “Cordoba” — are among the 
most affecting work on this set. Finally, he 
rejoins old bandmate Lou Reed for two 
reminiscences of Andy Warhol from 
1990’s Songs for Drella, a fitting signoff 
that indicates the distance traveled. 

Cale hasn’t given much thought to the 
significance of being anthologized. He’s 
been too busy touring Europe, working 
with Bob Neuwirth on the concept album 
Last Day on Earth (MCA), and preparing 
to produce Siouxsie and the Banshees. 
(He also took part in last year’s brief Vel- 
vets reunion, but about that he’s tight- 
lipped.) “I don’t see the anthology as a 
turning point. It’s actually similar to Frag- 
ments of a Rainy Season (the 1992 live al- 
bum in which Cale reinvents his back cata- 
logue), except these are the original tracks. 
But I’m quite pleased with it.” More pleas- 
ing work lies ahead, but if you just came 
in, Seducing Down the Door’s a fine way 
to catch up. Q

Dave Edmunds becomes a 


well-oiled pub-rock band

ew fans of either Dave Ed- 
munds or Nick Lowe have 
yet gotten over the break-up 
of Rockpile, the stellar roots- 
pop combo they both made 
their best albums with between 1977 and 
1982. So far the closest thing to a reunion 
has been Lowe’s Edmunds-produced Party 
| of One (1990), where the two patched up 
their differences long enough to pull Lowe 
out of a long musical slump. And now it’s 
Edmunds’s turn. His new Plugged In 
(Pyramid/Rhino) has everything that his 
| albums since 1982’s DE 7th have lacked: 
| great songs, big guitars, live-band spirit — 
| in short, the sound and feel of a-full- 
| fledged Rockpile reunion. 
But here’s the catch. Not only isn’t 
| Plugged In a Rockpile album, it’s not even 
a band album. For the first time in 20 
| years, Edmunds made this one the way he 
| started out: in the studio alone, playing ev- 
erything himself. On those early albums 
| (Subtle as a Flying Mallet and the pre-band 
| Rockpile), Edmunds re-created rock oldies 
| with surreal sonic twists; you never forgot 
| you were hearing one guy run wild with a 
few guitars and DIY technology. Plugged 
| In is a different story. From the pumped- 
up groove of the opening “Chutes & Lad- 
ders” to the proudly excessive guitar demo- 
| lition on “Sabre Dance ’94” (Khachaturi- 
| an, shake hands with Dick Dale), there’s 
| no way of telling that you’re not hearing a 
| well-oiled bunch of pub rockers. And the 
material — drawn from Otis Redding, Jim 
Lauderdale, NRBQ, and a pack of obscure 
writers — is right up such a band’s alley. 


So though Rockpile aren’t back, Ed- 
munds’s knack — which has been missing 
for nearly as long — is. 

“It does sound a little bit like Rockpile, 
but that’s more a matter of Rockpile 
sounding like me,” Edmunds explains over 
the phone from his adopted home of Los 
Angeles. “I realized lately that if I want to 
make the record I want to make and have 
fun doing it, I have to be at the helm. On 
the last album (1989's disappointing Clos- 
er to the Flame), | got all the best people I 
could think of, good friends and great mu- 
sicians, but it just didn’t work. This time I 
had to do it myself.” 

So where does the live-band sound 
come from? “Ah, that’s the $64,000 ques- 
tion — how to make a record on your 
own that doesn’t sound like one person. 
And it’s nearly impossible, even with the 
most enthusiastic musician, because 
there’s nobody around to listen objectively. 
You can end up very depressed unless 
you’re aware of the pitfalls; but I’ve found 
ways of getting around it. 

“I’m very open to creative accidents; 
that’s where a lot of the good stuff comes 
from. If I have somebody else engineering, 
I might ask for an effect and they'll just get 
the effect. But if I engineer it myself, I 
might be trying to do something cool, but 
something else can happen by mistake 
that’s even cooler — you have to recognize 
when that happens. So instead of working 
with a bunch of musicians, it’s like I’m 
working with a bunch of accidents.” 

Never a prolific writer, Edmunds comes 
up with two songs on Plugged In, includ- 
ing the likably goofy “I Love Music,” 
which gets away with endorsing both MTV 
and Bill Clinton’s sax playing. But his 


main skill remains in arranging. Covering 
an obscure number (“One Step Back”) by 
ZZ Top’s Billy Gibbons, he produces the 
back-to-basics sound that ZZ failed to de- 
liver on Antenna. Lauderdale’s “Halfway 
Down” has a Chuck-Berry-gone-Cajun 
sound that fits just right. And when he 
covers Otis Redding’s “I Got the Will” he 
doesn’t try to become Otis; he becomes a 
really good mid-’60s ‘garage band trying to 
become Otis. (On the other hand, 
NRBQ’s “Better Word for Love” is too 
close to the original — a recurring prob- 
lem when Edmunds covers that band.)

THE BOSTON PHOENEX «

he difference between Buffalo 
Tom and the Lemonheads,” 
Buffalo Tom singer/guitarist 
Bill Janovitz pointed out last 
Monday at Great Woods, “is 
that Buffalo Tom gets baseball hats thrown 
on stage and the Lemonheads get under- 
wear.” That pretty much sums up the 
friendly mood that three Boston-bred ma- 
jor-label alternative groups brought to 
Mansfield for a down-to-earth night of 
scruffy, pop-sawy, guitar rock. There were 
no fancy light shows, props, or costumes 
— just lots of good-natured, three-minute 
pop songs played by guys who, if anything, 
were more plainly outfitted than their audi- 
ence. And general-admission seating: the 
close to 4000-strong all-ages crowd (who 
were mostly on the under-21 side) got to 
mosh and bop to their hearts’ content while 
a row of parents casually supervised from 
seats in the upper tier. 

The Gigolo Aunts opened with a half- 
hour romp through some of the harder- 
edged tunes from their RCA debut, Flip- 
pin’ Out. With their combination of meaty, 
overdriven guitars, sweet sing-along vocal 
harmonies, and the long hair of 
singer/guitarist Dave Gibbs and lead gui- 
tarist Phil Hurley, the Aunts are both 
sounding and looking more and more like 
America’s answer to Teenage Fanclub. 

After some teasing feedback, they 
kicked their set into gear with “Lemon 
Peeler,” a bicycle rider’s version of a clas- 
sic car song, replete with revving guitars 
and a zooming solo. Gibbs introduced 
“Serious Drugs,” a wry and neurotic mid- 
tempo ditty about the joys of not fitting in, 
as a “slow dance,” but when the drums 
started halfway through the first verse, it 
was more of a slow mosh, with warm 
waves of melodic guitar lifting a few stray 
crowd surfers. Unfortunately, we got the 
standard subpar opening-band mix, so 
that the loud guitars and frantic drumming 
often overwhelmed key 
vocal melodies and blunt- 
ed some of the songs’ 





The outstanding set of 
the night came from Buf- 
falo Tom, who have spent 
the better part of the past 
year touring in support of 
their fifth album, Big Red 
Letter Day (EastWest). 
Janovitz’s thick wall of

If the headlining Lemonheads have been 
affected by the steady stream of bubble- 
grunge ridicule they’ve incurred since their 
alterna-hunk frontman, Evan Dando, be- 
came a magazine coverboy, they certainly 
didn’t show it. In fact, for a good portion of 
their 25-song set Dando scarcely acknowl- 
edged that he was performing in front of a 
writhing mass of teenage bodies. He kept to 
himself, mumbled half the lyrics, peeled off 
the occasional guitar solo, and, in what 
amounted to a particularly Spinal Tap mo- 
ment, introduced “My Drug Buddy” by 
mentioning PCP, amphetamines, and tequi- 
la before beginning with his capo on the 
wrong fret. “See, that’s what happens,” he 
jokingly warned the audience before the 
band restarted the song. 

Despite Dando’s bemused aloofness, 
bassist Nic Dalton, drummer Dave Ryan, 
and second-guitarist John Strohm 
(ex—Blake Babies) supplied ample energy to 
the short and sweet harder-rocking tunes 
from It’s a Shame About Ray and Come On 
Feel the Lemonheads. Dalton brought some 
much-needed humor to the set by singing 
Juliana Hatfield’s backgrounds in “Bit Part” 
in a high, squeaky voice, and by jumping 
around the stage for most of the show. 

Accompanying himself alone on guitar 
for the first section of the encore, Dando 
finally came to life for a cover of Linda 
Ronstadt’s “Different Drum” and the Pre- 
tenders’ “Kid.” Covers have always been 
his strong suit. The band joined him for a 
few more tunes, including their Hair cover 
“Frank Mills” and Suzanne Vega’s 
; they finished with a rockin’ ver- 
sion of “Rudderless.” With rumors of the 
Lemonheads’ demise circulating, it was 
fitting for Dando to conclude with the lyric 
“like a ship without a rudder.” More than 
anything, the Lemonheads seem a fine 
seaworthy vessel in need of direction, or at 
the very least a captain who’s willing to 
give them one. And Dando, despite his 
new clean-cut, short-hair looks, is still a 
consummate slacker savant. Q

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**x*x Underground Cartoons, 
SHOOT FOR THE SKY (Cork). 
This is the kind of disc that makes 
you resent all the mediocre major- 
label releases that get hyped onto 
the charts. Here we have a per- 
fectly good, commercial but believ- 
able, impeccably produced disc 
that hardly anyone’s going to hear 
because it’s by an indie band 
(from Harrisburg, Pennsylvania) 
on a tiny label. Underground 
Cartoons manage to cross the gui- 
tars and melodies of indie pop with 
the stylish angst of the alternative 
charts; they’re what the Cure 
might sound like if they were an 
American band who couldn't afford 
synths. 

Which doesn’t mean that there 
aren’t some obvious pitfalls — an 
overblown lyric here, a fake 
English accent there. But they 
generally create a convincing mix 
on this seven-song mini-album. 
“Sweetest Desire” could pass for a 
late-period Echo & the Bunnymen 
single; “Saving Grace” pairs a 
“Rock the Casbah”-type groove 
with a lyric steeped in teen horni- 
ness; “Headfirsi” resolves its 
moody, Cure-like verses with a 
Beatie-ish pop chorus. Shoes 
member Jeff Murphy earns his 
keep as producer, leaving in the 
garagy guitar sounds that a more 
commercial producer would either 
metallize or soften.

**1/2 Lioyd Cole, BAD VIBES 
(Rykodisc). You have to buy into 
Cole’s tragic persona — the cur- 
able romantic who wears his mis- 
anthropy as a badge of honor — 
to appreciate the company of his 
literate songcraft. But as long as 
he sweetens the deal with some 
irresistible melancholy melodies 
and a solid, guitar-driven band, it’s 
not such a tough sell. 

Bad Vibes, his third Com- 
motions-less disc, delivers those 
goods up front. “Morning is Broken” 
paints a typically grim picture of 
empty, respectable adulthood, 
turns a clever phrase or two, and, 
most important, rocks hard enough 
to excuse the limp-wristed smug- 
ness of “Holier Than Thou.” Cole 
almost biows it with the weak, 
meandering “Too Much of a Good 
Thing,” which is nothing of the kind. 
But “So You'd Like To Save the 
World,” a Beatle-esque ditty about 
good old-fashioned co-dependent 
relationships, and “Seen the 
Future,” a pointed, humorous look 
at rock culture, keep Bad Vibes 
working in his favor.

Philly soul, disco, and whatever 
else they have handy on their 
palettes, and the effect is cool and 
airy and spacious, light as a water- 
color and sometimes awfully 
affecting. Even the instrumental 
tracks (like the loping reggae bal- 
lad “On the Shore”) aren’t chores 
to slog through; in fact, they’re 
welcome breaks from the subtle, 
dry intensity of other songs’ lyrics. 
Sara Cracknell’s angel cake of a 
voice is dusted with melancholy 
like powdered sugar; it shifts gears 
easily, from the magnificent, joy- 
ous “| Was Born on Christmas 
Day” to the eerie “Boy Scouts of 
America,” about a bad-egg 
boyfriend (“He acts like a saint, but 
the strain really shows/The Boy 
Scouts of America taught him all 
that he knows”). Saint Etienne’s 
work is so human, so perceptive, 
and so much fun that it just might 
be pointing the way to better living 
through electronics.

(MCA). It’s not so much Hendrix's 
blues roots that matter but what 
grew from them. Blues, a docu- 
ment of constant exploration both 
in the studio and on stage, is fur- 
ther proof of that. Only three of the 
11 tracks have been previously re- 
leased: “Red House” (from the 
British Are You Experienced?, not 
the Smash Hits take) and the 

versions of “Hear My Train a- 
Comin’ " that bookend the album 
(the acoustic Jimi Hendrix film- 
soundtrack rendition and the 
epochal live version from Rainbow 


As for the others, the Band of 
Gypsys’ 1969 runthrough “Born 
Under a Bad Sign” is representa- 
tive. It’s not the whole tune, just 
the bass riff repeated for seven 
and a half minutes, over which 
Hendrix constructs a jaw-dropping 
solo, evolving through a subtle 
range of fuzztones and climaxing 
with a wah-wah clinic. The rest is 
just as great. If you love Hendrix, 
blues, or music in general, you 


need this.

(Elektra). This dynamic, folk-tinged 
disc has something for everybody, 
yet the British band steer clear of 
middie-of-the-road monotony.

(Rocket Sound). The all-too famil- 
iar Cult/Pearl Jam/Doors-derived 
grunge of the first four tracks could 
be a turnoff. But this St. Paul 
combo break the mood (and the 
mold) with “Telephone,” where 
vocalist Andrew Arashiba spins a 
matter-of-fact everyman’s tale of 
love lost over gentle acoustic gui- 
tars and a spare drumbeat.

REFORMED (American). On their 
first two albums, LA’s Medicine 
Cultivated multi-layered sounds, 
pop blasts of white noise mingled 
with bizarre guitar effects — lush 
red roses with razor-sharp thoms. 
So why strip the songs down for a 
collection of remixes? To add 
another strand to their gorgeous 
fabric. Medicine hack “Little Miss 
Drugstore” into a blistering guitar 
battle that surrenders to a 
whirlpool of vocal tracks. “Little 
Slut” reels in from outer space and 
gets stomped and shredded into 
tiny bits. “Zelzah,” the only new 
track, is a brutal roar of guitar and 
drums caressed by Beth Thomp- 
son’s mystifying voice. 

On “Time Baby 3” (from The 
Crow soundtrack), Robin Guthrie 
of Cocteau Twins files down the 
rough edges and throws in a vocal 
track from Cocteau warbler Liz 
Fraser, leaving a sterilized version 
of the original. But Medicine pal 
Billy Corgan spins, twirls, and 
grinds “She Knows Everything” to 
a jumpy drum track laid down by 
Smashing Pumpkins’ Jimmy 
Chamberlain. This CD probably 
won't bring Medicine the recogni- 
tion they deserve, but it shows off 
their sonic power and beauty at 
full force.

60s. With its casual references to 

labor reform and the Great Leap 
Forward, The Blue Kite is hardly 
your average coming-of-age 
movie. (in fact, it’s just the sort of 
implicitly critical work — not coinci- 
dentally by a fifth-generation 
Chinese director — that’s banned 
in its native land.)

**1/2 JULIET OF THE SPIRITS 
(1965). Fellini’s first film in color 
focuses on his wife, Giulietta 
Masina, as a plain-looking middle- 
aged woman who discovers that 
her husband is having an affair. 
Although the movie poses as her 
journey toward liberation and an 
identity of her own, it’s really just 
another of Fellini’s attempts to rec- 
oncile reality with sexual fantasy. 
And the conclusion, in which he 
tries to blame Juliet’s inhibitions 
on religious repression, is no more 
convincing than the circus-ring 
finale of 8-1/2. Still, Masina holds 
the film together, and watching 
Fellini’s imagination run riot in 
color is thought-provoking as well 
as a lot of fun.

*x*x x JURASSIC PARK (1993). 
Steven Spielberg’s film of Michael 
Crichton’s bestseller is the most 
spectacular special-effects movie 
ever made (it got the Oscar in that 
category), and one of the most 
exciting, visceral, and hilarious 
amusement-park rides ever com- 
mitted to film, so it hardly matters 
that normal essentials like charac- 
ter, plot, and theme look like 
endangered species.

This original Disney tale tells the 
story of Mufasa (James Earl 
Jones), king of the Pride Lands, 
and his cub, Simba (Matthew 
Broderick), who must grow up and 
prove himself. It’s a confusing pro- 
cess that has the Disney folks 
groping everywhere in their 
attempt to become hip for the ’90s. 
Simba looks like Macaulay Culkin, 
and indeed the plot is right out of 
those '50s Disney TV shows. But 
Simba’s pals — a meerkat named 
Timon and a warthog named 
Pumbaa — are obviously modeled 
on Ren and Stimpy. It’s to their 
credit that the Disney people have 
melded these incompatible inspi- 
rations into a pretty good movie, 
parts of which reprise that old-time 
Disney magic. Best of all is 
Jeremy Irons, who plays Simba’s 
wicked uncle Scar: his sly treach- 
ery is worthy of Shakespeare’s 
Richard III. On the down side, 
Simba gets stuck with clichés like 
“This is my kingdom. If | don’t fight 
for it, who will?”; the three hyenas 
— Shenzi, Banzai, and Ed — who 
become Scar’s stooges conjure 
unpleasant black stereotypes 
(Shenzi’s voice is Whoopi Gold- 
berg); and in contrast to Beauty 
and the Beast and Aladdin, 
females don’t figure much. The 
soundtrack offers both okay white- 
bread pop by Tim Rice and Elton 
John and an exhilarating original 
score by Hans Zimmer with 
African choruses. Copley Place, 
Fresh Pond, West Newton, sub- 
urbs. 

*LITTLE BIG LEAGUE (1994). 
Billed as a comedy, this movie imi- 
tates the plodding pace of the 
game that inspired it and does lit- 
tle else. Luke Edwards plays Billy, 
a precocious 11-year-old whose 
grandpa owns the Minnesota 
Twins. When Gramps dies, Billy 
inherits the team, installs himself 
as the manager, and spurs the 
struggling Twins into the pennant 
race. Director Andrew Scheinman 
eschews the sentimental approach 
of traditional baseball movies, but 
he replaces it with unceasing 
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shots of the sulky and stupid 
Twins coached by young Billy. By 
the time major-leaguers Randy 
Johnson and Ken Griffey Jr. 
appear in cameos, only the most 
diehard eight-year-old will still 
care.

Wry, 
breezy, and painless, this Holly- 
wood adaptation of another 
Boomer-era TV chestnut is full of 
pleasant surprises. Director 
Richard Donner keeps a decep- 
tively free-seeming rein on the 
unexpected elements — plot 
twists, sly cameos, boffo stunts, 
and most important, the deadpan 
comic performances of its three 
leads. Mel Gibson takes James 
Garner’s TV role as Old West 
rogue Bret Maverick; if someone 
yells, “Draw!”, he’s likely to go for 
the top card rather than his gun. 
Jodie Foster is funny and sexy as 
Annabelle Bransford, a honey- 
dipped, Southern-accented poker 
player and con artist who crosses 
Maverick’s path often and piques 
his romantic interest. And James 
Garner is along for the ride as 
Zane Cooper, a US marshal who’s 
has a knack for making Maverick’s 
life difficult. The enjoyable misan- 
thropic subtext of William Gold- 
man’s screenplay is that everyone 
is a scoundrel. But Maverick, who’s 
certainly no angel, is Candide com- 
pared to the rest of the film’s char- 
acters, every last one of whom 
cheats, cons, robs, or welshes on 
him.

There’s less to its theme of “the 
unknowability of truth” than meets 
the eye, and the loopholes in its 
plot — which recounts four com- 
pletely contradictory versions of a 
lord’s murder and his wife’s rape 
— stretch plausibility to the limit.

A down-and-out roughneck, 
Michael spends his last five bucks 
on gas and heads to Red Rock, 
where he steps into a bar and is 
promptly offered $550 by Wayne 
(J.T. Walsh) to murder Wayne’s 
wife, Suzanne (Lara Flynn Boyle). 
Suzanne makes a counter offer to 
Michael to bump off Wayne, which 
leaves Michael ten grand richer 
when he decides to drop a note to 
the local sheriff and skip town. But 
once Dennis Hopper shows up, 
there’s no escape from the outra- 
geous twists and ironies in Red 
Rock.

*1/2 RENAISSANCE MAN 
(1994). Penny Marshall takes the 
cause of individualism and demon- 
strates that to be all you can be 
you need to put on a uniform. 
Danny DeVito’s Bill Drago is a go- 
getter in advertising whose life has 
unraveled. If this were a different 
kind of reactionary movie — say, 
Joel Schumacher's Falling Down 
— Bill would be out gunning down 
minorities. Here he works to reha- 
bilitate them. He gets a job at an 
Army base teaching “Basic 
Comprehension” to slow recruits; 
to get to the heart of their problem, 
Bill teaches them Hamlet, which 
he does by hammering the subtle 
poetry of the greatest play in the 
English language into platitudes. 
In the end the whole play is 
reduced to a marching song. It’s a 
pity, because these kids deserve 
better. Indeed, the film is done 
with such good-humored, senti- 
mental sleight-of-hand that by the 
end you’re apt to find yourself 
humming “The caissons go rolling 
along,” even as you perceive that 
your principles have been twisted 
beyond recognition.

The film focuses on the failed 
1944 attempt to assassinate Hitler 
and the extent to which the con- 
spiracy permeated the upper ech- 
elons of German society.

**x*xxSCHINDLER’S LIST 
(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath 
some of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema. 
Here he does not pose salvation in 
the heavens or evil in the depths; 
he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas 
Keneally’s book, is the true story 
of Oskar Schindler (Liam Neeson), 
the opportunistic capitalist and 
Nazi Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and 
zeal the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust.

Nicholson) into a predator, we 
learn that a werewolf is only as 
bad as the man he’s possessed — 
and that Randall is inherently 
good.
